10s. from Foor 
Sonldicrs, Sergeants, Corporalls, gnd Drummers, proportionably according ro their pay, 

» duri'g the Wars in Flanders Ahg| that the Private Centinells were conipelled to Sub- 
ſcribe the Accounts, and admit of theft Dedufti@hs under the Threars and Terrours of 
rheic Officers, to be ſeat Priſoners to the Proyoft Marſhal, where many have been com- 
mitted at the will of their Officers, aid kept gn Bread and Water ti!l they Complicd 
with th2ir Peremptory Commands,othersbeen diſcharg'd the ſervice for their NonCom=- 
plyance, and ſome have been try'd by a Court Marſhal, and received Puniſiment becauſe 
they would not ſubmit and 6gn general diſcharges. 


3. That choſe that ſerved in Hreland, have not. had plenary Acconnes of their Subliſh- 
ance dve there, or any Account of their oif-Reckonings tince they have been in the Ar- 
my, *Ithoit hath been direQted by his Majeſty's Particular Orders therein.

Thar when the Court met, it conſiſted all of Field Officers, nor could the Captain proyail to 
have any of his own ſtation to be a Member thereof; which is contrary to Law, Equity, and 
the Cuttoms of other Nations, 

That when thecharge was made before the Court, it confiſted ofthe following Articles, where. 
cf the Caprain had never heard, ti] they were ipoke by his C:lonel ar the Court Nartial Boarg, 
and were as follows ;

of the Engliſh Law, the Captain can find no Relief, unleſs the Homorable Hoaſe, tn: compuſſios: 
ro his numerous Family, all born and [ing in London, will be pleaſed, by a Clauſe tle 
Bill for Appointing Conmmiſfoners to State the Accompts of the Army, Impower thews allo 
to Examine and Determine of the Damages /i uſtained by the Hardſhips above-mentioned. 
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The C ASE of the Inn-keepers and C'lthiers 
that Quarter d and Chthd the Army raiſ- 
ed by Ad of Parhament in 1677, and Diſ- 
banded by another Ad in 1679. - 


H E faid Army: being rais'd to Enter into an aCtual War againſt the 
French King, the Perſons concern'd (with ſeveral Others long ſince 
paid) upon the Credit of the ſaid Act of Parliament 1n the Year One 
Thouſand Six Hundred and Szventy Seven), Cid furniſh the ſame with 
Cloths. Utenſils of War, Quarters, and other Neceilaries amounting to a 
very conſiderable Sum, not doubting but to receive lull Satisfaction for the ſame, has 
ving their Credit built upon ſo Sacred a Security as that of an Act of Parliament. 

But it ſo happzn'd, "That the ſaid ACt tor granting a Supply ro His then Ma- 
jeſty for Paying off and Disbanding the ſaid Forces, tell ſhort of anlwering the 
End for which it was given, by reaſon of ſome Commotions in Seor/and, which 
eccaſion'd the keeping up of that Army ſome "Lime longer than was defign's. 

This Par/iamentary Debt being not hitherto ſatished, the Perions concernd have 
often Aiirels'd the Honourable Houſe of Commons by Petitions for Reliet. and 
the Houſe have as often been pleas'd (which they gratctully acknowledge) to inake 
Orders thereon of References ro Committees, an1 thole Comriaittees ſeveral Times 
Reported the Stz:e ot this Debt as appear'd to them by Certiiice*'s fign'd by t 
then Commiſſioners for Disbanding the Army, and Orders of the then Lords of : 
Treaſury thereupon, diretted to the Exchequer, where they were 1\cgilticd, as like- 
wiſe appear'd by the Auditor Sir Robert Howard's Certificate thcreof. 

Upon the making ot thoſe ſeveral Reports to the Honourable Houſe, the Houſe 
was pleas'd to reſolve to go into Committees of the whole Houſe to confider of Ways

Y her Majeſty's DireQtion, the Accompts of the ſaid Regiments, 
| ſtated by the Auditors of the Impreſt, were laid before the 
Honourable Houſe of Commons, the laſt Seſſion of the la{t 
Parliament. 
And after theſe Accompts had been examin'd, and debate by 4 
Committee of the whole Houſe, and reported, the ſaid Houſe came, 
on the 27th of March laſt, to the following Reſolution : 


Reſolv'd, That it appears to this Houſe, that there ts due to the thiy- 
teen Dutch Regiments upon the Engliſh Eſtabliſhment, the Sum 0] 
one hundred twelve thouſand fix hundred fixty fix Pounds, one Shilling, 
and nine Pence Farthing, excepting the Sum of fourteen thouſand three 
hundred eleven Pounds, four Shillings, and two Pence three Farthings, 
for Poundage and Days Pay of the ſaid thirteen Regiments. 


As to which 143111.4 s. 2 d. ; it is with great Humility, offer'd 
to the Conſideration of this Honourable Houſe of Commons, that 
lince the 1ſt of Fanuary 1689, until Fune 15g0, no ſuch Deduction 
was either made;or demanded,from any of the Engliſh, Scoich, os Butch 
Regiments, who came over in 1688 with the late King William, of 
glorious Memory, (then Prince of Orange) and who were upon the ſame 
Eſtabliſhment with them. 

His late Majeſty ſeeming not inclin'd, that thoſe Regiments, who 
by the States General were only lent for the Expedition, and who, 
by their meer Connivance, remain'd in England, ſhould be charg'd 
with any DeduCtion, before they could be put upon any regular E- 
{tabliſhment. For afterwards, when they were ſent into Ireland, 
and, by the States Generals Permiſhon, taken into the Service of Eng- 
land, all fuch uſual Deductions of one Day's Pay and Poundage were 
made from them. 

The 'Truth of this appears by a Certificate of the General and o> 
ther Officers of the Forces employ'd in the {aid Expedition : Which 
{aid Certificate is annex'd to the Petition preſented to her Majeſty 
by John Hallungivs, who 1s ſent over by the ſaid thirteen Regiments, 
and authoriz'd by them and the States General, to ſollicit, and to re- 
cerve the {aid Arrears ; which Petition and Certificate 1s, or will be, 
by het Majeſty's Meſſage, laid before this Honourable Houle. 


Wherefore it u humbly hop'd; that in Fuſtice and Compaſſion to the ſaid 
thirteen ſo long ſuffering Regiments, who have ſerv'd England in, 
and ever fince the laſt Revolution, and behav'd themſelves on all 
Octafions with the utmoſt Zeal and Fidelity, this Honourable Houſe 
will grant them, without any farther Delay or Deduftion,' an + 
qual Payment in Army-Debentures, as other her Majeſty's Forces 
receiv'd long before them ; or that their juſt Demand ſhall be other- 
wiſe ſatisfy'd, as to the great Wiſdom of this Honourable Houſe

0 [ Wenty eight Dutch, and fix Engliſh and Scotch Regiments, came over, as Auxi- 
liaries, with tke late Kirg IW; iliem ; of which Regiments, his ſaid Majeſty, 
conſtituted Zacob Vander Eſch, Eſq; Paymaſter. 

Twelve of thoſe Dutch Regiments were ſent back to Ho!/and in March 168}, being 
firſt cleared without any Deduction. 

And the fix Engliſh and Scotch Regiments were, April 1692, transferr'd from under 
the {aid Vander Eſch's Care, to the Earl of Ranelagh's; Upon account of which Re- 
moval, they have been ſince cleared their whole Pretenfion, by Army Debentures, with- 
out any DeduC&tion, until Apri? 1692. 

In March 1699, One Troop, and One Regiment of Dutch Horie Guards, and Three 
B2ttalions of Dutch Foot Guards, were diſmiſs*d the Eng/ifh Service, and according to 
a Vote of Parliament, pay*d in ready Mony, without any DeduQtion. 

Thus out of the aforeſaid thirty four Regiments, only theſe thirteen Darzch Regi- 
ments (who now apply for Relief) remain unſatisfied, tho' the Officers thereof, at the 
Nivg's Dcfire, and at great Expence, when they could not be ſupply'd out of the Ex- 
chequer, itretch'd their whole Credit, to ſubfilt, and keep their Men together, in the 
Years 1696, and 1697; and many of them by Impriſonment and Execution are ruin. 
ed, and the Others have nothing elſe ro depend upon for their Relief, but this Arrear. 

To remedy which, many Petitions have been preſented from the ſaid Officers to the 
Stites-General, and by DireQion of the {41} States, many repeated preſſing Applicati- 
ons have been made to the Crown of Great Britain, on their behalf. 

But all without Succeſs, ſince it was reported, that the ſaid Facob Vander Eſch 
had receiv'd 529074. 6s. 84.;. more, than the Pay of thoſ: Forces could amount to. 

Whereas, on the other Hand, thoſe ſuffering Regiments thought it an unheard of 
Hardſhip (if any Miſapplication had been) that rhey thould be made an{werable for the 
tENEPE of a Paymaſter, who had been, without their concurring conſent, conſtituted 

y the King. 

They fag in the Year 1705 renewed their Sollicitations by the States-Gene- 
ral, and did authorize the Under-written to go over to England, to repreſent their 
very hard and Jamentable Cafe, and the States-General ſent by him a Letter to Her 
Majeſty on their behalf, together with Dire&ions to their Envoys-Extraordinaries to 
aflitt him. 

Upon thoſe preſſing Inſtances, and -a clear Proof, that the ſaid Vander Eſch, who 
was Paymaſter to the Dutch Forces, and likewiſe fince Aprit 1692, Paymatter to the 
Daniſh and Saxe Gotha Forces, had our of his Receipts pay'd, unto the ſaid Danub 
and Saxe Gotha Forces, above 350c201. it was Order'd by Her Majeſty, that the ſaid 
Vander Eſcl's Accomprs ſhould be laid before the Auditors of the Impreit, to be exa- 
min'd and ſtated by them. 

Which Accowpts being Iiid before the ſaid Anditors, in the Year 1705, by Mr. Ger. 
hard S:hnins, (whom the faid /axder Efch, being advanced by the States-General to 
the place of Secretary of their Admiraltics, had ever fince kept here as his Agent) it

zppeared, after a long and ſtri& Examination of ail Receipts 2nd Payments of the {aid 
Vander Eſch, that the ſaid Vander Eſch was not indevted, but in Surplus 6017. 15 5. 
2 4.;. and that there alſo remain'd due to the ſaid thirteen Daich Regiments from te 
Crown, 112666/. 15. 9d. 

The Under-written having tranſacted this in the Year 1706, was ſent over a2zin j:1 
the Year 1707, with a full Authority from the States, to receive the Mony, and with 
another Letter from them to her Majeſty, wherein they moſt earneſtly pray*d for the 
Payment of thoſe juſt Arrears; whereupon in February 1 7c; the aforeſaid Accompts 
were by Her Majeſty's Meſſage laid before the Honourable Houſe of Commons, and 
being referr'd toa Committee of the whole Houſe, they were Examin'd and Reported, 
and that Honourable Houſe reſolved, on the 27th of March 1708, that the atoreſail 
Arrears were Juſtly due to the ſaid Regiments, excepting 14311/.45.24 i. for one days 
Pay and Poundcage, not deducted from the ſaid thirteen Regiments. 

This Deduction was not made from them for the Year 1689, and part of 
the Year 1690, becauſe all the reſt of theſe Troops were cleared and ſent Home, with- 
out any fuch D-cutdtion. 

The Under-written, in March 17c}, was ſent over again, with another preſſing Let- 
ter from the States- General, in which They 1mplered Her Majeſty for the Relief of 
Their Suffering SubjeQsz and expreſs'd Their aca that, the Payment of this juſt 
Debt would not te delay'd any longer; fince the Accomprs thereof had been ſtated, 
and the Arrears juſtly allowed by the Honourable Houſe of Commons. 

In Contidence whereof, Monfieur de /rybergen, Their Envoy-Extraordinary, pre- 
ſented a Memorial, and the Under-ritten, a moſt humble Petition ro Her Majeſty, 
on the 2th of March 170, praying that theſe Arrears might be ſatisfied in Army-De- 
bentures, as the eaſieſt Fund 1n that juncture. : 

The ſaid Memorial, and Petition, as likewiſe a Certificate of the Officers of the above- 
ſaid thirty four Regiments, were by Her Majeſty's Meſlage laid befere that Honowra- 
ble Houſe, and it was thereby proved, that no Deduction of one Day's Pay and Poun- 
dage was made from them in the Year 1689, and part of 1690, becauſe they then re- 
main'd in Great Britazn as Auxiliaries, and for that reaſon it was, that his late Ma- 
jeſty would not ſuffer any DeduQion to be made from them. 

But the Conſideration of the ſaid Memorial, Petition and Certificate, was put off from 
time to time, to the end of that Seflion. 

However, Her Majeſty was moſt graciouſly pleaſed to write on the 29th of May, 1709, 
to the States-General, acknowledging the faithful Services of theſe Regiments, as well 
as the juſt Arrears due to them. 

The States-General, upon theſe Aſſurances of Her Majeſty, engaged to ſee all Her 
Majeſty's Subjetts (who had any lawful Pretenfions to the Arrears of theſe 13 Regi- 
ments) fully paid ;and did, by their ſaid Envoy-Extraordinary, publiſh ſeveral Advertiſc- 
ments inthe Gazette, and other Publick Prints, that all ſuch Perſons ſhould bring in their 
Claims, to be Examined, Stated, 3nd Allowed, by the Officers concern'd, their Heirs, 
or Succeſſors, now in the Low«Conntries; but few did think fit to appear z And 
therefore it is hoped, that no farther Diſturbance ſhall be given by Private Perſons, 
who (tho? the States-General have, in their Letters to Her Majeſty, given ſufficient 
Caution againſt them) have endeavour'd to obſtruft the Payment of theſe Arrears. 

Upon this View, the Under-written, before the Jaſt Seflion of the laſt Parliament) 
was, as formerly, ſent over with Letters of Recommendation from the States-General 
to Her Majeſty ; which States-General moſt earneſtly prefled, that theſe thirteen 
Regiments, after twelve Years Delay, and a vaſt Expence in their Sollicitation, 
might at laſt be relieved, and paid for their ſo Ggnal and faithful Services, and 
thereby be ſaved from th-1r rhreatned and total Run. 

However that Application was likewiſe without Succeſs. 

But Her Majeſty was moſt praciouſly pleaſed, in a Letter to the ſaid States-General, 
on the 13th of December, 170g, notonly to acknowledge the ſaid Arrears, a lawful 
and juſt Debt, but gave alſo Her Royal Word and Promiſe, That She would re- 
commend the ſame to this preſent Parliament, in the n:oit prefling Manner, wh 
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And fince theſe Arrears are of different Natures, the firſt from the time of the Re- 
volution, until the laſt of March 1692, for the Reduction of Ireland; and theother 
for their Service in England and Flangers, from the 1ſt of April 1692, until the end 
of the late War ; the Under-written takes the Liberty, to ſet down, in the follow- 
ing Abſtrat, what, in both Reſpeds, is due to every Regiment, according to th- 
ſtated Accompts of Her Majeſty's Auditors of the Impreſt.

The Premiſcs being moſt humbly laid before the Honourable Houſe of Com- 
mans, 1t 1s hoped, that the long and faithful Services of theſe thirteen Re- 
giments, and their juſt Claims, the 13 Years Delay they have met with, 
and their Suffterings, by reaſon of thoſe Delays, together with the Inter- 
polition of the States-General, (the ſtrieſt Allies of the Crown of Great 
Britain) and laſtly, Her Majeity's moſt Gracious Intention and Promiſe, 
will be effeQually conſidered, and that theſe Regiments will be relieved, ac- 


cording to theJuſtice and Honour of the Britiſh Legitlature for the Proſpzri-

late War upox the Engliſh Fftabliſhment. 


Ti after the Revolution (his late Majeſty King William of glorious Memory, in- 


ſtituted out of thoſe Forces r114c came over with him) nine Regiments of Horſe, 
one of Dragoons, aud three of Foot in the Enghſb Service, and put them upon 
the full Eng/iſe Eſtabliſhment, they taking the Oath of Fiddiry to the ſaid late King, and 
not acting as Auxilaries, as 17:7 m7ius newly pretends. 

'Fhat during their Services from 429 1688, till the Year 1697 (when ſome of theſe 
Regiments were broke, and others diſmils'] the Enghiſb Service by AQ of Parliament) they 
were defrauded of great part of their Cubfiftance and Cloathing, and unreaſonable De- 
duQions were made by their ſupcrior Qthcers and Agents; many were forc'd to ſign Re- 
ceipts for Money, as it they were iully paid and fairly dealt by ; others, who refus'd ro 
oive ſuch Receipts, were impriſon'd and ſent beyond the Sea z and when due Applications 
were made to their Superiors, were anſwer'd, That they ought 3o Addreſs themſelves to the 
Parliament in England, where they ſerv'd for the ſame. 

pon which, about February Anno 1694, a great Number of Steenbok's Regiment of 
Horſe, made their Applications to the Honourable Houſe of Commons ; who, in Com- 
paſſion to their Sufferings, order'd a Committee to engaire into theſe Abuſcs. 

That the Committee made {cveral Orders for Mr. Fander Eſch to attend, who abſconding, 
was at laſt with great Difhculty ferv'd with them z and Fander Efch appearing, acknow- 
ledg'd, That he had between 8 and 9000. in his Hands: The Committee did immediate- 
ly order Mr. Vazder Eſch to ſublilt thoſe then complaining, and he accordingly paid each 
6 d. per Diem, and they were paid 1n parr, and that upon Account of their Cloathing. 

That ſeveral did Sue their Officers at the Ang's Bench and other Courts of Juſtice, and re- 
cover'd their full pay againſt them. ; 

That the Petitioners, and a great number of all Ranks and Nations, continu'd at vaſt 
Re their Applications to the Honourable Houſe of Commons from time to time 
for Relief. 

When this was tranſa&ting, and Mr, Facob Vander Eſch and his Adherents perceiving 
they ſhould be call'd to a regular Accompr, to avoid the fame, made their Refuge beyond 
Seas, and leaving all Matters in Confuſion. 

That in the Year 1700, the Parliament being convinc'd by the many Complaints of the | | 
Hardſhips of thoſe Regiments, and that the ſame was chiefly occaſion'd by the Behaviofir | 
of Mr. Vander Eſch and his Adherents, did not only in an Addrefs to Her Majeſty, com- | 
plain of the Proceedings of Mr. Fander Eſch, and his not paſſing any account at all, and | 
his Diſobedience 1n nor appearing, but alſo did by a Clauſe in an AR for appointing Com- 
miſlioners of the publick Accomprs in the Year 17c2, Enat, That no Money ſhould be 
iſlued or paid to any of theſe thirteen Dutch Regiments, unrly free? Vander Eſch ſhould 
duly appear, and paſs his Accompts in ſuch a manner as the faid Commiſſioners ſhould

The paſiing ofthis Clauſe (your Petitioners humbly conceive) by the great Wiſdom anc 
Faſtice of the Parliamgnt, was to ſtop the Torrent -of thoſe Frauds and Abufes, and atter 
a regular Accompting, to grant thofe injur'd, Compenfarion at this general Clearing; 

Yet Mr. Vander Eſeb would not come to any fair Accompt, whereby the Frauds above- 
mention'd might have been deteQted, and Satisfation made to the Parties injur'd 53 but by

That the Allegations, in the ſaid Papers, in Reſpe& to his being Anthorized, in the 
Year 1705, by the Officers, and thoſe 13 Regiments, {your Petitioners.humbly conceive) 
are groundleſs, ſince at that Time all the Colonels, except my Lord Roucford, and Ge- 
neral YVittinghoff were Dead ; the greateſt part of the Captains, and other Officers with the 

rivate Men concern'd in this Arrear dead and diſperſed, and moſt of thoſe alive, and real- 
by intereſted, are Ignorant of the ſaid Hallungius's pretended Authority, and no ways com- 
plying therewith.

That the ſaid Hallungins, to clear his Authority of receiving the whole Moneys, Claims: 
if now as a Right, by the Authority of the States General, and interming the faid Regi--- 
ments as Auxiliaries, alttho'it can no ways appear that they were ſo, by any Treaties, or 
Stipulation, but on the contrary, were under the Engliſh Eſtabliſhment, took the 
Oaths of gram to rhe Government as Subjects, paſſed Maſters, paid Poundage, one Days

ſome received the ſame z the Regiment of Dragoons, with the Brandenburg Regiment 
of. Foot are enitrely cut out by his Scheme, beſides the 14311 1. 46.24%, undeduQted Pound- 
age, and Days Pay, for the Year 1689, and part of 1690, heſays, muſt be deduRed ſrom the 
Arrears due to'the. Widows and Children, and alſo of the Officers, whoſe Husbands and 
Fathers were ſince that time Killed, the Remainder for the Intereſt of the borrow- 
ed Money, and Soliciting the ſame, deprives every one alſo out of this part, and 


bring- 
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bringing the whole Arrezr under the Head of Subſiſtanice, is oppoſite to the Rules obſerved, 


that the dead Arrear contained in the pff-Reckonings, as the Cloathing Money, ſhould be 
paid, and all other Charges be deduQted; and only an Arrear of ſubſiſtance remaining.

That Mr, Hallungius, Agent for that Time to the Regiment of Dragoons, in the 
Caſe. delivered laſt Seilions, puts that Regiment upon the Dutch Pay, and in the Caſe de- 
livered this Seſſion, upon the full Engliſh Pay, The State of that Regiment ſtands thus, © /

4. and from the firſt of Fanuary 168,, to the 11th of Offober 1698, the full Pay 307833 1. * 
is. 8d, | Kubo it appears, that that Regiment has been upon the full Engliſh ray. 
about 9 Months longer than the reſt have continued, and have receiv'd after the Cloſe of 
the Year 1697, 258701. 115. 8d, yet from the firſt of April 1692, till the end of the 
Engliſh Sexvice, they were paid no more but the Dutch Pay, whereby there has been em- 
bezzl'd or miſapply'd, including their Iriſh Artears of Subliſtance, only for the nine Years 
of that Regiment, (the Staff and Captains excluded) the Sum of 607791. 11's. 74. 7; 
the moſt part Subſiſtancez all the regular DeduRions out of the full Pay, as to the Sub- 
ſiſtanc ereceived, and the Charges pertaining thereunto, for Quarters, Bread, Forrage, Oc. 
dedudted, and in the off Reckonings, the Value of Cloathing, and all the Charges there- 
unto, with the. Poundage, and one Day's'Pay, as alſo Agency, Exchange Money, and e- 
vet Tranſport Money for Ireland and #Hlanders, and all other Regimental Charges fully 
Dzdudted, the UndeduRted Poundage and Days Pay for the Year 1689, and 1690 included, 
which great Sum in their Hands, would have enabled the Superior Officers to keep their _

That the Officers of ' the Regiments of Horſe of Steenbock, and Rechteron, were not 
Neceſlitated to borrow Mbneys to keep their Men from Starving, ſince they continued in 
England, and were fully Cleared (when broke at Hull) of their Subfiſtance, and Mr. Yan- 
der Eſeb, by his own Confeſſion after that Time had between 8 or g Thouſand Pounds iri 
his own Hands for that purpoſe, and in the like Nature and Proportion have the other Re- 
giments been Treated ; thoſe Captains not being ſatisfy'd, tho' they receiv'd more Pay than 
the Fngliſb Captains, beſides other great Advantages. | 

That the main Streſs of this Afﬀair is grounded on the part of Accompting out of the- 
full Pay, to explain the Branchers in part of Subſiſtance, and in the oft-Reckonings the 
Cloathing and Deductions pertaining thereunto. | 

But Mr. Vander Eſch and Hallungius, Agents to thoſe Regiments, do decline the ſame, 
pretending that Mr. Vander Eſch's general Receipts are ſufficient, without being explain'd ; 
and to excuſe Mr. Vander Eſch from ſuch Explanation as 1s neceſſary, he ſays that his 
perſonal Appearance was a Difficulty not to be had ; as allo, that it was impoſlible to get 
from thoſe abſent and diſpers'd Regiments all neceſſary Papers; yet at the ſame time he 
ſays, that all muſt appear by orderly Accompting, and that the Books ſhould be pro- 
duc'd in a limited Time here in England, = Conditionally, firſt to have his Allegati- 
ons taken for Granted by the Honourable Houſe, and poſſeſſion of the Moneys) and then 
Accompt and make Diſtributions as he ſhall think fir. 

That the Petitioners humbly offers to this Honourable Houſe, to counter-ballance the 
Accompts relating to the ſaid Regiments before ſuch Commiſlioners, and in ſuch manner 
as to this Honourable Houſe ſhall ſeem meet ; not doubting but they ſhall diſapprove the 
Allegations of the ſaid Halrmgins, and fave a great part of the Money (of thoſe which are 
Dead, and no repreſentatives ro claim their Share, which otherwiſe would faH into pri- 
vate Hands) to the Nation.

tisfaCtion, concerning the ſame. Bur ſeveral ObjeCtions having been made in

That the Eſtimate, delivered to the Houſe of Commons, containing the ſeveral Heads (1) 
of rhe Charges of that Expedition, clearly proves, the Mony given, on that Head, did but 
make up their Pay from the 18th of Seprember ( being the Day when they marched for 
their Embarkation) to the 31ſt of December, 1688 ; ſv that the ſubſequent Pay could 
not be made good our of that Mony. 

The lare King William, upon his coming to London in December, 1688, thought /2z,) 
it neceſſir;, to make uſe of theſe Forces (among{t others) for the Security of the King- 
dom, and ordered that they thould, from the firlt of Famary, be removed from pri- 
vate Houſes, where till hitherto they had been lodged, when they had but ſmall 
Butch Pay, and ſhould be _—_— Quarrtered in ublick Houſes, and pay there accord- 
ing to the Regulations, and dir them (by his Sign Manual) from that time to 
have Engliſh Pay, and that Monies ſhould be iffued according]}y; as clearly appears by 
the Orders and Papers remaining with the Auditors of the Impreſt. 

Pilar 143t11. 14s. 2:d. for one Day's. Pay and Poindage, remains yet undedued cut ObjeR. II. 
of their Pay. 

The rovkve Regiments, part of thirty four eg in that Expedition, who were Anſwer (1.) 
ſent back in March 1683, were paid from the firſt of Famuary before, without any 
deduction; And in regard the time was uncertain, when the other remaining Regi- 
ments might be recalled, they could not be put upon a regular Eſtablithmenr, the 
Paymaſter (by his Majeſty's Sign Manual) was to let them have their Pay compleat 
Monthly, withour any deduCtion; and accordingly ſeveral Warrants by the late King 
were ſent to the Auditors of the Impreſt, to allow the ſame. Thus theſe Forces re- 
mained in England, by Connivance of the States-General, until F#ne 16go, and received 
their Monthly Pay, as aforeſaid ; but then the King having provided other Gorman 
Forces in the Room of them, the States conſented, that their own Troops here remain- 
ing ſhould be employed in the ReduCtion of Ireland, and from thar time they were pur 
upon a Regular Eſtabliſhment. 

And although, upon ſtating the I Arrears in 1693, the DeduCtions of one Day's (2:.) 
Pay and Poundage was charged upon them, from their arrival in Irelaxd, yer that was 
apprehended, to have been a great Hardſhip, they having no precedent Notice thereof ; 
and the Colonels and Captains having paid the Widows, or Relations, of the Inferior 
Officers and Soldiers, who loſt their Lives in Þeland, and at the Battle of Sreenkterkt in 
1692, the full Pay without deduCtions; Of all which the King was ſo ſenſible, that he 
was pleaſed, ro promiſe and declare, that at a general Clearing, he would make a Com- 
penſation for the ſame; as appears by Affidavits of ſeveral General and other Officers for 
that purpoſe, among{t other Papers defore the Houſe of Commons. 

The reſpe&ive Acts againſt Mutiny and Deſertion, leave the Deductions of Poundage (3.) 
to be diſpoſed of, as the Crown thought fit 3 ſo that his Majeſty having ordered thele 
Regiments to be paid without any DeduCtions, is a diſpoſing (as is conceived) of the 
one Day's Pay and Poundage in their fayour. | 

None of them, in the Year 1689, and that part of 1690, have been admitted into Chel= (4) 
ſea College, for which theſe DeduCtions were deſigned ; nor have they had the benefir 
of a free Pay Office ; becauſe their Paymaſters Sallary, has all along been raiſed, out of 
the Pay of the Officers and Soldiers of theſe Regiments. 

Becauſe the Durch Guards, when ſent back in 1699, were clearcd and paid in ready (F.) 
Mony without any Dedu&tion ; which being then thought reaſonable, ir is hoped 
theſe Regiments ſhall nor (in his rcſpe&t) be in a worſe condition than the'r Brethren. 

It would be the greateſt Hardihip, to the Officers and Soldiers, and Widows and ' [6,) 
Children of thoſe, that have loſt their Lives in the Engliſh Service, in caſe the Dedu- 
&ions, for the undeduted one Day's Pay and Poundage in 1689 and 1690, ſhould now 
be made from the Arrcars in Flanders of 1695 and 1697; for at that rate, out of rhe 

ſmall Dutch Pay, which they then received, they muſt in cffe&t refund, whar their Pre- 
deceſlors received in 1689, when upon Engl;/b Pay. And 
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And the Hardſhip on the preſent Officers is ſtill greater, when ir is conſidered, thar 
810007. of this Debt, was for Subſiſtence in the Years 1696 and 1697, for which the 
Officers pay a great Intereſt, and raiſed the ſame vpon their perſonal Credit; and which 
Intereit, only trom December 1697 to December 171 (when Clearings were made in 
Debentures, carrying Intereſt) amounts to above 16090 /. and far exceeds the undedufted 
Day's Pay and Poundage demanded. 

That moſt of the Perſons, to whom theſe Arrears were due, are ſince Dead, and that thoſe 
Arrears will uever be claim d, or paid by the Officers, if they ſhould receive the ſame. 

Theſe Arrears (as at large appears by the printed Cale) arc of different Natures 
part thereof was due before the laſt of March 1692, tor the Reduction of heland, and 
in theſe the Officers and Soldiers had their Shares, but the private Men have ſince, at 
their Requelts, received from their Officers, ſome part, and others the whole of thoſe 
Arrears; and the dead Perſons Relations will claim, what remains unpaid. And as for 
thoſe, who have ſerved in theſe Regiments, and are ſince become Her Majeſty s Sut- 
Je&s, the States-General have taken care therein, and publick Notice hath been 
given in the London Gazettes, and other publick Papers accordingly. But the Arrears due 
ſince the Virlt of April, 1692, until the end of that War, for the Forces ſerving in 
Flanders, are due to the Officers, who took up the Monies at Intereſt, for the Subſi- 
ilence of their Regiments and Companies in 1696 and 1697, when they could rot 
be ſupplied from England; and this at the King's Deſire, and by meer Necelity, be- 
caule not being in an Enemy's Country, to live at Diſcretion, but in Flanders, where 
every thing muſt be paid for, they mult be weekly ſubſiſted z and conſequently the 
Officers arc Intituled to what they advanced for ſuch Subſiſtence. 

lr is Objected, That n9 Intereſt can be granted fir theſe Arrears, ſince December 1701, 
the Houſe of Commons not voting the Demand juſt, until the 275th of viarch, 1798. 

To which it is Anſwered: 'That all the Foreign Auxiliaries, who ſcrved the Crown in 
that War, were fully paid, and cleared in ready Mony, at their Diſmiffion in 1697. 

That the Army Debentures, iſſued in 1701- and 1702, for Arrears of the Engliſh 
Forces, carried Intereſt at x /. per Cenr. 

Thar the Debentures granted ſince, for the Arrears of ſeveral other Regiments, car- 
ried the like Intereſt. 

And that the greate(t part of theſe Arrears, are on the account of Subſiſtence, which 
was taken up at Intereſt by the Officers, who ſtill pay the ſame. 

And lait of all, it is ObjeCted : That the States-General are Indebted to the Cueen, ſor 
Subſiſtence of their Forces at Gibraltar, and other Expences in the preſent War, and that 
therefore this ought to be dedufted out of theſe Arrears. 

To which is Anſwer'd : That there are ſeveral Demands of the States-Genzral for 
ſubſiſting and ſupplying the Engiib Forces, far exceeding the Sum furniſh'd to the 
States Forces at Gibraltar, and other Expences; which notwithſtanding ſeveral Me- 
morials formerly preſented Dy the States Envoy-Extraordirary to Balance the {ame, arc 
not adjuſted yer. And beſides, the Objeftion is of a Debr between Her Majeſty and 
the States, in the preſent War, unadjuſted, wherein there are many Reciprocal De- 
mandsz but the Debt due to the thirteen Drurch Regiments, is a Debt of the late War, 
and the Monies belonging to particular Perſons, long ſince ſtated and adjuſted; and ir 
is preſumed in Reaſon, this o_ not to depend upon, or ſtay for, the d-rermining and 
ſettling the Demands between her Majeſty and the States-General in the preſent War. 

It is therefore bumbly ops, That (the Premiſſes coufidered) the great Haroſlins the 
Officers have been under, for Fourteen Tears laſt,the Fuſtice and Equity of rherr Cauſe, 
and tbe faithful Services, the ſaid Regiments rendered the Crown in the former War, 
will be prevalent Arguments for therr Relief, in the Matters aforeſaid , they very 
much relying on the great Fuſtice and Goodneſs of Her Majeſty, and the Honourable 
Horſe of Commons, 
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The Three French Regiments, late under the Command 
of Meer Guordl Toniidets, __—_ Belcaſtel, and 
the Right Honourable the Lord Lifford, formerly Brigadity 
Ducambon, Petitioners to the Honourable Houſe of 
Commonr, Flumbly offered to the Conſideration of this 
Honourable Houſe.

Chertersr's Company, being his chief Accuſer, the Articles with which he 

charges him are theſe : 1. Falſe Muſters, in not having his Company com> 
eat. 2, Protefting Men againſt their Creditors. 3. Extorting Money 

rom the Soldiers of his Company, for granting them their Diſcharge. 

In order 7 theſe Articles of 'Accuſation againſt Mr. Charteris, Hur- 
ty gives himſelf as an Inſtahice. He ſays, he was liſted in the Company 
as a not! tb do-Duty, but tobe proteRed againſt his Creditors ; 
and-/that'Colonel Charters extorted from'/him a Note ot 50 /. for his Releaſe 
out of the Fleet. As to which it is to be obſcrved, That Hurley was liſted 
ir! the'Company in the Time that Sir Robert Rich was Captain of it, and 
he -was delivered. over by.1Sir> Robert to Colonel Charteris, who never diſ- 
charged him out of the Company. And as to the Note of 50 /. which he 
pretends'to have' given Colonel eris, to procure him his Releaſe out of 
the Flzet Priſon, it appears by Afﬀidavits made by Thomas Morphy, Marſhal 
of the  Sevey, 'and Thomas Cook, Serjeant in Lieutenant- Colonel Charteris's 
Company, who tranſaQted-that Matter with Hurley, that the Colonel was 
.#t that Time in Scotlezd, that he knew-nothing of the Note, that he had 

iven no Orders about it, direaly nor indirealy, that that Note, and the 

ortgages given, were partly for Money which Hurley owed to Mr. Morphy, 
and ' partly for the liſting-ſome Men'in the Room of Hurley, who was to 
hzve' been diſcharged upon his finding others to ſerve in his Place. That 
the Aſſignment on the Mortgage was given for Money lent to Hurley by 
Motyhy, appears 'by Hurley's own Letter, printed with the Afadavits ; the 
Originals of which are lodged in the Hands of one of the Members of the 
Hoafe, ready eo be produced at the Hearing of the Report : And how im- 
probable is *t; that Colonel Charteris ſhould have taken a Note from Fur- 
ky for his Diſcharge, when, long before this Complaint, he put in an Ad- 
vertiſement, in'the Gazette for apprehending him as a Deſerter. 

' The Committee not giving any. great Credit to what Hurley himl(clf ſaid, 
being informed that he was a Man of a very ill CharaRer, they ordered 
him to produce Witneſſes to confirm the Fats he had laid before them :. 
And the only Witneſſes whom he produces, to prove that Colonel Charters 

ave Prote&ion to Perſons againſt their Creditors, are theſe Three, viz. 

Mew, Milſen and Wilſon, whom the Colonel had diſcharged out of his 


Com. 
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Company upon this very Account, that they might not be ſheltered trom 
Juſtice. before this Complaint was brought againſt him, and who were, 
upon his diſcharging them, arreſted by their Creditors, and are all at pre- 
ſent in Gaol, and Two of them were actually in Priſon at the Time of 
their Examination ; ſo that they bear a Grudge and Malice againſt the 
Colonel, becauſe he refuſed to prote& thenrFagainſt their Creditors, But 
although, what they ſaid were true, yet it amounts to no more, but that 
the, Colonel got ſome Money for their Diſcharge, in order to liſt others in 
their Stead, they being either old, or under Size, aid order'd to be changd 
by the General. 

The Teſtimony of II7fo's Wife is entirely taken off by Three credible 
Witneſſes, who were preſent when ſhe threaten'd Colonel Charteris, that 
ſhe would do her utmoſt to have him broke, unleſs he protected her Hus- 
band againſt his Creditors, or gave her gol. _ at the ſame Time, 
that if the Colonel would comply! with her Requeſt, ſhe would declare to 
the Commirtce in his Favour whatever he ſhould pldaſe to direct her. | 

As to the Evidence given by Hare, Nephew to Huzle», it is wholly 
deſtroy'd by the Teſtimony alſo of Three credible Witnefles, who-beard 
him offer himſelf to be an Evidence for the Colonel againſt his Uncle, 
which Declaration he likewiſe made'in the Preſence of Two Honourallle 
Members cf the Houſe ; ſo that all his Story appears plainly to be'a [Trick 
and Contrivance between him and his Uncle. againſt the Colonel. -» 7:7

As to what Serjeant Pitman ſays, That he paid only-38 Men-'in;the 
Company for ſome Weeks after the Colonel had it; the Colonel admits that 
it may be true, becauſe Pitman paid the Company only Three Weeks; after 
the Colonel entered to it, and there were only 51 .Men:deliver'd-over.to 
the Colonel by Sir Robert Rich, and Ten Days after there were! 13+ Men 
drawn thereout, as out ot other Companies; ſo- that there ——_ only 
38 Men in the Company to be paid, till it was recruited, which was-done 
as ſon as poſhble. 7.5" HO: 
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That this Proſecution of Colonel Charteris by Hurley is grounded on the 
Malice and Hatred which he bears to the Colonel, appears from the Evi- 
dence of Tho. Huckenhall ; who declares, That Hurley, or one very like 
him, came and offer'd him 507. to be an Evidence againſt Colonel Char- 
teris, and to ſay that he had given the Colonel Four or Five Guineas for a 
Prote&tion, Serjeant Cook likewiſe declares in his Examination, That Hur- 
ley offer'd to procure him a Lieutenant's Commiſſion, if he would give 
him any Aſſiſtance in getting Colonel Charterss broke, 

Hurley pretended to give in to the Committee a Liſt of 22 Faggots in 
Colonel Charteris's Company, but has never been able to produce any. 
The Colonel can make it appear by Major General Tattoz, who will ſatisfy 
this Honourable Houſe in the Matter, that fince he enter'd to the Com- 
pany, he has liſted Forty as proper ſizeable Men as are in the Guards, 
each of them Five Foot Eight Inches high, and that the ſaid Forty Re- 
cruits have ſtood the Colonel 1001. Sterling, as he can inſtruct by the 
Goldſmith who paid the Money : That he has not one Faggot, but all Ef- 
fetive Men in his Company, ready to go upon Service in an Hour's VWarn- 
ing. He does not deny but ſome of them, being Tradeſmen, have been 
allowed, by the Indulgence of the Serjeants, to follow their Trades, and 
ſometimes excuſed from Duty, as is the uſual PraQtice in all Garriſon Towns z 
but there is not any one of them a Faggot, or liſted for Prote&ion, but 
all Real Effetive Men, and ready to go upon Service whenever comman- 
ded. And as a Proof of this, the Colonel is willing that his Company 
be reviewed by any Perſon whatſoever, and offers to produce the ſame in- 
dividual Men that appeared at the laſt Muſters, both before and after this 
Complaint. 

Major-General Tatton has been pleaſed to declare before the Committee, 
That Colonel Charteris has ſpared no Care nor Expence to have a good 
Compeny, and that his Company aQually is ſo. And he knows likewiſe 
very/ well, that never any Complaint has been preferr'd to him againſt the 
Colonel - by any of his Men for want of their Pay, or for any other 
Hardſhips uſed towards them. 

And it is very remarkable for Colonel Charteris's Vindication, that all 
this Time that this Matter has been depending before the Houſe of Commons, 
there have” been no Complaints given in againſt him by any Creditors, 
for proteting-any of their Debtors in his Company, nor have any of his 
Men.complained of want of their due Pay. And all the Accuſations that 
have- been given in againſt him, are = by Perſons who bear him 111- 
Will and Hatred, meerly becauſe he refuſed to prote&t them againſt their 
Juſt Creditors. So that Colonel Charteris humbly hopes, that the Lies and 
Calymnies which Hurley has maliciouſly ſuggeſted againſt him, will be of 
no Prejudice to him z but that this Honourable Houſe will prote& him a- 
gainſt the malicious Proſecution of a Common Soldier, who had the Im- 
pudence lately to inſult and challenge his Officer at the Head of his Com- 
pany.

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_, Every Word and Sunt berween the above Two Lines was writ by George 
Kemble ( about the Time the Commitree firſt ſate ) which is a plain Demonſtra- 
tion, ( whatever he has ſaid ſince to the contrary ) that he knew 7#711;ams did, 
for ſome time, pay-the Company, and was confin'd to the Savoy by the Colonel, 
on purpoſe to extort Three Men and 14 /. from him. 

And tho' Colonel Charteris had always refuſed to pay Williams his Arrears 
( due to him for about 12 Months before 5: yet hearing that Williams was to be 
examin'd before the Committee, he ſent for him the very Day before He was ſo 
examin'd, paid him the above Balance ; and moreover, promiſed to make him 
Satisfation for the Three Men he had given him, as aforcſaid, provided he 
would ſpeak in the Colonels Favour, when he ſhould be examin'd by the ſaid 
Committee. 

If Williams did not pay the Company from the 244d of Febraary, 1709, to the 
'toth of March following, the Colonel is deſired to make it appear, that any 
body elſe did. --- And further, to ſhew how zealous Kemble was to proſecute 
Charteris at the firſt Sitting of the Committee : He then drew up divers Interro- 
gatories againſt the Colonel, which Hurly has now likewiſe ready to produce.--- 
He ſubmits it therefore to better Judgment to determine, what Credit ought to 
be given to Kemble's ſubſequent Evidence, fince he can wrice one thing and ſay 
another, dire&ly thwarting his own Hand-Writing. 

Now ſure Kemble muſt be in the utmoſt Confuſhon, when the Originals of 
the aboveſaid Papers, are prodficed againſt his own Verbal Teſtimony ſince. 
Does not this plainly prove, that Williams did for ſome tim pay che Company, 
and that Kembk knew it ? That the Colonel allowed but 3$ Men to be paid be- 
fore the Draught, as well as after? And that he committed 1#//iams twice to 
the Savoy, becauſe he would not give him the 14 /. above-mention'd ? 

The Colonel's Excuſe about Serjeant Pitmar's having paid but 238 Men, is ful- 
ly refuted in Hurly's Anſwer to the Memorial ; to which the Reader is referr'd. 

or it was fully prov'd , That the Colonel, after the Company was pretended- 
ly compleated, and the Draught ſaid tro be made good by him, that he never 
allowed more than 48 Men to be paid. 

Hare's Evidence ( which the Colonel calls a Contrivance ) appears to be ful- 
ly confirmed from the Afidavit ſworn in Chancery by Corporal Dunn ; and Fobr 
Teb#s Afﬀidavit alſo ( both which are printed ) makes it plain, that the Col. 
made a Trade of prote&ing Men for Bribes. 

The Colonel ſays he knew nothing of Fohn Man's 407. Levy-Money ; but 
do's not, nor can deny the 3 Guineas Bribe, demanded of Man, for his Liberty 
out of the Savoy. 

In his Memorial he ſays one Hocknell declar'd, that Hwy had offer'd him a 
Bribe to be an Evidence againſt the Colonel ; bur in his Repreſentation he ſays, 
that Hocknell declar'd 'twas a Perſon like Hurly that offer' the Bribe. Had the 
Colonel, or his concurring Afr. Kemble, given Hocknell his Leſſon better ac firſt, 
this Story wou'd not be ſo contradictory. 

Hurly is willing to allow ( as the Colonel doth alledge ) that Serjeant Cook 
Lifted 4o Men in the Colonel's time, and fairly ( as he calls it) paid chem the 
Bountry-Money ; but he is defir'd, it he can, to name 19 cf the 40, who have 


. not 
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not more fairly paid it back again ; or prove, that before the Commictee 

fate, he ever had or paid 40 EffeRives in any one Week. Let the Colo- £1 
nel, if he dare, produce the Leaves cut, by Cook, out of the Pay-Book, 

and deliver'd to him ;. it he doth, it will appear very plain, « Cook's own 
Writing will deſtroy his Verbal Teſtimony, as Kemble's hath done his; and they 
are the only two Witneſſes the Colonel bas produced in his Defence, of the 
Accuſations againſt him. 

He inſtances M. G. Tation and Capt. Symens only, as to the pretended Chal- 
lenge he ſo generouſly complain'd of ; and in his Memorial ſays, that they will 
prove the Colonel had then a compleat Company; but in his Repreſentation ſays, 
they will prove he had it, at the time he was accuſed. Had they prov'd that, 
when they were examin'd before the Committee, it had been more to purpoſe, 
than to ſay, they will do it now, that the Committee is up. 

If by having a compleat Company the Colonel means, that he always 
Muſter'd 70 Men, it will be allow'd, without giving M. G. Tatren, or Captain 
Symons, any trouble: But if chey or any other can prove, that before the Ac- 
cufartion, he ever had, or paid, 40 Effeftive Men at once, Hurly will give up 
the Cauſe. 

In Anſwer to his inſiſting on Hurly's being ſtill a Soldier, let M. G. Tattor: 
produce the Books of Fuly laſt ; and if it do's not appear, that on the 7th Da 
of that Month, he gave Hwrly's pretended Creditors a Note under his Hand, 
diſcharging him our of the Regiment, and raz'd his Name out of his Regimen- 
tal Book, Hurly will own himlelf a Soldier ſtill.; and not being ſince Liſted de 
»0v0, it was falſe Muſter in the Colonel to put him on the Rolls, which he did, 
even when he was a Priſoner in the Fleet, and to receive Pay for him from the 
Queen, as he doth to this very day. If it be not a falſe Muſter, the Colonel is 
deſired to inform Us, what Name it muſt then go by, or under what Colour or 
Prerence the Colonel now receives Four Shillings per Week from the Queen for 
the ſaid Hurly : And tho' it ſhould not be a falſe Muſter, according to the Co- 
lonel's conftruction, Hurly is credibly inform's it is ſo, according to the Intent 
of the Law. 

The Afﬀidavirt made by the Col. on the 22d _ of September laſt, before the 
Lord Chief Juſtice Parker, is ready ro be produced : By which it will appear, 
the Col. ſwore poſitively, That Hurly was an EffeRive Soldier, and as ſuch, did 
Duty in his Company ; which can be proved to be the Heighr of Perjury. 

Charters charges Hwrly with having inſerted Things in his Anſwer, without Re- 

ard to Truth, o& what was preved before the Committee ; and averrs, that he himſelf 

as ftated the Caſe fairly as it ſtands in the Report, The Honourable Committee 
have ſeen and heard what he and Hurly have writ and faid concerning all this 
Marrer : And to them Hwrly humbly ſubmits, as the beſt Judges to determine, 
which of the Two, has ſtated the Caſe with moſt Truth and Candor. 

As Improbable as Charters would make it, that he ſhould offer, or Hurly re- 
fuſe 1000 ]. for his deſiſting from the intended Proſecution ; the latter can prove 
that Charreris ſent him that Propoſal before the Commirtee fare, and irs being 
prov'd before them by the Teftimony of Mr. Theedam, an Attorney at Law, 
that the Col. renewed the Propoſal to Hurly at the Honourable Mr. Speaker's 
Chamber-Door, the very firſt Night the Committee met, puts it beyond all Con- 
tradition. 

The Col. thinks his Reply to the Article about his Signing a falſe Muſter- 
Roll in Col. C::hcart's Company to be very ſmart and witty, as if that 
was the cnlv Inſtance of that kind againſt him. If diſappointing the FI 
Government on any {udCen Enterprize of 49 Men out of 7o in his own 
Company ; If paying bur 38 Men , when the Queen Allowed him Pay for 70. 
If Muſtering Lorgdon the Apothecary(as in the Queen's Privy-Garden) the ſame 
Dy that he was fitting behind hisCounter in Worceſter ; Watſon the Butcher when 
in his Stall in Buckinghamſhire ; Web the Farrier when Drenching his Horſes in 
Surrey, &c. (and thar for 3 or 4 Muſters conſecutively , though they never re- 
ceived Pay, or did Duty, except it was for one Hour at the firſt Liſting, for che 
Serjeant to {wear by) be not falſe Muſters, according to the ſtrict Letter of che 
AR, 1#:ry preſumes it will be conftrued fo, according "ro the true Deſign and 
Meaning of che I cgiſlators that made it. Bur, Norte, the Col. inſiſts upon it, 
That no Offer can be convicted of falſe Muſters but by a Court-Marrial. 
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Now, dato ſed non conceſſo, That every thing the Col. alledges againſt Hurlz 
were true, nay, that he was a worſe Man, than the utmoſt of Charteris's Malice 
can repreſent him, does that weaken the Teſtimony of ſo many other Men 

roduced againſt Charters ? Does it clear him from the Crimes of which he 
Fands accuſed ? Does it prove that he has not hired and ſuborned Witneſſes on 
this Occafion ? That he has not received 20 different Bribes for ProteRion ? 
That he has not ſold and impriſoned ſeveral to get Money out of them ? Or 
if Hurly was not in the Land of the Living, can the Col. with his green Purſe, 
and his concurring Witneſſes, Cooke and Kemble pretend to prove that he ever 
w__ paid (before the Committee met,) 40 Effedtives at once in his Compa- 
n . 
"The Col. puts his Invention on the Rack, to repreſent Hurly as contemptible 
and little in every n—_ as his Spleen can ſuggeſt ; and therefore in both 
his Libels, ſays, That Hurly confiding mm the Protettion of the Houſe,did inſult and chal- 
lenge him. To which Hurly anſwers , That he has too great a Reſpedt for that 
Auguſt Aſſembly, to trouble them with ſo inſignificant and frivolous a Matter 
as any private Quarrel of his ; and is too well acquainted with the common Pra- 
Rice amongſt Gentlemen in ſuch Caſes, ever to complain of any Perſon that 
will attack him fairly and honourably. Moreover, his Education was ſuch, 
hat he always had ſcurrilous Language in utmoſt Deteſtation , nor could any 
Provocation ever tempt him to the unmanly Method of deciding a Quarrel by 
Inve&ives. For, however ungentlemanlike Charters doth now attack him in 
his Reputation, yet that ſhall not provoke him to forget the Reſpect due to ſe- 
veral Perſons who may read this Paper, or to recede from the Rules of Ho- 
nour, ” anſwering the Colonel in his own Language ; not that Hwrly wants 
Materials to be more than even with the Col. in that Reſpet. Mr. Fobn Blair 
and Mr. fames Stewart have written amply of what the Colonel knows to have 
happen'd in Colonel Hodge:'s Regiment, and the Scorch Foot-Guards,and vouch 
Colonel Fohn Hamilton to prove it. As to the Colonel's Dealings in his civil 
Capacity, they refer the Reader to Sir Andrew Ramſey , and moſt of the other 
Gentry of North Britain. But the moſt diverting Letter of all, is writ by Mr. 
Thomas Bennet, who ſtands in Admiration that, the Colonel was not more pru- 
dent than to charge any body with, or even mention Perjury ; and deſires that 
Mr. Porter, an Attorney in Friday-ſtreet, and Mr. Dugd:le , Merchant 'in Baſing- 
hall-freet, (both Honeſt, Rich, and Eminent Citizens) be ſummoned to 
declare their Knowledge of the Colonel, in that ReſpeR, in the Caſe of Mr. 
Diſton, Woollen-Draper in Cornbill. And though the Letters ſeem to be very 
genuine, and to carry all the Badges of Truth ; and that Hwrly was earneſtly 
ſollicited to print them at large in this, yet, however true they are, and that 
Perſons of Honour are vouch'd to prove them , Hwrly has too great a Reſpect 
for the Honourable Perſons for whoſe peruſal this Paper is intended , to offend 
their Ears with the recital of fuch ſcandalous and matchleſs baſe Practices ; but 
will reſerve the ſaid Letters, with other Papers and Complaints, put into his ' 
Hands, proving the Colonel guilty of many infamous C heats, Tricks, and Ex- 
tortions, to print them upon another Occaſion. 


Au ANSWER wthe A [frdauits lately procurd 
by Lieutenant Colonel Charteris, about Falſe 
Muſfters et. 
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Teutenant Colonel Charteris, finding by the many Proofs and 
ſtrong Circumſtances produc'd, and producible againſt him, 
and his never-failing ſtanding Witneſſes, Cook and Xemble,

Gloſs by Dint of Swearing. But the Facts againſt him being fully proved 

by ſo many different Perſons of untainted Reputation, the Witneſſes for 

him being brought over by the Spell of his Green Purſe ; what they 
were inſtructed and prevailed upon to Swear, being ſo Contradiftory in 
it ſelf, and the Sum of what they {wore o little to the purpoſe; 'tis pre- 
ſumed their Teſtimonies in this Cauſe will bear Weight, and be valued 
accordinply. | ; 
\ x. On the 4th Inſtant, Thomas Morphy, Marſhal of the Savoy, was pre- 
vail'd upon by Colonel Charteris, to make an Afidavit before Juſtice 

Bealing, which dire&ly contradicts the Teſtimony given by the ſaid Mor- 

phy 3 Months before, to the Committee ; as by the Minutes then taken 

will appear. 

Hutly will not trouble the Honourable Members who may read this 
Paper, with a tedious Enumeration of the many ContradiQtions , Fal- 
ſhoods, and Incoherences in Morphy's Aﬀidavit, or ſhew how or where it 
contradicts his former Teſtimony, but humbly prays, it Colonel Charte- 
ris doth inſiſt on that Aﬀidavit, that then it may be compared with what 
Morphy has declared before the Committee. 

Note, That Morphy, in his Aﬀidavit, ſwears poſitively, that 3o of the 
50 1. were intended to procure Six Men for Charteris, and the other 
20 /, to be diſpoſed of as Morphy and Serjeant Cook ſhould agree ; which 
is quite contrary to what he declared to the Committee. He owned to 
the Committee, that 77urly's Contrad at Liſting was to be diſcharged 
when he pleaſed, paying 5 /. or giving a Man. Then it may be enquired 
irito, why the Colonel wou'd commit Hurly to the Savoy, to extort Six 
Men from him, and to what pious Uſes did Morphy and Cook intend to 
diſpoſe of the other 20 /. of Furly's Money. 

2. Serjcant Cook likewiſe made Oath on the qth inſtant,before Juſtice Pe- 
*&r, That John Webb was ot muſter'd in Colonel Charteris's Company fince the 
25th of Auguſt /a/t; and ſince it appears by the Muſter-RolT , that Webs 
was muſter'd in the ſaid Company on the 25th of November laſt, 'tis ho- 
ped there needs no other Proof of Cook's having perjur'd himſelt in the 
Colonel's Favour.

ry witty, but ſhows plainly, that Cook and his Colonel wou'd endeavour 
to skreen themſelves under the Words or Letter, without any regard to 
rhe Intent or Meaning of the At. By Men duly lifted in the Terms of 
the AR, they mean, all fuch as were formally tiſted, (as all Faggots were) 
before Witneſſes, the Articles of War read to them, 40s. Bounty Money 
and a Weeks Subſiſtence paid them in hand, tho' given back again pri- 
vately to the Serjeant for the Colonel's Uſe ; do Duty for an Hour or 
Two, for the Serjeant to ſwear by, to ſave his tender Conſcience, and to 
| appear at Muſters to fill up the Colonel's Roll. In this Senſe 'tis not to 
| be denied, but the Colonel has, and always had a compleat Company. 
But with Submitlion, Z7arly preſumes to ſay, that to be a Soldier duly 
£2.liſted, according to the true Meaning and Intent of the Act,'a Man ſhould 
have the Bounty Money &4oni fide paid him to convert to his own Uſe, 
| Cloaths and Arms given and lett with him, his Pay conſtantly paid him, 
| called out often to Exerciſe to be brought to the Uſe of Arms, do his 
Duty in his Turn, (for by the Att no Man is to do Duty for another) 
and to lie always in his Quarters to be found on all Occaſions of Com- 
mands. If the Cologel before the Complaint, had 4o ſuch Men in his 
Company at once,. we will allow every thing he and his Hirelings do al- 
ledge to be true. | 
| 3 George Kemble's Affidavit, ſworn on the 3d inſtant in the Colonel's Fa- 
vour, Can be proved from his own Hand-Writing, and by many Witneſ. 
fes of unqueſtionable Repute, to be entirely falſe. Tt can be likewiſe pro- 
ved, that after Xemble drew up Interrogatories againſt the Colonel and 
was produced as an Evidence before the Committee againſt him b 
Hurly, that Kemble then ſaid, there was Money to be got by the Col. and 
none by Hurly, and therefore that he would join with the Colonel ;. in 
which he kept his Word very religiouſly. 

John Pitman, Eldeſt Serjeant to Col. Charteris, declared to the Com- 
mittee above 2 Months ago, that he had by his Col.'s Orders given Cor- 
porals Dunn and Fern ſome Guineas to drink with the Faggots, the better 
ro perſwade them to own, that they did Duty, and receiv'd Pay. Why did 
not the Col. produce ZZern then to aſlert the contrary 2 Inſtead of which, 
he has ſent P;ztman out of the Way, leſt he ſhould appear to confirm Dunn's 
Afﬀidavit, and to diſprove Zery and Corbett's; but poor ignorant Hern 
has very lately declar'd, that he does not know what they made him

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An ANSWER t a Falſe and Scandalous Libel, 
lately flo'n into the World , under the Title of 


The Memorial for Lieutenant Colonel Charteris. 
(= Charteris, (Conſcious of the Enormity of his Practices, in 


reference to his Company in the Guards, and that his Cauſe could 

not bear the Light againlt ſo many glaring Truths and Evidences) 

did endeavour his Libel ſhould be clandeſtinely handed about, ſo 
as not to come to the Sight or Knowledge of any Perſon that could Anſwer 
and Diſprove it, at leaſt till the Honourable Houſe of Commons had 
given their Judgment on the Crimes of which he ſtands accuſed be- 
tore them. And tho' his Hackney Scribler's Arguments are ſo weak and 
ſhallow, that they do not deſerve a Refutation ; yet leſt the unwary ſhould 
be impoſed upon by his falſe and precarious Aflertions, or that Silence ſhould 
be conſtrued as an Argument of Guilt : The following Anſwer is humbly 
ſubmitted to the Contideration of the Impartial Reader. 

Firſt, To invalidate ZZurly's Teſtimony, Charteris doth alledge ; That he 
will prove by ſeveral Members of Parliament,that ZZurly was Pillory'd in Jre- 
land for Perjury : To which its anſwered , That itis true, that by the Inte- 
reſt of fome powerful Men, with whom ZZurly was at Law and Variance 
in that Kingdom, a ſpighttul Bill tor Perjury was exhibited againſt him, 
upon the Oaths of Two profligate Wretches hired for that Purpoſe ; But if 
any Man on Earth, of what Degree or Quality ſoever, can prove that Furly 
was Pillory'd, or Sentenced to be Pillory'd tor Perjury, or any other Crime in 
Treland or elſewhere, he will then own the Colonel to be a very Honeſt Ga!- 
lant Gentleman, fit to Head a Company in the Queen's Guards ; all his Allega- 
tions to be entirely true ; and himſelt to be rhe greateſt of Cowards and 
Villains, and every thing he ſays to be utterly falſe and ſcandalous. And it 
the Colonel doth not prove what he 2dvanceth, Zurly preſumes the Rea- 
der will believe the Reverſe. 

'Tis not to be wonder'd the Colonel ſhould preſume to vouch Members 
of Parliament, for a Matter they know nothing of ; when he has fo little 
Reſpect for the Committee, 2s to affirm in his Libel, Fol. 1. Line 11, that II 
there are ſeveral things contain'd in their Report which are falſe in Fa&. 

As to the Declaration mention'd by the Colonel to be ſigned by ſeveral 
Gentlemen of good Reputation, FHurly anſwers, That he hath indeed 
heard that Charteris opened his Purſe-ſtrings to procure ſuch a Declaration 
from ſome 1ri/þ Gameſters and Sharpers ; ſuch Fellows might perchance have 
drawn in ſome honeſt Gentlemen over a Bottle, inadvertently to fign ſuch a 
Paper; but Furly is very ſure, and doth inſiſt upon it, that no Man of Credit 
or Honour, who has the leaſt Knowledge of, or Acquainrance with him, has 
ſign'd to it. 

As to Serjeant Williams, he never was, till this Libel came out, chargd 
with having imbezzl'd any Cloaths or Arms, or with proteQticg any Man in 
the Company hiddenly. And he can prove by ſeveral, who deſerve more 
Credit in this Matter than George Xemb/e or Serjeant Cook, that after his Hal- 
bert was Sold by Charteris tor Fifteen Guineas to his own Footman, the 
Colonel would not give him a Certificate to be received into the Hoſpital, 
unleſs he would give him 14 Pounds and Three Men ; and to frighten him 
into a Compliance, knowing that W:lzams was Old and Sickly, ſwore that he 
wou'd ſend him a-toot to Scor/znd to raiſe Recruits, as may appear by the 
following Athdavit, the Original of which is ready to produce, 

William Baxter of the Pariſh of St. Martins in the Fields, in the County of Midgleſex, 
Cordwainer, maketh Oath, That on the 17th Day of May inſtant, he this Deponent was pre- 
ſent, near Young Man's Cofte-Houſe at Charing-Crofs, and then beard Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Charteris /peak to his Serjeant John Williams the Words following, viz.

Upon Williams's Refuſal, the Colonel had him taken out of his Sick Bed, 
ſent Priſoner to the Savoy, and there detained, till he was at laſt forced to 
give him 3 Men, which he aQually did. 

If this Praftice, (introduced by Colonel Charteris) of ſelling a Halbert to 
2 Footman, to the prejudice and excluſion of experienced Corporals, be not 
a notorious Diſcouragement to the Service ; and if it be not a matchleſs 
piece of Injuſtice, that a Perſon who ſerved in the Army 35 Years with 
Credit 2nd Reputation as Wi/jams had done, ſhould, when he is ſuperannuated 
and infirm, have his Halbert fold from him, and forced to give his Colonel 
a Bribe, for giving him a Diſcharge, in order to get into the Hoſj pital ; let 
the World judge. 

That tho' Charteris's Commiſſion was not ſign'd till the Twenty Eighth of 
February 1709-10, Yet the Company was delivered over to him ſeveral Days 
before ; and Williams can prove by Forty Witneſſes, that he paid the Compa- 
ny by the Colonel's Orders, from the 23* of February, x 709-10. to the 1oth 
of March following, and hath already prov'd, that the Colonel would allow 
him to pay no more than 38 Men. Whatever Charteris's Guineas might 
have ſince prevailed on George Kemble to declare to the contrary, twill be 
prov'd by the ſaid Xemble's own Hand-writing ready to be produced, that he 
was Witneſs to Wi/lzams's having paid the Company tor that time, to his be- 
ing allow'd by the Colonel to pay but 38 Men ; and that the ill Uſage the Co- 
lonel gave Williams was chiefly occaſioned becauſe he would not undertake 
to pay it longer on that Foot. 

It will appear by the Books of Mr. Parſons the Agent, and Mr. Camplel/ 
the Goldſmith,that about the latter end of February 1709-10,Serjeant Williams 
receiv'd 9 /. 17 5.6 d. from the firſt, and 10 /. from the laſt, to pay the 
Company ; which ſhews that W7/l;ams paid the Company, and that Money 
was received in the Colonel's time from the Agent before the 13th of April 
1710, though the Colonel poſitively avers tothe contrary. 

As to the Colonel's Quibble, juſtifying his having continued to pay but 
32 Men in Serjeant Pitman's Time, twill appear to be merely ſpecious and 
equivocal. For when Williams paid the Company, there was no Draught 
made then for Flanders; and ſuppoſing Sir Robert Rich had delivered no more 
than 51 Men to Charteris, and that 13 Men were draughted, the Colonel pre- 
tended to have compleated the Company again betore the then next Muſter- 
day ; at leaſt, he produced a Company of 70 Men to the Muſter-maſter, and 
never received Pay for leſs, as will appear by the Pay-Books : Yet after the 
Draught of x3 Men was made up, and the Company compleated as aforeſaid, 
the Colonel was ſo far from allowing Pitman ta pay more than 38 Men, that 
he would not allow the Sick Men to be paid. 

In the Paragraph relating to Mr, Theedam, the Colonel owns the Broad Piece, 
but willfully torgets to mention, that Theedam declared to the Committee, 
that he heard the Colonel, at the Speaker's Chamber Door offer Hurly that 
he would pay all his Debts, and make him very ecaly, provided he would ſay 
nothing againſt him ro the Committee. : 

That the Col. was privy” to, and knew of rhe 50 1. Note extorted from 
Hurly, and of the Mortgages lodged for the Colonel's further Security, ap- 
pears by a Letter produced by 77urly tothe Committee, writ by Serjeant Cook 
to the Colonel about it, which Letter Cook own'd to the Commintee. 

As to Watſon the Faggot, it can be proved, that he never deſerted, but is 
now living where he always did, in Buckinghamſtire, following his Trade ; 
that from his firſt liſting, he never appeared with the Company, but was al- 
« ays muſter'd Sick, as by all the Muſter-Rolls may appear; and was ſince be 
Committee fat, diſcharged, leſt he ſhould appear as an Evidence.

As to Wilſon, Hare, Milſon's Siſter, John Man, &c. the Col. has faid nothing 
to purpoſe againſt their Teſtimonies ; more than that he alledgeth he had 
ſeveral of his Company ready to declare, that 7urly had promiſed them Re- 
wards to be Evidences againſt the Colonel ; but his Honour is ſo ingenuous 
as to tell Us, that he did not think fit to make uſe of their Evidence, leſt they 
ſhould ſerve him as Hare did ; which, in plain Eng/i/þ implies, that they were 
hired by the Colonel as Hare was; and that he was afraid they would own 
the Bribes given and promiſed them, as Hare did. 

The Colonel alledgeth , That M. G. 7atton, and Capt. Symon, will declare 
he now has a compleat Company ; that is not what is enquired into: but 
let him prove, if he can, that it was ſo, or that he ever paid more than 38 
Men before the Committee fate, and then he ſays ſomething to the purpoſe. 

As to Serjeant Cook's Teſtimony, it ought to be very much doubted, or 
indeed very little to be credited in this Matter : For it is to be obſcrv'd, that 
when he was firſt examin'd before the Committee, he own'd that he kept 
Pay-Books, but that he cut out the Leaves, and gave them to the Colonel : 
If the Company was compleat, and fairly paid, why cut out the Leaves ? 
Or if no foul Play was thereby intended, why did not the Colonel produce 
them to the Committee > Moreover, Is it to be preſumed, that Cook would 
be prevailed upon by the Colonel to come back, without Leave, from his 
Command, to run the hazard of being taken up, as he was, tor a Delſerter ; 
to quit 2 Lieutenant's Commiſſion, and to turn to the Halbert again ; if he 
had not been ſufficiently paid for cutting out the Leaves, ard tor giving his 
Evidence in the Colonel's favour ? And tho' theſe are good Grounds to ren- 
der his Teſtimony ſuſpicious, yet if he can name any 4o Men that he ever 
paid in any one Week in the Colonel's Company, We will ſubmit ; Receipts 
indeed he may ſhew, becauſe all the Faggots were compelled to Sign, as if 
they had received their Pay ; but it is an old Trick to pay the Faggots their 
Subſiſtence, and to take it back by a Third hand. 

As for George Kemble, all that he affirms againſt Wiliams in the Colonel's 
favour, can be proved under his own Hand to be falſe ; beſides, it will appear 
by the Minutes, that he was one of the firſt Witneſſes produced by Hurly 
againſt the Colonel ; and then, amongſt other things, declared, that the Colo- 
nel deſired him to find out any Tradeſmen, or Houſe-keepers, who were un- 
der Circumſtances for Debt, and that he would prote& them ; which ſhews 
the Colonel drove a clandeſtine Trade of ProteCting: But in ſome Days atter 
the Colonel's green Purſe made Xemb/z change Sides, and was not only Sol- 
licitor, but ſeveral times produced by the Colonel as an Evidence for him.

The Colonel alledges turther, That no body complain'd to the Committee 
for want of Pay, but FHurly and John Man ; he forgets that Wilſon and Mil- 
ſon prov'd they never receiv'd any Pay, tho they had paid for their Duty, 
and for ProteQtion : Beſides, above a dozen Faggots, and other Witneſſes, 
waited ſeveral Days at the Committee for that purpoſe, and to prove divers 
other Bribes receiv'd by the Colonel for Proteftion. But ſuch Facts being al- 
ready ſufficiently prov'd, the Committee thought it needleſs to hear any more 
on that Head. 

It is very abſurd to fay, that Furly's being put into the Gazette for a De- 
ſerter, was the only thing that made him accule the Colonel of Falſe Muſters, &c. 
For he and one Bamford, writ to the Honourable Mr. Speaker, and waited on 
him ſeveral times before the 25'* of December laſt about that Matter, and 7ſurly 
was not in the Gazerre till the 23*.of January following : All which was de- 
clared by Bamford to the Committee. 

Col. Charters complains that Hurly challeng'd him at the Head of his Com- 
pany ; and, to make him ſeem criminal, in hopes to bring him under the Laſh 
of a Court-Martial ſo ſoon as the Houle is up, he doth inſinuate in his L1i- 
bel, that Zurly is ſtill a Soldier : Tis true, they ſtifled Zurly's Diſcharge , 
ſigned by M. G. Tatron, on the 7*" of July laſt in favour of his Creditors ; but 
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by theig own Rules, no Man is deemed a Soldier in that Regiment, but ſucl 
as are on the ſaid General's Book. 77urly can prove, the General then raz'd 


- his Name out of his Book ; HHurly was never lince Liſted Je novo : Yet, to 


fill up the Rolls, the Colonel muſter'd him atter, even when 7/urly was a Pri- 
ſoner in the Fleet. He left him out in the Muſter of December laſt ; but in the 
laſt Muſter, which was when the Committee was fitting, he put him in again 
without his Privity or Conſent, and receives Pay for him now trom the Queen : 
But his Dritt in that is to puniſh ZZurly, right or wrong, as a Soldier, for the 
Challenge complain of, as ſoon as the Parliament is Prorogued : For, when 
there was no Parliament ſitting, Things as arbitrary have been done to ſome 
who complain'd of Falie Muſters ; witneſs Bunworth and Birker's being ent 
to Portſmouth in Irons, and there fold. And tho 7Zurly is by no fort of Law 
a liſted Soldier; yet, as M. 7attov's Diſcharge is ſaid to be Joſt, and that 
Hurly's Name may, without his Knowledge, be put upon the Books again ; 
It is humbly hoped the Z7o»/e of Commons will not leave him in their Power, 

Col. Charters having in his Libel, and behind ZJurly's Back repreſented him 
aS if he were ſome mean, obſcure, common Fellow, forces him to do what 
Modeſty hath hitherto forbid ; And rho' he is ſenſible that Laws. in Ore pro- 
prio ſordeſcit; yet, as the Cale now ſtands, Zurly having the Mistortune to be 
known but to tew of the Members ot the Honourable Z7ouſe of Commons, the 
indiſpenſible Duty of Self-deftence forces him to trouble the Reader, ( tor 
which he begs pardon, with a brief Account of his Birth and Education ; 
which he humbly hopes will not be thought Vanity, ſince Col. Charters brings 
him under a Necellity to give Proots of what he ſaid to him, which he calls 
a Challenge at the Head ot his Company, viz. That he was as good a Man 
it) every reſpect as the Colonel, &c. 

Haurly will prove by Records, and a Thouſand living Witneſſes, that he is 
a Gentleman well born and deſcended, of a Loyal and very Ancient Gentle- 
man-Family, and tho' but a younger Brother , that his Parents have done 
their parts, in beſtowing an Education on him ſuitable to his Birth. He was 
in his Youth ſent to the Univerſity in France, where he Studied for 5 Years; 
He was atterentred in Gray's-Jun, and Studied the Law 4 Years : He was ſent 
thence to Dublin as Colleor of that Place. King James's Army being reti- 
red to Limerick and Galway after the Battel of the Boyne, he was made one 
ot the Commiſſioners of the Revenue ; and upon the Landing of the French 
General St. Rhue in Ireland, was made Secretary at War, Atter the Battel of 
Aghrim, he was unanimouſly choſen to go to France, to give that Court an 
Account of it, and to repreſent the Dittreſs that Limerick and Ga/way were 


then in. He remain'd in France 5 Years after, and was made Pay-maſter to 


the 1ri/þ Army there. He has made the Tour of France, 7ta!y, and Germany 
twice, and was in molt of the Courts of Europe, not as Governor to, or De- 
pendent vpon any, but at his Father's or his own Charge and Expence. This 
ſhews he is no Upſtart or Scoundrel, as Charteris behind his Back repreſents 
him : And it his extravagant expenſive Way of Living, together with the Loſs 
of many Thoutand Pounds, reduced him to Liſt tor Protection, he ſtill (with 
reſpe& to the Queen's Commiſſion) thinks it no Wrong to atlert himſelf, at 
leaſt as good a Man as Col. Charters. 

And tho' Hurly hath more than room enough to recriminate, and that ſe- 
veral Memorials, Certificates, and other Vouchers, are put into his Hands to 
charaQerize the Col. as to his Actions and Morals, and particularly his Beha- 
viour in Col. Hodges's Regiment, afterwards inthe Scotch Guards; to his Deal- 
ings with ſome ot the Gentry ot North-Britain, and to the Manner ot bis ac- 
quiring an Eſtate ; yet, however true they are, Hurly (in good Manners, and 
reſpect to ſuch of the Honourable Members as will be pleas'd to read this Pa- 
per) will forbear (tho' provoked) to inferc any thing in it fo very intamous 
and ſcandalous.

Yanda of givers Gentlemen of: unqueſtionable Reputation, that the ſaid

And as to the Note which Hwrky pretends to be extorted from him, the 
Colonel can make it IPO by undeniable- Proof, that he was in Scotland 
when the Note was given, and neither knew thereof, or of Hurley's having 
2 Mortgage in Mwrphy's.

That as to Hare's Evidence, it is plain that it was a Contrivance between 
him and Hurley his Uncle, Hare having inſinuated to'the Colonel, that his

dence againſt the Colonel as he would have him ; but the Colonel ſuſpetting 
ſome ſuch Trick, made him declare before Two Witneſſes, and afterwards 
before Two Members of Parliament, what Hurley had ſaid to him, which 
he pretended he would teſtity before the Committee : But when he came 
before them, he pretended with great Cunning and Artific® to be afraid 
of giving his Evidence, unleſs he had the Protection of the Houſe, which 
being aſſured of, he then declared the Colonel had bribed him (and pro- 
duced Two Guinea's) to be an Evidence againſt Hurley : But the Colonel 
humbly conceives, that no one can efakls believe that if he had been 
minded to have bribed Evidence, that he would have meddicd with one fo 
nearly related to Hurley. 

Note, That one Hockaell, a Soldier in the Company, teſtifies, that one 
like Hurley promiſed him a Reward to be a Witneſs againſt the Colonel, 
and ſeveral others of the Company have offered to do the fame. 

Note, That although Hurley be ſtill a Soldier fairly liſted, delivered by 
Sir Robert Rich to the Colonel, and undiſcharged, confiding in the Pro- 
tection of the Houſe, did, at the laſt Muſter, inſult, abuſe and challenge 
the Colonel at the Head ot his Company, as is proved by Major-General 
Tatton, and Three other Witnellcs. 

And whereas the ſaid Hurley has printed a Paper, wherein he inſerts 
whatever he thinks may make for his Purpoſe, without having any Reſpect 
eithcr to Truth, or what was proved before the Committee ; whereas on 
the other Hand the Colonel has ſtated his Caſe fairly, and exactly as it 
ſtands in the Report, therefore he thinks fit to obſerve : 

1. That Hurley never pretended before the Committee, that there were 
Two Notes for 50 /., given by him, as he now does in the printed Pa- 
per z but finding that the Note by him then pretended was ready to be 
yroduced, and appeared to be infignificant, he would not ſtick at any. 
Thing to; mend his Eviience. 

'2. That it is not probable the Colonel ſhould offer, or Hurley refuſe 
1000 /. to defift from his Proſecution, as he now (ays in this printed Caſe ; 
much 1efs .what he therein pretends to be. proved by Teiahar, of paying 
Hurley's Debts (more properly Cheats) which, as he is informed, are 
260cocd. , 

3. Lhat Hrzrley not being able to make the Colonel himſelf guilty of a 
falſe Muſter in his own Company, he would in this his printed Caſe charge 
him with figning Colonel Catheart's Muſter-Roll ; bur this being tried by a 
Court Mattial, was adjudged to be no falſe Muſter. 

4. That. -by this printed Caſe Hurley's Deſign appears to be the getting 
of Diſcharges for himſelf and Nephew, and Reſtitution of Money preten- 
ded to be extorted from him, Milſor, and Wilſon ; but it is humbly ſub- 
- mitted to the Wiſdom of this Honourable Houſe, how far it may be con-

To which 
the Colonel anſwer'd, That the Deponent was not-to be on his Oath, and fo that 
he may ſay any thing, provided he rook Care that his Story did agree with what 
Hare, Hocknell and the reſt were to ſay. This Deponent further Depoſeth, That 
Serjcant Cook told him, the Colonel ordered him to Stop out of this Deponent's and

1. 'Tis a great Hardſhip and Loſs to the 48 Effe&ives, to be forced to do the 
Duty of -0. Whereas if the Company was compleat, and every Man did his 
own Duty, the Men, who have Families to Maintain, would have more time 
to get Bread for them by their Trades or Labour. 


2. "Tis a double Cheat upon the Government : For Her Majeſty and Sub. 
jets are not only defrauded of the above Sums, bur are allo diſappointed 
upon any ſudden Enterprize in the Number of Fighting-Men : For inſtead of 
=o, which She pays, She will find but 38 in that Company fit to march upon 
Service. 


It is probable the Colonel may ſay, That if ſuch an Occaſion had happen'd, 
he would have obliged the Faggors to march. To which its anſwer'd, Thac 
beſides their being generally broken Tradeſmen, and no way us'd to Exerciſe 
or Diſcipline ; Some of them live in Glouceſterſhire, Worceſterſhire , Buckingham- 
ſvire, &c.

Serjeant Cook and George Kemble are the only Witneſſes the Colonel produced 
to extenuarte the above, or any other material Fas prov'd againſt him : Bur 
in Hurly's Anſwers to Charters, there has been ſo much ſaid to invalidate their 
Teſtimonies,that 'ewou'd be ſuperfluous to trouble the Reader with a RepetRion. 
Yer he is pray'd to obſerve, That this ſame Serzeant Cook is the Perſon, who ran 
away from a Lieutenancy, ( for which he was taken up for a Deſerter) to ac- 
cept of a Serjcant's Poſt and a Golden Halbert from Col. Charters ; and who de» 
clared to the Committee, that he kept indeed a Pay-Book for the Company, 
but that he cut out the Leaves, and gave them to his Colonel.

IRST, That in or about the Month of March, 1709. the faid 

Colonel. Charteris ſent for one ZZurly ( a Perion whom he pro- 

teted from Conſiderable Debts ) and told him, That his Com- 

pany in the Guards coſt him Three Thouſand Guineas, and 

that if ZZurly did not give him Five Guineas , and an effeftive Man to 

ſerve in the Company. he would protect him no longer: And that he 
expected the like from every Man that he proteQed. 

That Hurly for Fear of being left to his Creditors, did then give the 
ſaid Col. Charters Five Guineas, and ſoon after a good Man grats. Up- 
on which the Col. promiſed upon his Honour, that Z7urly, according to 
the Contract made at Liſting, ſhould have a Diſcharge whenever he 
pleas'd , be exempted from all Duty, except on Muſter-Days; and with- 
al, that he ſhould be protected from all his Creditors: For that he wou'd 
appear for him before a Judge, and claim him as an eftetive Soldier, if 
there were Occaſion, and that Z7urly ſhould be at no further Charge. 
Yet ſoon after the Colonel ſent for Hurly again, and told him, He muſt 
pay Two Shillings and Sixpence every Fortnight, to be excuſed from 
Duty ; which Hurly was likewiſe forced to comply with. 

That on the Firit Day of July, 1710. ( Col. Charters being then in 
Scotland ) Hurly was taken up by ſome of his Creditors, who Six Days 
after the Arreſt, obtained a Note under Major General 7atton's Hand, 
diſcharging Hurly, and certifying, that he was not a Soldier in the Re- 
giment, Upon which Zurly was detaind by his Creditors, till Col. 
Charteris came to Town. 

That Hurly then ſent to him, and pray'd him to perform the repeat- 
cd Promiſes he made him on his Honour, as aforeſaid ; which he abſo- 
lutely refuſed to do, unleſs ZZurly would give him Fifty Pounds more. 

That Hurly not being then able to raiſe that Sum, offer'd to give hin 
a Note to pay it him in a Month's Time, which at length with much 
Importunity was accepted of, 

That the Colonel not thinking the firſt Note, which 7urly ſent him 
by his Serjeant Thomas Cook for the ſaid Fifty Pounds, to be well or firm- 
ly worded, would not appear for FZurly, till he had ſent him a Second 
Note in more ample Form. 

That notwithſtanding the ſaid Diſcharge given by Major Gereral 7at- 
ton, as atoreſaid, Col. Charteris, who was greedy for the ſaid Fifty Pounds, 
appear'd in Perſon on the 22d of September tollowing ; and in Oppo- 
ſition to what the General had ſigned on the 7th Day of July betore, 
mace Cath betore the Lord Chiet Juitice Parker, That ZHurly was ar 
F.iicctive Soldier, and did Duty as often as any Man in the Company ;

However the Colonel ſwore to it, and thereupon Zurly was diſchar- 
gcd, But the very Minute he was out of his Creditors Hands, Serjeant 
Cook hurry'd him away, and committed him to the Savoy, where the 
Colonel ordered he ſhould be kept a cloſe Priſoner,till he had given better 
Security than his own Note, for the Payment ot the faid Fitry Pounds; 
which he was forced to do, by lodging a Mortgage of Four Hundred 
Pounds in Murphy the Marſhal's Hangs, tor the Colonel's Uſe : Which 
Mortgage Murphy delivered in at the Committee. 

That Hurly being then at Liberty, -and the Collonel being inform'd 
that he was refolv'd to quit the Company, and preter a Bill in Equity 
againlt him for the ſaid Fitty Pound Note ; and tor the Mortgage, gave 
private Orders to commit FZurly again, as his Soldier, to the Savoy, in 
Order to prevent Complaints, by felling him to an Officer then recrui- 
ting for the 1e/?-Tudies, who was to give the Colonel a Bond of One 
Hundred Pounds, not to let Hurly iand any where till they arrived there ; 
nor to be allowed Pen, Ink, or Paper in the mean time. 

That the Colonel being diſappointed in the Execution of that Deſign, 
and finding that ZZurly intended to petition the Houſe of Commons, or- 
der'd him to be pur into the Gazerze for a Deſerter, in Hopes that that 
would frighten him into a Compliance, or at leaſt to deter him from his 
proſecuting the Colonel. 

Whereupon ZZ«r.y, jointly with one Bamford, laid the Matter before 
the faid Houſe, and produced Witneſles to prove, that the Colonel was 
ouilty of many Frauds and Abuſes in the Payment of his Company; 
that he received ſeveral Bribes for protefting Tradeſmen, and others from 
their Creditors ; and that he conſtantly muſtered and received Pay for 
Seventy Men, tho' his own Serjeants proved he never had, nor paid, 
more than Thirty Eight EffeCtives in his Company. 

But before Furly appear'd to the Committee, qr'that any Witneſles 
were examined, the Colonel, conſcious of his own Guilt, and finding 
that a Committee was appointed to enquire into Falſe Muſters, &c. fent 
Flurly a Propoſal, that he would lodge a Thouſand Pounds for his Uſe, 
in 2 Third Perſons Hands, on Condition that he would deſiſt from his 
intended Proſecution: Which Furly utterly rejected. 

To confirm this Propoſal, the very firit Night the Committee ſate, 
Col. Charteris, at the Speaker's Chamber Door, offer'd Hurly, in the Pre- 
{ence of one Mr. Theed:mm an Attorney at Law , that he would pay all 
his Debts, and make him very eaſy in his Circumſtances, provided he 
would ſay nothing to his Prejudice before that Honourable Commirtee, 
The Truth of this Inſtance is humbly reterred to Sir Roger Meſtyn, Barr, 
Chairman of the ſaid Committee. 

That when Col. Charteris found Bribes would not take of Z7ur!y, he 
had Recourlſe to Bullving and Threatning, but with as little Succels. 

Georne Kemble was firſt produced to the Committee by Hurly, againſt 
Col. Charteris ; who there declared, That the Col. deſired him to find 
out any Tradeſman, or Houſe-keeper, who were under Circumſtances of 
Debt, and that he would protec them : That he ſaw the Fitty Pound 
Note, which /Jurly gave tor the Colonel's Ule ; and heard Serjeant Cook 
ſay, The Colonel threatned to ſell Furly to an Officer, then Recruiting 
for the He/t-[adies. But the faid Aemb/e ſome few Days alter turned to 
be one of the Colonel's chief Adviſers, and was twice produced by him 
as an Evidence again{t Zurly; which ſudden Change ought to render his 
Teſtimony in the Colonel's Favour the more ſuſpicious. Several other 
Witnelles were taken off, by the Power of the Colonel's Guineas, For it 


has 
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has been proved, that he had divers Meetings with ſome of his Fagots, 


and others, at the Nagg's-Head in the Zay-Market, and elſewhere, for 


that Purpoſe. That he gave Serjeant Pitman Ten Guineas, to give each 
of his Corporals a Guinea and Halt, and to drink with the Fagots, to 
perſuade them to lay, They were well uſed by the Colonel; that they 
did their Duty, and received their Pay contitantly, Yer foen after he 
beat and abus'd the faid Serjeant Ptman, tor having declared to the 
Committee, That the Colonel never paid more than 1 hirty Eight Men, 
tho' the Queen duly allow d and paid him for Seventy. 

Serjeant Tho. Cook quitted the Colonel's Company in Fanuary laſt , and 
obtained a Lieutenant s "Commiſſion. He was on Board at Dea/ going to 
his Poſt, when this Committee firſt fate: Burt at the Colonel's inſtance 
came back without Leave ; for which he was taken up tor a Deſerter by 
General II 7therss Order: The Colonel by his Interett got him off. Then 
Cook gave up [1.5 Liurenant's Commane, accepted of tl12 Halberr agaia , 
and itaid irom his Commard to be an Evicence tor the Colonel. 

The Reacer is pray'd to conlider, whether it be probable, thar after all 
the Expence Cook was at to procure the ſaid Lieutenancy, and to fit him- 
ielt out, he would have quitred it tor a Halbert , and run the Hazard of 
being try'd tor a Deſerter, if he had not telt the Weight of ſome ot the 
Colonels Guincas. Query, How tar this ought to invalidate 
what Teftimony he gave in the Colonel's Favour 2 

Fohn Hare, a Soldier in the ſaid Colonel's Company, was produced by 
him as an Evidence againii ZZurly ; but being itriftly examined by the 
Committee, he then conteiied that the Colonel had hired him and Five 
others to give their Teltimonies in his Favour ; and told them they need 
nor boggle at ſaying any thing, provided they could make their Stories 
but to hang well together, ior they were not to be there upon Oath: 
And tlie faid Hare moreover {hewed to the taid Committee the Gold he 
had received that very Morning for his Share trom the Colonel. 

Secendly, That George Milſon was Lifted with the Colonel tor Prote- 
tion, gave back the Forty Shillings Bounty-Money, and never received 
any Pay ; vet was forced to pay tor beingexempred irom Duty. How- 
ever, ail this would not fatisty the Colonel; but the better ro ſqueeze 
more Money out of Mon, he ſent him Pritoner to the Savoy, Where he 
as deiain'd till his Sifter Elizabeth Andrews mace a Bargain with the 
Colonel himlelr ro pay him Two Guineas, on Condition he would Re- 
leate her Brother out of the Savoy, and protect him (till in the Company. 
ut the Colonel, aiter receiving the ſaid Two Guineas, finding Mzlſou 
was poor, and deſpairing to ger any more Money out of him, Sold him 
tor Tea Pounds to his Creditors, by diſcharging him privately, withour 
11:5 Conſent or Knowledge, out of the Company : Upon which he was 
raken up by his faid Creditors, and ſent to the Gatehouſe ; where he (till 
lies in a molt Deplorable Starving Condition. 


Thirdly, "That James I3iiſon a Taylor, Lifted for Protetion with Col. 


Charteris about the Firlt Day of May 1710, gave back the Forty Shil- 
lings Bounty-Money, and never received Pay, but always paid tor being 
exemptec. trom Dury, Thar Ten Days atter his being Liſted , he gave 
rhe Colonel Five Pounds for Protetion ; and in tome. Moaths alter, the 
Colonel threatned to Sell him to a Marching Regiment, by which he 
torced Five Pounds more trom him, whici1 }/z{ſon's Wite paid the Colone!; 
That within a lirtle while after, the Colonel demanded a Drugger Sutr 
of him ; but Wien pleaded Poverty, and faid he was not able to give 
the Drugger, bur he would give him the making of it. That very i0on 


after, 
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after, Wilſon was Arreſted, and gave the Colonel Four Guineas more ; 
but he finding that no more Money could be expected from him, aban- 
don'd him to the Mercy of his Creditors. Then, after the Committee 
was appointed, he gave IV:{ſon's Wife a Guinea and a Broad Piece to ſtop 
her Mouth at preſent; and promiſed to pay her the Ten Pounds, and the 
Four Guineas back again, ſo ſoon as the Committee was up. 


Fobs Man, John Forreſt, and Thirteen Witneſſes more, were ready to 
appear againſt Col. Charteris ; but becauſe all they had to ſay, tended 
only to prove Falſe Muſters, Bribery for ProteCtion, and Short Payments, 
againſt him ; Theſe Fats being ſo fully provd by ſo many Witneſſes 
before, the Committee thought it ſuperfluous to hear any more to the 
ſame Purpoſe. 

And as the Colonel threatens and vows Revenge, ſo ſoon as the Houſe 
is up ; 'tis humbly hoped, 


1. That to Encourage ſuch-like Diſcoveries of Frauds and Abuſes 
hereafter, the Honourable Houſe of Commons would pleaſe to take what 
Meaſures they in their great Wiſdoms ſhall think moſt effeual to Pro- 
tet the Proſecutors. 


2. That Hurly, who according to Contract gave the Colonel a good 
Man gratis ; and Fohn Hare, a Soldier produced by the Colonel to join 
with others againſt Zurly in the Colonel's Favour, as aforeſaid ; be Diſ- 
charged from the Company, ſo as not to be ſubject to be Tried by Mar- 
tial-Law, as Mutineers, for complaining againſt their Colonel; which is 
what they are threaten'd with, fo ſoon as the Houſe is up. 


3. Since Hurly, Milſon, and Wilſon, have paid for their being exempt- 
ed from Duty, and the Colonel always received their Pay ; that he be 
orderd to Repay them the Sums he has received for them from the 
Queen, and to Refund the Bribes which he likewiſe ſeverally extorted 
from them for Protection : And this the rather, becauſe the two latter 
( whom he Sold and Betray'd to their Creditors, as atorefaid ) are now 
periſhing in Gaol. 


4. That the Four Hundred Pounds Mortgage be deliver'd to Hurly, and 
the Colonel ordered to give him up his Fitty Pound Note, or a General 
Releaſe of all Demands. 


All <vhich is Humbly Submitted to the Conſideration 
of the Honourable Houſe of Commons.

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HAT the ſaid Jennings and Coudell being, in the Beginning of the late 

War, in the Enemies Service, did, upon the Proclamation publiſhed 

by the late Duke of Schonberg (in purſuance of her Majeſty's Warrant) 

in Portugal, the 25th of April, 1704. quit the fame, and came over to 
that of Her Allies, on the Terms and Conditions exprefled in the ſaid Proclama- 
tion; viz. That they ſhould be received and entertained in the ſame Quality, 
and with the ſame Pay, as they enjoyed under Her Majeſty's Enemies. 


T HAT on their repeated Applications, Her late Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed 
to expreſs her Inclinations, that they ſhould be cleared of what Arrears were due 
to them for the Time of their Service; as appears by a Letter from the then 
Secretary at War to Mr. Lowndes, dated the 24th of Apr:!, 1712. 


THAT in 1718. the ſaid Corndelt applyed himſelf to His Majeſty for Relict 
in the Premiſſes; and his Memorial and Papers were reterrcd to the Conſider- 
ation of the 'Commiſſnoners appornted to State ana Determine the Debts aue to the 
Army: Who reported, 'That tinding the whole Demand was founded on the 
Faith of the ſaid Proclamation, which appeared to them to be a Juit and Na- 
tional Aﬀair, they thought the tzme was not under their Cognizance. 


THAT upon Application of the faid Jexzings to the faid Commiſſoners, 
they cleared him off tor the Time he ſerved in Lord Galwaz's Regiment ; viz. 
from the 2d ot Jus, 1707, to the 1oth of Febrnary, 1710; but could not re- 
lieve him as to what was due betore he obtained his Commiſſion, as being 
on the ſame Footing with Conael!, 7 


THAT foraſmuch as the ſaid Jennings and Conde?! have proved their Early 
and Exemplary Compliance with the faid Proclamation, in the faid Year 1704. 
as wall as their Services and Sufferings during the late War, they moſt hum- 
bly Pray, That this Honourable Houte will be pleaſed to direct, that a Clauſe 
be inſerted 1n the New Act tor avmolnting Commiſſioners to Take, Examine, State and 
Determine the Debts duz2 to th?

THAT your Petitioner, in Obedience to the ſaid Orders, and in pur- 
ſuance of thi {aid Agreement, raiſed Eight Companies of Foot, and 50 Horſe; of which 
the {1id Fart having notice, gave Orders ro Mr, Furley his Secretary at War, co make and 
ifſue out Cofamiſſions to your Peritioner, as Colonel of the ſaid Kegiment, and Caprain of 
ane of ths Companies, and to ſuch other Perſons as your Peritioner thould name tor Officers 
under him, in the ſame Form as Enz2/h Commithons ; declaring, that the ſaid Regiment was 
raiſed by his Order for the Service ot the Queen, and was to be put upon the Eng/1/h Efta- 
bliſhment. + 
* THAT-.Commiſhons were accordingly iffued, the ſaid Earl therein reciting, That by 
Virtue of the Power and Authority granted to him by the Queen, to raiſe and form Troops 
of the Natives of Spain, he did conſtiture your Petitioner Colonel of the faid Regiment z and 
the ſaid Commiſſions expreſsly mention, that your Petirioner, and the reſt of the Officers of 
thar Regiment, ſhould enjoy, have, and receive the fame Honours, Privileges and Pay, as 
other Officers who ſerved her Majelty in the like Stations and Poſts. 

TH AT .your Petitioner, with his laid Regiment and 50 Horſe, immediately after the 
Mluing of the ſaid Commiſſions, which were dared the 4th of February 1726. N.S. lerved 
under the Command of Lieutenant-General Gorge, at the Siege ot a/icant; and atier the 
taking of that Town, in detending ſeveral important Palles, the Town and Caltle of Dema, 
the Town of Sar:va, and the Town of A/coy, where your Peticioner and his Kegiment were 
made Priſoners of War. 

T H A T your Petitioner and Regiment, being without the leaſt doubr taken and ac- 
cepted by all Perions ro he one of Her Majeſty's Regiments, Your Pciitioner was induced,

THAT your Petitioner having hereby entirely exhauſted his own Fortunes, and engaged 
his Credir, his Family is reduced to the utmoſt Extremity.

AFTER Receipt of the ſaid Copy, it was Repreſented to the ſaid Commillioners by Petitions, 
that it appeared by the Accompts in x MARINE OFFice, of the Payments made to the Lord 
SHANNON's Company at Disbanding, by the Commiſſioners appointed to Disband the MakiNES, 
that all the Pay due to the Non Commiſſion Officers, and Men of that Company, for the Time they ſerved 
on Board any Ships of War, (call'd Sea pay) from April, 1707. to the 13th of Fuly 1712. was Charged 
to this Petitioners Accomprt in one Article, which denominates Caſh paid my Lord's Company by the 
Commiſſioners at Disbanding, that this Petitioner was not in that Time concern'd with that Company, 
alſo that it was plain no Credit was given him to Ballance that Charge for the ſaid Article of Ca 
paid by the Commillioners &c. was more then the full Credit given him for it by 4z /. 12 s. oo d. 
Alſo by that Article, and the other ſums he is Charged to pay to the Company; [by that Agent's 
Accompr,] is more then the whole Credit given him for it by 393 /. 19s. or 5. Alſo the Credit given him 
for the Company for his Time of Command, allowing only for the effe&tive Men was conſiderably Defi- 
cient, which will appear upon Examination, alſo that there was three Captains in the Regiment that 
Commanded that Company when the ſaid Sea Pay became due, cach of them having Credit for ir 
for their reſpetive Times of Command, Yi:z. 


Captain Yincent Bonard, from April, 1707. to the 13th of Ofober, 1709.

HA T being a Scrjeant to Captain 7ohbn Williams, Inde endant 
Company at Annapolis-Royal in America, that the ſeven Derach- 
ments that were detached out of the ſeven Regiments at Ca- 
nada, under the Command of Major Thomas Cawfeld, and after 
being about two Years in Detachments in the Garriſon, we were 
formed into four Independant Companies, and we wanted at our firſt forming, 
Ten Men in each Company to make us Compleat, 5 Pry Men, being in 
Ofober, 1713, And in Ofober, 1714, General Nicholſun thought fit to re- 
duce from Eighty-eight Men to Sixty in each Company, which amounted to 
One Hundred and Twelve Men, which were Muſtered to Augy/t, 1717. 
And alfo fince the Reducement, there hath been Difcharg'd and Difſerted One 
Hundred and Twenty Men, being in all Two Hundred and Thirty-two Men, 
and they have continued the Compliment of Eighty-cight Men upon the 
Muſter-Rolls, Examined by me. | 

General Nicholſon took the Men that were Reduced, with him to New-Eng- 
land, and turned them a-ſhore, without making any Proviſion for them, and 
they could not get any Paſſage for England, were forced moſt of them to go a 
Begging, and ſeveral of them that were Diſcharged, obtained the ſame by 
great Sums of Money, all thought they received no Subſiſtance, and the 
obliged them to fign over all their Pay, and no Payment made in the Garrt- . 
ſon from 24 Fune, 1712. to 28 of February, 1716. And alſo, I will make 
it appear, That ſeveral Barrels of Powder were taken out of the Magazine, and 
ſold by the Officers to the French and [ndians. And ſometime after February 
1716, I was Diſcharged at my own” Requeſt, becauſe I perceiving ſuch falſe 
Muſters and other 11] Practices amongſt the Officers, made me to ſeck for my 
Diſcharge from Captain Will;ams; upon which, he extorted from me'a Bond 
of Fifty Pounds, to be paid at the Cleazance of the Garriſon, which I con- 
ſented unto. : 

I have laid the aboveſaid Memorial before the Board of General Officers, and 
my Aftidavit of the ſame, which is Recorded in the War-Office, and alſo be- 
fore the Treaſury, and the Compryoller's-Office, and the Commiſſioners for Exa- 
mining the Debts due to the Army, (except the Article concerning the Pow- 
der) but have had no Anſwer from any of them, notwithſtanding I have made 
it appear by -the aforeſaid Athdavit, that His Majeſty is wrong'd of above 
Five Thontand Pounds, and no Account of the ſame. 

The Officers of the aforeſaid Garriſon, related to the General Officers, that 
they had received no Subſiſtance for the ſaid Garriſon. - 

Mr. Mulcaſtey, the Agent of the Garriſon, acknowledged, that there was

faid George Withers, is the Son of Lieutenant Colonel Withers, of her Late 
jeſties Regiment of Foot, then wry yramrf—4 Brigadier Blood, now by 
Major General Whiteman ;, which ſaid Colonel Withers had ſerv'd this Crown 
upwards of Thirty Years. The faid George Withers coming up two Days be- 
"* fore the BATTLE OF ALMANZA, fſerv'd as a Yoluntier, and was Shot and 
Stab'd thro? both Legs and Arms, and in all receiv'd Fifteen Wounds, ſeveral of which were 
very Dangerous; and had my a greater Misfortune, in ſeeing bis Father fall at the 
Head of the Battalion. After he had ſuffered by his Wounds in a moſt Deplorable manner, 
ſuch Mortifications enſuing, as cannot be with Decency expreſs'd; He was Carry'd Priſoner 
into France, and ſubſiſted as an _ : But being diſabled by his Wounds, at the General 
Exchange of Priſoners, was reputed Dead here, and left wholly Unprovided for. 

The faid George Withers being left thus deſtitute by the Government of all Supplies 
for the Neceſlities of Life, and his Mother having ſurviv'd her Husband above Three Years, 
yet never having Importun'd her late Majeſty for any Bowny or Penſion allow'd to the Wi- 
dows of other Officers, He made his Humble Application to the late Queen in Council, 
who was graciouſly pleas'd to order him the Command of the firſt F acant Company, as ap- 
perrs by a Minnute fign'd by the Right Honourable the Lord Lanſuowne, then Secretary 
at War : But the ſaid Order was render'd ineff-&ual, on her Majefties Demiſe; Since which, 
. the Minute was Deliver'd and Affirm'd by the Earl of Gal»ay, (whoſe noble Courteſies 
will Erernally be acknowledged by the faid George Withers,) to the Preſent Secretary, 
and then. the Caſe laid before his Preſent Majeſty; who has been gracioully pleafed to es £ 
it to the Duke of Marlborough, with an Order for Proviſion for bim by the firſt Opporrnity. 
But upon Application to his Grace for the Grant of a Captain's Half” Pay, to ſubfiſt on till 
ſuch Proviſion was made, was anſwered, that it cou'd not be granted, fince the Efabliſhmenr 
for Half Pay, allow'd it to none but ſuch who were in fill Commiſſion before, and that it 
might be of ill Conſequence to make a Precedent in Oppoſition to the Eſtabliſhment. With 
which Reaſons, the ſaid George Withers, thinks He ought to be fatisfy'd, fince it is fitter 
a ſingle Perſon ſhou'd ſuffer, than the Public be Injur'd. | 

Now the {aid George Withers, in the Delays for theſe three Years of Subfiſtance from 
the Government, having wholly waſted his ſmall Subſtance, which render'd him Inſolvent 
for the expenſive Cures of his Wounds, and their fr:quent Excurſions fince his Return for 
England, He is at preſent confin'd to the Rules of the Arg; Bench for Debts thereon ; 
where, without timely Supplies, He muſt ſpeedily Periſh. Wherefor2, having ſuffer'd by 
Anguiſh, Lge, and Diſappointments, beyond (perhaps) any Parallel in the Kingdom, and 
(to compleat his Miſery) as yet has found no EffeQs of his faithful Service, but a Priſon ; 
and all this at an Age when others taſte the ſprightly Pleaſures attending the Spring of 
Life, He is adviſed to make his Caſe known to ſuch Perſons as are eminent for their Ge-. 
nerolity and Compaſſion, a Lift of which a Friend has given him, and to whom alone his 
moſt Deplorable Caſe will be ſent. 

He is adviſed, that it will be fo far from RefleAing on the CharaQer of a Gentleman, thus 
to Addreſs himſelf under fuch Extremities, that it will rather lye 3s a heavy Impuration upon 
him, to decline ſuch a favourable ror y becauſe 1t will render hun acceffary to his 
own Deſtru&ion, and carry with it an Air of I-manners, fince Negligence herein, will ſeem 
to call in queſtion the Noble Qualifications, which the Genera! Voice affords to thoſe rworchy 
Perſons He is adviſed to ſend to. 

What gives him the more Security for Pardon to this Importunity, is, that his Misfortunes

X.X. You are not to Sign any Ticket upon diſcharge of any of your men, but ſuch 
a5 ſhall be printed Tickets, to prevent the great prejudice, which too often happens to 
the King, by counterfeiting of Tickets; nor ſhall you ſuffer any ſuch Ticket to be. if- 
ſued to any Sea-man diſcharged, without being ſigned by your ſeit, Maſter, Purſer, and 
Boatſwain, together withthe Gunner and Carpenter, for their reſpcEtive Crews, or 
cauſe ſhown upon the ſaid Ticket, of tte want of either of the ſaid Officers nands ; 
nor that upon any pretence Whatloever, any Ticket be made out, before the pertorn for 
whom the ſame 1s madce,be actually dijcharged, and the ſaid perfor, or {ome other law- 
fully impowered to demand the fame. And you are, before your ; oirs to Sea,to!terd 
to, or call onthe Clark of the Acts, who upon your Receipt for the ſane, is to ſupply

you with a competent number of pri:ted Tickets, Which you are carefully to x-c; 
you, and uſe, as there ſhall be occation ; and upon your return home, to give ar" 2c- 
compt under your hand to the ſaid Clark of the ACts, of the expence of every indi- 
vidual Ticket, ſpecifying the Numenal Letter and Number, by which each Ticket is 
diſtinguiſht, with the day of its Signing, the perſon for whole tervice, as well as the 
perſon to w hoſe hand the ſame was by you iſſued, and to deliver back to the ſaid 
Clark of the Acts, ſo many of tae ſaid Tickets, as ſhall tacrem be found remaining in 
your hands. 
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X.XI. As often as your Ship ſhall come into any Part to be laid on Shore, or Car- 
reencd to be cleaned, vou arc to taxe ſpecial care that the Officers and Sea-mea be kept 
together, and give tacir conftant attendance, to get heroff ſeaſonably and ſafe to ter 
Moorings again, and not to think their duty at anend, whea they have firſt Moorcd her, 
or when ſhe 1s on Shore, although it happen to be in a Port, where the Officers and 
Pcople of His Majefiies Yard ate at kane to aſſiſt. 


X.XIZ. And you are Frictiy to take care, during the Voyage, by the help of your 
Carpenters Crew, to keep your Ship well cau!ked both on her Decks and Sides, and 
to ſee ali things ſcaſonably done for the well keeping the Body of His Majeſties ſaid 
Stup, in what concerns the duty of that Officer, and his Crew.

As often as the Ship under your Command ſhall come into any Port or 
Road to revictual, or thall revictual at Sea, you ſhall ſend to the Victualler of His Ma- 
jeſties Navy, or his Agent, anaccompt of the number of men born ſhortin Victual- 
ling, or ſupernumeraries fince the prececding Victuolling, reducing them to ſo maiy 
men for one day, adding likewiſe the reaſon of the bearing ſupernumerarics (if any 
be born) whether they were priſoners, or: men traniported, or upon any other 0Cca- 
ſon ; tothe end, that atrue knowledge may be alwaics had of the ſtate of the Victual. 
Jing of His Majeſties Ships, and for how longtimethey are in a condition for Service,

When the Victualling of the Ship, ſhail.not hold out in equal proportions, 
but that one or more Species of Victuals ſhall fall ſhort of thereſt, you are{trictly to 
examine the reaſon of the ſame, and where it hath :appened by reaſon of the leakage 
of Cask, or defectiveneſs of any !ort of Proviſion, that ſhall have been caft (upon duc 
ſurvey thereof firſt had ) or that the Purſer did reccive broken proportions of Victuals 
fromthe Victualler,(which nevertheleſs is not approved of, nor to be uſed butupon ur- 
gent neceſ].ty : ) In which caſe the Purſer is to produce the Bill of Credit given him 
by the Viciualler, for the Victuals reccived ſhort: And if it ſhall appear, that nei- 
ther of theſe waies the Victuals ſhall fall out unequal, itmay juſtly be ſuſpected, that 
the Purſer hath imbezilled the ſame; and therctore you arc to acquaint the Admirals 
therewith, if you ſhall be near the Flag, or if in Harbour, you are to repreſent the 
fame untothe principal Officers and Commiſſioners of His Majeſties Navy, that the 
Purſer may be called toaccompt for the ſame, an} puniſhed according to his deſert. 


X.x7.. You areto keep an accompt diſtinct of ſuch men as ſhall happen to be ſick or 
wounded, and once every week you are to make up accompts with the Purſer of ſick 
and wounded Men, or any others abſent, and ſet that matter right in your Book, which

X.x7 7. You are not to allow of any Man to be Victualled, till you have entered 
hin on vour own Book, and fent him with a Note under your own hand unto the Ste- 
ward for Victuals, which Note {hall be the Steward's only Voucher for his iſſues upon 
the weekly day for accompting. 


You are at all times to give way to, and aſſiſt the Muſter-Maſter, and Clark 
ofthe Checque, in their reſpective Muſterings of your Ships Company, when ever 
they thall make offer of doing the fame; and to ſce that without Excuſethe Purſers, 
or int err abſence their Stewards, do furniſh them with Books prepared according to

XX.Y. You areat the end of the Voyage, and before Pay-day, to deliver unto thc 
Principal Officers ard Commiſſioners of His Majeſties Navy a Journal kept by your 
ſelf, expreſſing in diſtinct colums the place of your bcing with Your faid Ship cach 
day at noon, the daily changes of the Wind, all extraordinary accidents occationing 
the waſte or expence of the King's Stores, or Proviſions, all Salutes, and the ground 
thereof, your lying trom on Board at night, with their occaſions, and ovght elſe con- 
ducing to the tatistying of Me, as well in your general care of His Majefties Service, 
as particular compliance with theſe my InftruCtions in this your Imployment,from the 
day of your St1ps Entrance into Sea-victuals to that of the delivery of the ſaid Jour-

nal, as aforeſaid into the Office of the Navy: And in caſe of your removal out of tic 
ſaid Ship during the Voyage, You are todiliver your ſaid Journal atteſted under your 
hand to the ſucceeding Commander thereof, who is hereby required at the end of 
the Voyage (as you in ſuch caſe alſo are) to deliver unto the principz!

XXXT. You are upon all occaſions to endeavour the maintaining of 'His Majeſtics 
Honour Aboard, giving Protection to his SubjeCts, and endeavouring what in you lyes 
to ſecure and encourage them intheir Trade ; and you arenot to injure any of the Sub- 
jects of His Majeſties Friends or Allyes, 


XXXI7. Upon your meeting with any Ship or Ships within His Majeſties Seas 
(which for your better guidance hercin,you are to take notice that they cxtend to Cape 
Feneſtre ) belonging toany Forreign Prince or State, You are to expect, that in their 
paſſing by you, they ſtrike their Top-ſail, and take in their Flag, in acknowledgment of 
His Majeſties Sovercignty in thoſe Seas; and if any ſhall refuſe to do it, or ofter to re- 
fiſt, you are to uſe your utmoſt endeavours tocompel them thereunto, and in no wiſeto 
ſuffer any diſhonourto be done to His Majeſty : And in caſe any of His Majeſties Sub- 
jects ſhould be ſo far forgetful of their duty, as to omit ſtriking their Top-fail, as they 
paſs by you, when it may be done without the loſs of the Voyage,you are to bring him 
to the Flag toanſwer his contempt,or otherwiſe to return the name of the Ship, and of 
the Maſter unto me ; as alſoof the place from whence, and the Port to which ſhe ſhall 
be bound; and you are to make the Maſter of herto pay the charge of what ſhot you 
ſhall make at her.

of Cannon of ſome Fort or Caſtle, where you are to ſend Aſhore, to inform your ſelt 
what return they will make to your Salute ; and in caſe you have good afſurance that 
you ſhall be anſwered Gun for Gun, you are then to Salute the Port as is uſual: But if 
you ſhall not be well aſſured, that you ſhall have an equal number of Guns returned 
you, you are then in no wiſe to ſalute that place. And in caſe the Ship,wherein you now 
Command,ſhall at the ſame time carry His Majeſties Flag, you are, before you Salute 
the place, carefully to inform your ſelf how Flags (of the ſame quality with that you 
Carry)of other Princes have been ſaluted there; and you are tointiſt on it,to be Saluted 
with as great reſpect and advantage,as any (Flag of the ſame quality with yours) of any 
other Prince hath been Saluted in that place, from which you arc inno wiſe to depart. 


XXX111. Incaſe of your ſeizure of any Prize in time of War, you are to take care, 
That immediately upon the ſeizing thereof, the Hatches be ſpiked up, and that all the 
Goods and Merchandizes belonging to her, as alfo the Ships-furniture, be ſecured from 
imbezilment, and the Ship brought into Harbour, there to be proceeded againſt in the 
High Court of Admiralty, And you are alſo to cauſe the Officers of the Prize to be 
examined, and three, or more of the Company, that can give the beſt Evidence, to be 
reſerv'd, and (together with all the Charter-Partics, Bills of Lading, and other Papers 
found Aboard)to be ſent up unto the High Court of Admiralty. | 


XXX. In order to the preventing thoſe ſad accidents, which do too frequently 
happen on Board Ships by fire. You are to take ſpecial care, that every night, preſcnt- 
ly after the ſetting of the Watch, both Fire and Candle be put out, eſpecially, in the 

| Hould, Steward-room, and Cock-pit, and you are to appoint ſome careful Officer to 
80 into the Cook-room, and between Decks, to ſee the ſame performed ; and that 
afterwards there be no Candles in private Cabbins, or for the Ships uſe, but in Lan- 
thorns: And you are likewiſe ſtrictly to prohibit taking of Tobacco, unleſs in the

II. You are nor, as you will anſwer it at your Peril, either to order, or ſufs 
fer to be made, the leaſt Addition or Alteration in any Cabbins, Bulkheads, 
or any other Part of the Ship, or in the Dirhenſions of her Maſts, Yards, Sails, 
or other Furniture : And you are to take particular Care to preſerve the Stores 
from Accidents, Periſhing, Imbezzlements, or their being apply'd to any pri- 
vate or indirect Uſe whatſoever. 

IIT. You are to cauſe frequent Surveys to be taken of the Boatſwain's and 
Carpenter's Stores, and as often as conveniently may be, and the Service will 
admit thereof, to have them brought on the Deck, there to be aired ; and then 
you are to take an exat Account of their Condition, as well as Quantities, and 
cauſe their Defects to be repaired : And at the ſame Time you are to cauſe the 
Store-Rooms to be cleaned, aired, and ſecured from Vermin and Drips.

IV. You are not to permit the Ship's Decks, Gratings, Ladders, &«. to be

or Cleaning her, you are not, now in Time of Peace, to put His Majeſty to the 
Charge of Cleaning her during her being Abroad : And tor the better Perform- 
10g ſuch Works as may be necefſary during the Voyage, you are to endeavour

Nor are you to Cauſe ary Works to be done, or Stores to be purchaſed 
Abrcad, but what ſhall be abſolutely neceſſery, and that then it be performed 
with the beſt Husbandry that may be, and Receipts taken for the Payments, 
mentioning therein the Quality, Quanciry, and Prices of all Things; and the 
{aid Payments are to be made inthe Preſence of two or more of the Commiſſion 
or Warrant-Officers of the Ship, and their Hands taken as Witneſſes thereto.

XIII. And you are to take Care, that your Accounts and Vouchers for the 
ſaid Draughts be ſent Home with the Bills of Exchange, it poſſible, or as ſoon 
atter as may be; and that Duplicates of them be alto ſent, left the others 
ſhould miſcarry. 

XIV. You are not to conſine yourſelf to any particular Perſons in purchaſing 
what Stores you ſhall find abſolutely neceſſary for the Ship, {which you are

of H E Searmen for the lucre of ſuch great Wages in Merchant-Men, do lurk and hide 

themſelves from their Majelties Service, whereby it comes to be lo difficult to 

ver Men for the Kings Ships; whereas if their Wages were near alike, their Ma» 

jelties would never want Seamen in their Fleet, A Seamans Wages, in a Mer- 
chant-man, in time of Peace, is uſually about 25 5. a Month, and in a Colher ;o or 40 5s. a 
Voyage, which now is come to 6, 7, and 87. a Voyage ; and 50s. and 34, a Month in a 
Merchant-man, which while they can have, they wall leave their Majelties Ships and 
abſcond themſelves trom being Impretit, rather than ſerve for the ulual Rate of the 
Navy, which is 23s. a Month at 25 days in a Month, which is 25 5. a Month at twelve 
Months in the Year; and till ſuch their extraordinary Wages be brought down, 1t 1s not 
to be thought it will be otherwiſe, though it is not evident they are ever the Richer at 
the Years End tor any ſuch large Wages. 

Therefore it is humbly propoſed, that for their Majeſties Service, the Rates of Seamens 
Wages in Merchant-men be reduced to os. per Month going with Convoy, and 35 s. 
per Month running without Convoy: and that if any private Sailer ſhall demand more, 
than the Rates aforeſaid, that he may be brought to an Office to be eretted for Regiſtring 
of Shipping and ſmall Craft, and thence ſent on Board one of their Majeſties Ships of War, 
there to ſerve for a Year as a Preſt-man. 

&3> This will be an Equivalent for the Maſters and Owners of Ships, providing a 
Seaman according to my Propoſal; for Example, a Ship of 7o Tun hath ſeven Men to Sail 
her, whereot five are before the Maſt, and now receive 505. a Month: By this Regula- 
tion the Maſter will ſave 54. a Month while at Sea, 1n lieu of one Seaman each Ship 1s to 
hind for che King, and hereby the Seamen in their Majeltics Ships will have Encourage- 
ment, becaule they will have Mony given them to go, and loſe none of the great Wages 
which now tempts them to lurk, and go in Merchant-men, 

it may be Objected, that this Reducement of Wages will make Seamen leave their 
native Country, and go into Foreign Service. 

To which it is Anſwered on the contrary, that they will not do it, becauſe firſt no Na- 
tion Victuals fo well as the Ereliſh, and our Sailers love to Eat well: I that have 
Summer'd and Winter'd them ſo otten, know ſomething of their Tempers ; Secondly, 
It 15 as good Wages, it not better, than any other Country gives; and therefore it is not 
r0 be thought, that Exgliſh Seamen ( excepr ſome few Scoundrels, I have obſerved good 
tor nothing) will leave their Native Country, their Friends and their Families to go... 
into Foreign Service for the ſame or leſs Wages, which may ſufficiently be ſeen by their 
retuling the French Service, tho they had large ofters made them. 

?x5”* This done, will be a vait Advantage to their Majelties Fleet, and the Benefit of 
Trade; *rwill be an Eaſe on all ſides, and make Scamen plenty. 

And to ſhew that there are Exg/iſh Scamea lutticicat both for publick and private Ser- 
Vice, we may oblerve this laſt Summer, that their 4/ajelties Fleer was very well Man- 
ned, belides great Fleets of Merchant Ships, both Abroad and at Home : and if Care 
in the firſt place be taken of the Grand Flect, which is the main Intereſt of the King-

Thouſands : But now there 1s other Miſeries either fallen on them, or thrown on them ; 
there being ſome Thouſands ſet Sick on the Shore, and are made Run ; And there are ſome 
other Miſeries have attended the Miſerable Seamen before, that are Humbly Repreſented to 
Your Honours for Relict; And alſo, I have Repreſented, hay it 1s poſſible His Majeſty and 
theſe Nations may be Cheated, andthe Seamen Abuſed and Cheated alſo : And it Your Ho- 
nours can find out a way to Relieve the Miſerable Seamen, and to fave them and the Nation 
from being Cheated of Fifty or a Hundred Thouſand Pound a Year , it will be worth Your 
Honours Trouble : But however, 1 Repreſent their Caſe ro Your Honours, 1 do not intend 
to Repreſent it ſo among the Seamen ; tor it is well they do not know their Miſery together ;

H A T the Laſt Year, the Loyal and Faithful Seamen of Erxg/azd having met with 
great Diſappointment 1n many of their Payments, and it being Humbly Repreſented 
ro His Majeſty and Your Honours, there was ſo great Relief Ordered, that Thou- 
ſands have cauſe to Bleſs God for at this day, and to Return Thanks to His Majcity and Your 
Honours ; and there being ſome Hardſhips and Miſeries on the Seamen at preſent , which it 
may be ſuppoſed, have not been truely Repreſented to His Majeſty and Your Honours; and 


therefore

therefore may with the greater hopes be expeCted to be Relieved : And forne of them arc 
as follows. 


Fir/t, There is many of them that are turned from Ship to'Ship, that have Money due in 
Three Ships, tothis day unpaid. 

Secondl;, Some Thouſands have been ſet on Shoar Sick, and many of them either Dying 
or Continuing Sick ; And ſome {ent to the Hoſpitals, and yet for not going on Board their 
Ships again, they are made a Run. 

T hiraly, Some that their Ships going away before they were well, and they not being able 
to get to their Ships, have gone on Board of other Ships, and they are made a Run, although 
ſtill in His Majeſties Service. 

Fourthly, Some that have been preſt away while their own Ships have been in the Dock to 
mend, or otherwiſe, and carried on Board of others of His Majeſties Ships, have yet been 
made a Run. 

Fifthly, Sometimes when Men are either a Preſſing, 'or on Shoar about the Ships Buſineſs, 
or with the Captains Leave, are by the Clerk of the Check made Run. 

Sixthly, Sometimes when a Man hath Twenty Pound due in a Ship, and is diſcharged by 
the Captain, and hath a Ticket given him for his Pay, yet by the Clerk of the Check he is 
made Run, although he was Entred the next day on Board another Ship. 

Seventhly, It is of late it ſeems ſo ſeverely carryed on againſt the Poor Seamen, that if they 
have an R— on the laſt Ship, they are made Run for the other Ships they were in before. 

Eizhthly, By that means it 1s not ſafe tor Landlord, or Chandler, or Tradeſman to trutt the 
Families of the Diſtreſſed Seamen for Rent, Cloaths or Bread, ſince if that a Seamen he ho- 
neſt, he may be turned over out of the hit Ship into another Ship ; and in the ſecond Ship 
he may fall Sick, and be fect on Shoar, and there dye, and he made Run ; as 1s viſible now right 
or wrong, to puta £. oran R. on their Names ; and at Pay-day, it none were there before, 
if they Return not to their Ships again, and that they cannot do, if Sickneſs or Death Pre- 
vents ; or alſo, if their Ships be gone to the Streights, orto the Weſt-Indies, that it is impoſſi» 
ble ro follow them ; or if they are preſt on Buard of other Ships, and looſe their Pay for the 
former, it will be Miſerable, and look like great Cruelty. 

Ninthly, Another Miſery is, that the Captains of Ships make out Tickets for ſeveral of 
them, and keep them; and the poor W retches that are the Seamens W ives,know not of them ; 
and fo are put by their Pay at I ay-day, for the Captains or others having their Tickets. 

Tenthly, There 1sno Law made to puniſh the Captains for keeping the Tickets, whereby 
the Miſery of the Seamen is Great and Deplorable , and like to Continue, if not Relieved, 

Eleventhly, When Seamen are turned over into other Ships, the Captain of the laſt Ship de- 
mands the Tickets for the other Ship; and ſo if the Seamen would get erher Bread for their 
Families or Cloaths for themſelves on Credit of their other Pay they have been ſomerimes 
hindred, and ſometimes lole the Payment at Recals alſo. 

T welfthly, When the Seamen fee that thoſe that go to Newcaſtle have Six or Seven Pound a 
Voyage ; and it may be it 1s Earned in a Moneth; and others in Merchants Ships have Fifty 
Shillings or Three Found the Moneth, and their Families have a Conttant Supply ; and they 
that ſcrve the King, ſo ſerved by one Miſery or another, or by their Captains Knavery their 
Tickets detained , then it may be ſome Seamen do in good earneſt run away ; and under the 
Notion of theſe running away, there are ſome Thouſands of others made Run, or have a 2. 
put to their Pay , which muſt be Petitioned for, or their Pay loſt, as if they were run 
indeed. 

Thirteeathly, Tt is in the power of the Captain, or the Captains Clerk, or the Clerks of the 
Office, or the Clerk of the Check, or the Purſer to put a 2. or an R. on any poor Seamans 
Pay, and that is as bad as an Execution almoſt; fince if a Man have a 2. or an R. in one 
Book, and ſtands clear in all the reſt, is made Run in all the Rett, fometimes ; and none that 
I ever heard of, is called in queſtion why the Q. or R. was put on 

Fourteenthly, The poor Seamens Wives or Friends, 1 may be, know not of it until Pay- 
Day, and then loſe their Fayment; and after waiting Two or Three Years, are forc*t to be- 
gin again ; and it may be, they live in Scot/ana, or in the North or Weſt of England; and 
when they hear of it, to come up to Petition, it may be the poor Wretches are, 

Fifieenthly, Forced ro wait Ten or Twelve Weeks to get a Petition anſwered; and at laſt, 
it may be, they cannot ſend to the Srreighrs or Weſt-Inaies tor to have Certificates from the 
Commanders, or to get the Tickets from their Commanders, and fo are in danger to loſe all 
at laſt, and thats poor Relief, and I fear the Cryes will Reach to Heaven. 

Sixteenthly, Atter the Seamen have had all this Affliction, and thoſe that have truſted them, 
are many of them Broken and gene away, yet there are ſome Commanders lo unreaſonable ; 
as to hinder thoſe that truſted them, trom coming on Board to Receive their Money at Pay- 
Day , but ſet Centeryes to threaten to thoot thole who come on Board to look tor their own 
Money. T0. 

4. RENO Some Commanders have ſet Centeryes to keep away thoſe from coming on 
Board that had Cloaths, to ſell for the Seamen at Fay-Day, threatning to ſhoot them , or tink 
their Boats, whereby the, Seamen. cannot fately be trutted before Pay-Day ; neither _

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'o bientitully and Cheap, as they might at Pay-Day to the Diſcouragement of Trade, and 
hindrance of the Seamens having Choice of Goods.

N:ine:tenthly, The poor Seamens Wives might have had their Husbands Pay Received by a 
Clerk at Pay-Day for One Shilling in the Pound, and now the Clerks are hindred from that, 
whereby a poor Seamans Wite may go t9 Port/month and wait a Mone:h, ſpend Forty Shil- 
[ings going and coming, and give One as much more to look after, and provide for her Chil- 
dren un that time, to Receive a Tickets Money of Five Pound, that might have been Received 
tor Five Shillings by the Clerks. 

Twen:terhly, The Seamens Families were in ſuch great Diſtreſs before , that they fold their 
Pay ſome of them at half loſs, and there being none Appointed to hear their ſad Complaints, 
and to Relieve them againſt ſuch as Extorted their Pay at half los, neither to call thoſe Cap- 
tains to Account that kept their Tickets, or Received their whole Pay wrongfully, Others 
lince that have Extorted their Pay at half loſs ſince; and alſo fome Commanders have de- 
tained their Tickets ſtill, although I am afraid the Groans and Cryes of their Miſery hath 
erved in the Ears of God and Man; and it could never be ſuppoſed, that they that fold their 
Pay at halt loſs could ſerve fo freely next time, ſeeing none regarded to Relieve them. 

21/3, "There hath been near Twenty Thouſand hath dyed in Their Majeſties Service ſince 
this War, as by the ſeveral Ships-Books will appear, if examined, by the Sword or Sickneſs ; 
many of whom have been made Run, and ſome that have had their Runs taken off with 
great difticulty or loſs : And it Your Honours would conſider, how the Miſery in ſome re- 
{p<&s do tar exceed the Miſery of the other Pocr in Ezz/a»d; the Families of poor Labou- 
rcrs in Ciry and Countrey, have, 

1. Their Wages commonly once a Week, or once a Moneth ; the Seamen ſometimes none 
in Four Years. And, 

2, Other poor Women can many times in the City and Countrey go to their honeſt Ma- 
ſters or Miſtreſles Houſes, and have many a good Meals Meat in a Year, yea, it may be ſome- 
timesin a Week ; But the poor Families ot the Seamen, though rhey have the beſt Maſter 
_ on this {de of Heaven, yet His Houſe will not hold them all; and fo it they have neither 
Money nor Credit, may ſtarve; unleſs the Pariſhes keep them: And One in particular I 
knew, that by relation, as appeared after ſhe was dead, did periſh, and to the ſhame of he 
that'was then Church-Warden of Shadwell; he would not Support her, becauſe as he preten- 
ded, ſhe had not payd *cot and Lot to the Pariſh ; andat the ſame time ſhe Owed me Ten 
Found ; and I Lent her more Money while Sic :,but knew not her Caſe ſo Bad and ſo Extreme 
Miſerable , until after her Death ; and her Husband in a Man of War Three Years, and I was 
forced to lay down more Money to Bury her, to have her Carried our of the Houfe, her 
Goods not beiog all worth Six Shillings : And I ſuppoſe, rhe laſt wv eck, I being ordered by 
the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor to ſee His Majelties Gitt diſtributed to the Poor in our 
little 1 recinCt : In going round our poor place, there was near a Thoufand to receive Relief, 
beſides Children ; of which, and others not Relieved, although very poor, I ſuppoſe we have 
near Three Thouſand, and great part Seamens Families, exceeding poor ; and we have but 
about a Thouſand Houſes in our Precinct :. But the poor Seamens Families are ſometimes 
Four or Fivein a Houle at our end of the Town, very poor ; as there is Four or Five Fami- 
lies of others that are R cher, ſometimes Lodging in a Houſe in Weſtmizfler and Lonaon ; 
and I ſuppoſe we have Two Hundred Families, all whoſe Goods it fold together would 
hardly vield Twenty Shillings the Family ; therefore the Miſcry and Poverty, and the Cala- 
mity ot the Seamen is exceeding great, and their Caſe very deplorable, and to be lincerely laid 
to heart, Ard I bleſs the Lord, I have done my part ro Afſ;{t them this many Years ; and 
molt eſpecially, to Aſſiſt them in the Service of Their Majctties and theſe Nations; and in 
doing that, have loſt by near Three Hundred of them, as by my Books will appear. But yet if 
they ruine me, Iam ſtill by the Providence of God ſtirred up to plead their Cauſe, and they 
krow it not ; neither are like todo: And now I will ſhew Your Honours, that ſince this 
War might have oppreſſed the Seamen fo much, as to have gotten ſome Thouſands of 
Pounds by the Means tollowing ; and if the Pay-Books be ſearched, it will appear I have 
Received of their Pay, to the Number of near a Thouſand Men ; and if my own Books be 
Examined, I have truſted them ſome Thouſands of Lounds; And as to what I have truſted, 
T can appcal to my own Conſcience, thatI know not, that one with another, I did take more 
by Six pence in the pound protit on trult, than others did ready Money ; and for their Tickets 
thatT payd rcady Loney tor, 1do not know, that for the whole time I bought above One in 
Ten of anv Scaman tor above Two Shiilings and Six pence in the pound profit ; whereas, had 
I extorted in trulting, I might have gotten, it may be, a Thouſand Pound extraordinary that 
way ; and hzd I bought at Eight or Ten Shillings inthe pound profht, I might have made a 
Thouſund pound Three Thouſand in the firtt Year and halts time ; and the ſaid Three Thou- 
ſand ar leaſt Seven or Eight Thouſand in the reſt of the time; and fo have gotten a Confoun- 
ded Damnable deal of Money out of the Miſeries of the Seamen ; yea, gotten the Devil and all ; 
enough to ſend my ſelf ro Hell inthe getting, and my Poſterity there in the ſpending of it : 
And tt is not tor nothing, that ſome that were hardly worth a Penny betore the War, are

But as to the Gunners, the Honett Men, I hope will not be diſpleaſcd to hear ſomes have 
been ſuch Fools to play the Thief, until they were hanged for ſtealing of tlicir Maſters Fow- 
der: Bur I wonder how it thould almoſt come to Light, for 1 do not remember that ever I 
heard of onc pennyworth of Profit any one had! to diſcover any goods ſtolen from His Majeſty ; 


_ and 1 fear, if any Seamen diſcover it, _ mult expet: rather t9 be beat by forme fmall Om-' 
cers then Rewarded with Preterment for & 


ſcovering the Theft of the Gunners ; but I dp re- 
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member one Gunner had hidden Seventy Four Barrels of Towder; and Honeſt Loyal 
Captain Mcbel made his Men ſearch twice , and at lalt found it, and ſent the Gunner to the 
Marjhi/ſoas, and he came off, becauſe it was no: told away : And I think the Carpenter and 
Gunner of the F xerer were like to have come ſhort home ; but it ſeems they had others to 
Convey away their Prize, and ſo eſcaped firſt : But the next time being not long after, the 
Gunners Fowder took fire, and blowed up near a Hundred Men, and ſo the Pretty Gunner 
\ 45 hanged, for all there was but Twenty Barrels of Powder : And if a Man 1hould muiti- 
ply and divide by the Rule of Loſs and Gain with time. If one Ship ſteal Twenty Barrels, 
and another Ship hide Seventy Barrels, what may One Hundred and Fifty Ships do? And it 
One Year do ſo much, what may Seven Years do ? And the Price of Powder, I do hear, was 
Fitceen Pound the Barrel at New England before the Noxſuch came away , and I judge the 
Gunner bought none, neither was I there to ſee him fcll any; but tic Ship 1s gone to 
t r2nce, With what's left; and as to the Breda, being blown up with about Four Hundred 
cople on Sunday Morning, I do ſuppoſe the Gunner of her , or ſome of their Company 
was a going to Church, or ſomething ctherwiſe in the Powder-Room ; but His Majeſty 
lolt a Brave Ship, a Brave Commander, aud as Brave -Men as moſt in the Flect; and I do 
wonder, it the Gunner of rhe Elizabeth had carryed away his Seventy Barrels of Powder, 
how he would have paſt h's Accounts : But I remember a Story of an OId Gunner , dead fe- 
veral years paſt, That if a Man were as juſt as Job, there mult be Money ; and it he were 
as very Thief as any in Newgate, Money, Money, Money ; Ifay nomore. But ſuppoſe, 
if I were Store-keeper at ſome place , like to our Garriſon of Portſ5zoath, I could agree with 
the Gunners to go half Snips; and we would fell our Powder to a Merchant-Man , and 
ſend itaway at Noon-dav; and Fortune often favours the Bold, ſo that it might ſucceed ; 
and if taken, it waz ſo many Barrels ordered for ſuch a Ship : and if the Gunner of the Man 
of War own it, and it went clear the Merchant-Man had it, and fo the Gunner and I would 
d:ink Friends; and hardly any oncever think of it, or mind us 

But in my Opinion, it there were a Law made, That both the Thieves and the Receivers 
ſhould be alſo ſerved alike , and alſo thoſe Hoy-Men, or others, that helped to Convey it 
away ; and I ſuppoſe the pretty Creatures need not be hanged, for now Veople are not willing 
to teſtific againſt ſuch to take away their Lives perhaps ; but if there werea Law mz1e, That 
itany were found guilty of ſtealing, or conveying away the King Goods , that they that are 
guilty ſhall have the Middle Joynt of their Finger on cach Hand next the little one cut off 
to mark them, and then let them be foldto Virginia, or ſome other Plantation for perpetual 
Slaves ; and to take Security of the Merchants here, that they ſhall Tranſport them ; and the 
Buyers beyond Sca, to give Securities to the Governour there , to keep them during their 
Lives ; and if any of * cue do make their Eſcape, then on their firſt Landing in England a- 
gain to be hanged ; and that Maſter of a Ship that brought them zgain, ro have his Finger 
on each Hand cur off, and he to be fold in their Room : And it the many ſorts of Thieves in 
England were all ſerved fo, it might peradventure, clear Eng/azd of Thieves in Five or Six 
Years time, fince the Mors of theirs is, A Short Life and a Sweet ; And they have got a Trick 
to caſt off their Shoes ſome of them when they are hanged, becauſe they will not dye in rheir 
Shoes ; and therefore their ſhort Life and Sweet thould be turned into a Long Life and Bitter, 
and then they would rather work here at firſt, than be alwayes Slaves; and this Medicine 
would, it may be, ſerve Clippers and Coiners : But in my Opinion, rhey that furniſh them 
with Broad Money , and help off with the Small, are the greatelt Villains ; fince it 15 Repor- 
ted a Poor Fellow will work for half a Crown a day a Clipping of Money ; and lor Thieving 
many bring up their Children from $ix or Seven Years old to it; and Il'cople are unwilling to 
Profccute them ſometimes, tor fear of their Death ; but this would prevent that fear : Bur 
this is out of my way of a Gunners Imployment, except I am a Thiet alſo; and then I ſhould 
have many other things to ſtcal beſides Powder tco many to enumerate here : And it I were 
a Boatlwain, as I ſhould have Charge of abundant of things, ſo might ſteal the more ; bur it 
may be, their neateſt way would be, if I could get the Store-keepers to be but Confederates 
with me, I might not need to ſteal the things my ſelf, perhaps he will fell them for me ; But 
I cannot 1Tagine how we could Convey away a Cable of Twenty Inctes worth near 100 /. 
and fell it for F urteen or Fifteen Pound : I fear this would be patt my $kill, although I have 
Converſed with many Thouſands this War, and been on Board of almott all the Slups His 
Majeſty had, ſome Three or Four Years paſt ; but I have a bad Memory, and apt to forget 
above halt my Skill ; only, if I were a Boat{wain, and mult $:i2n the Seamens Tickets, if 
my Captain had Forty Hogs, I ſhould cxpett ro have ſome Two or '} hree Vips, except I had 
been found out ro have Cheated the King of ſume Stores, ard rhe Captain winked at that, 
and then in Civility I muſt let his Hogs paſs free, 2nd one kindneſs doth deſcrve another 
among good Natur'd Men ; and of all Mankind, theirs are the moſt truc one to another, if 
they go to'the Gallows, nay to Hell, they will commonly keep Counſel : And if I were a 
Carpenter, I might improve my Talent, as other Officers, to ſteal ſomething out of a Hun- 
dred things; for I ſiga no Tickets to get Hogs and Pigs ; and if I were a Maſter of a Man 
of War, I could not tell what to ſteal ; but if I ſigned the Seamens Tickets, as TI muſt do in 
my place, if the Captain or his Clerk do Cheat the King and the Seamen of Fitty HOSS, 4 
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ſhould expect to take Tithe, to have at leaſt Four or Five beſides my Supernumerary Servants ; 
and this, and being Drunk or Mad, and letting a Ship be knockt on the Head, is the greateft 
Feats of this Age that I could think of at preſent. But if I were a Minitter in a Ship, I could 
make a ſhift to be a diſgrace to the moſt Excellent National Church in the World; and in- 
ſtead of Reading Yrayers often, and Preaching, and Reproving the Seamen for their Blalp!1c- 
my, I could keep Company Night and Day with the Worſt Officers in the Ship, and Drink 
and Swear as faft as they; and fo diſhonour my Holy Profeſſion : But it the Honourable 
Houſes of | arliament pals an A& againſt Swearing, Curſing, and Blaſpheming, I hope there 
will be ſome betrer Regulaticn in the Minds of Mankind : And as there is as Able and Re- 
verend Biſhops, as hath bcen for this Laſt Age of the World : Ic would be a very acceptable 
Work to God, and to the Church, to ſend Sober, and Sound, and Couragious Miniſters on 
Board the Flcet : And as to the preventing of the Thievery in the Fleet, 1t there were bur 


ting of rhe belt of Kings; I think there ought to be Five Hundred Pound Security that they 
ſhould give, that they {hall not Cheat the King or the Seamen by gerring Tickets wrongfully 
made out : I remember Two or Three of them told me they has 


home again, though the Scamen pumped, ir may be, Ten Dayes together , to fave their 
Ship and Lives, yct if the Goods were damnihed with Wet , the Poor Milcrablc Seamens 
Wages, which could hardly ſave the Ship, yet they muſt pay for the Damwmage ; and now 
there is many top part of their Poor Seamens Pay, although there be not any Dammage ; 
and it may be, that thall buy the Maſters Wite a Silk Gown ; 67 it may be, help him to Main- 
t2in a ++ hore, with as much Confidence as ſome Commiſſion Officers do ; ani in my mind, 
that is too fawcy for Maſters of Merchant Men to pretend to : But they that are honeſt 
themſclves, will pay their Mcn honettly, and theſe Maſters I Love and FEltcem, and they are 
a Credit and Incouragement to our E/2/:fþ Navigation : And I have known ſeveral Brave 
Worchy Mcn Commanders of Ezft-1:4:2 Ships, and other Voyages who have fed their Sea- 
men well, and payd them well, and God liath Blefſed chem with Picks, 2nd with the Love 
of the Seamen alſo ; Bur ir is a ſad thing how ſome others do att :; For is it poble for a 
Commander of an Eaft-In4:: Ship to have ſo Littie, and ſo Bad Provit:. nz, and ro deny them 
\uch Neceflary Subſiſtance, that there might be ſeveral Men in a Ship -uily perith tor want ? 
I have heard of near Twenty Men have becn ſuppoſed to periſh in 2 Ship thur way, when 
Sixty or Seventy Men have not been allowed a 1 ound of Butter ro the'r Water-Grvel, and not 
Two Found of Sugar ; And when the Chirurgeon ot the Ship hat!i Complained, rhy Caprain 
harh ſaid, Dottor, Whar need you trouble your [eif- And in my {ulgment, it is a fad thing 
allo, that they {Hould nor be fo well provided with, matrer, a5 the to, arc in the Ship: And 
it was a ſhare, that the Mozera from [4:4 that 15 now milling, thuild be forced to borrow 
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Water of otlier Ships, ſo ſoon almoſt as ſhe came out of her laſt Harbour, where they might 
have had Water enough; and if ſhe be loſt for want of Water , I ſuppoſe her lofs to the 
Company will be near One Hundred and Fifty Thouſand Found; and to the King near 
Twenty Thouſand Pound : And were it not for Luker of Stowage,and Freight of Goods, that 
It may be, every Tun of Water might hinder the Stowage of near a Tun of Goods ; and 
{o the Captain might loſe about Twelve Pound Freight ; I know not what other Reaſon can 
be reaſonably rendred for fuch bad Uſage to be put on Men, to deny them Water, that God 
allowerh to Man and Bealt : And indeed, in my Opinion, it was a very Dreadful thing, that 
any Captain ſhould be Charged with hurrying of his Chirurgeon out of the World laſt 
Voyage, by taking lium out of his Bed, and Keell-halling of him, that is, it ſeems, to put 
hum down on one fide of the Ship into the Water, and Dragging him up on the other, when 
he was a Sweating; and that he dyed in two dayes afterward, Now ſurely, We arc at 
Land the ircelt People in the World ; and it is pity that fuch Cruel Barbarouſneſs ſhould be 
uled on the Water, that any 'Commanders ſhould not only Barbarovily abuſe their Ships- 
Company, but kill them, as ſome have been accuſed of ; beftides many others ſuppoſed to dye 
ſor want of Food ſufficient to ſupport Nature : And it would be happy for the Poor Miſerable 
\Wretched Seamen , 1t they had but as good Plenty of Food and Water, as the Captains Hogs 
have in ſome Ships : And it there were a ſearch into the E/t- India-Companies Ships Books, 1 
ſuppoſe thete were ſome Ships carried out about One Hundred and Seventy, or One Hundred 
and Eighty Men apiece, and brought home but about Thirty, or about Thirty Five of thoſe 
they Carrycd out: And if the Books of the Beaufort and the Rechefier were Examined, it 
might tall out to be them, or ſome ſuch ; and the Sampſox hired near Fitty Indians to help 
bring her home : Andit from the Year 1675, until the icars 1690, tlic Eaſt-India-Companies 
Ships have Buried a quarter part , it not above halt the Men they carryed our of Exgland with 
them, then the Honourable Houſes will fee how greatly they Increaſed Seamen in Fifteen 
Years time ; and it they carryed out not above a quarter part of Goods thither that they did in 
Value bring home again to Exg/anad, then it may be ſuppoled there was much Silver and Gold 
went for the Reſt; and indeed , who could ever think that we {ſhould have our Guineas Rite 
to paſs at Twenty Five Shillings the piece; and that if we have Ten Millions of Silver-Mo- 
ney, that there ſhould be Four Millions Clipe oft from it ; and yer that Silver ſhould be fo 
dear, that our Mild-Money is worth Twelve-pence in the Pound I'rofit to melt down ; and 
this is te fruit of our having Two Millions of Goods more trom Fraxce , or otherwile, in 
times of Peace; ſome Years more than they had of us : And, until we have a New Coina 
for our Money, I fear it will be fo ſtill, if Peace comes : But however, it our Old Mone 
continue to by Clipe @s it is, we ſhall keep that, and have abundance of Counterfeit alſo ad- 
ded toit, But if there were Money ated to be Coincd, that were Three Hundred Ounces 
for a Hundre:! Pound Sterling-Money, it would be heavier by a third part than our Clipt- 
Money ; ard a Millionof Mild Coined in a Year at that weight, would call in another MlIlion 
of Old, and have a Sillion and a half of good New Money im the room of a Million of Old; 
and no Charze to ite Nation ; and there might be One per Cer. allowed to the Bank, or the 
Goldtmiths, or the Camber of London to carry in Silver, and haic i our every Moneth, would 
be 1 welve fer Cent, per Annum ; But this 1$ by the way ci Diveition: for I was pleading 
for the poor milcrable Seamen : It there was Incouragement tor tc to be Victualled con» 
ſtantly, as well in-all Merchant-Ships, as the King corth Vict..a! in te Royal Navy z and 
if they were payd fully for all that was pinched out of ti;Þvir Þlyss; and alfo that none 
ſhould be abated any thing out of their iay and Wages tor Jaramage, except it were for 
their own negleCt : This would be the way to keep the Seainen trom running out of the 
Land in time of i cace; and allo that there might be ſome way tovnd out, that they might 
have their Wages of .Merchant-Ships, without going to Law halt a Year, or a Year; and that 
they might not be kept out of their Money near a quarter ot a Year aſter they are come home , 
as ſome of the Eaſt-IzaiaShips do : And ſeeing that the Poor Souls have bcen out many of 
them Two or Three Years, and are Preſt into His Majeſtics Service, I do wonder how the 
Commanders can think the poor miſerable Seamen mult do tor Cloths to tix them out in His 
Majeſties Service, if His Majeſtics Ships goeth out to Sea 1n hait that tine before they are 
aid: In my mind, this is far from the Law of God to the Fes, that were not to Let the 
Fire of the Labourers reſt unpaid one Night, Levit:cas 19. 3. And that becauſe their Heart 
was ſet upon it, and indeei the Lord himſelf did take care for the Beait under the Law, that 
the Oxen that did treed out the Corn, ſhould not be muſlzd ; But it I miſtake cot, If the 
Honourabic Houſes will {ze one of the Bonds of a Hundred Pound a 'picce, that the Seamen 
ſhall not carry out any Woollen Cloth, neither near Forty other forts of Ezg{iſp Goods out of 
Englani to Inaiz : neicher bring home any Sts or Calicges ; neither near Forty other forts 
of Goods trom thence ; it may be, they will ſee the Seamen are tlicreby mulied mere than 
God would allow the Oxen to be. And many times ain thoſe Long Voyages , it halt the Sea- 
men were t2 periſh tor want, they have not Forty Shulings apicce Venture to buy any thing 
ro fave their Lives: And it doth fo fall out in thoſe Voyages, that at Three or Four Years 
end, when the Poor Miſerable Seamen do come hoine, they have not ſome of them Forty 
Shillinzs apiece to Receive, rhe other being due, as is pretended to the Captain or Vurſers, or 
{cme OfFicers or another, cxceptit be Two moneths or Threes Pay that is paid at the Eaft- 
lais 
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India-Hcuſe, and that ſhould be payd one Moneth every Six ; and ſornetimes their Poor Wives 
or others are forced to wait near Six Moneths more after it is due; and it may be, wait 
Three'or Four Hours in a day ſometimes into the bargain. I have wondred at the Miſery 
of the Poor in that Caſe, if a Woman waſheth and fcowreth for her Living, ſhe may lo{c 
the Earning one good part of the Value of a Moneths Pay in looking after it ; and I do won- 
der that the Eaſt-I2aisa Company can fee or hear of the Miſery of the Poor Scamens-Wives or 
Relations waiting fo tediovully , and not|have their hearts melt for their Miſcries : I do know 
that Solomon ſaith, A good Man is merciful ro his Beaft : Bur T do remember another Scripture 
ſaith, The tender Meretes of the wicked are crue/l, And I do remember, that Excellent Univer- 
{al Do&rine of Chriſt, the Marrow 'of the Law and Prophets that is taught our Children in 
the Church-Catechiſme , Todo to all Men z» we would be aoye unto; A ad it thoſe in this Age 
that can let the Miſeries of the Miſerable be Increafed and Delighted in, were ſo ſerved them- 
ſelves, they would think it Miſerable ro have not one I eoniworth of Bread at home ; nci- 
ther it may be One Shilling hardly of Credit, 'and to bz-made Run Thirty times Three or 
Four Miles for Twenty or Thirty Shillings, as it may be, ſome do ſeveral Moneths after it 
is due, ſeems very miferabte: And I'do remember, God ſaid of jer»/alem, N'o to he oppreſſing 
City. And I do wonder fometimes, bow this Age can delight ro ſee the Milery of the Poor, 
as I know ſome cannot bur{ce in ſevtral places, where my buſineſs harh led me, to ſec poor 
Wretches waiting by great multitudes in great Diltrels and Poverty ; it hath been ready to 
fetch Tears from my Eyes : And I have ſometimes thought, furcly our Molt Gracious God 
will ariſe for the Cry of the Poor and Sighing of the Needy ; and *tis the Caule of the molt 
miſerable'ſfort of Poor in Eng/and. | have been pleading, and hope God will gracioully Incline 
the Two moſt Honourable Houſes to pity their Caſe: And I can no more tell the Tenth 
part of rhe miſery of the Seamens Families, then T can tell the tenth part of the villany of 
{ome others, who either do Cheat the King or Abufe the Seamen : And if the Two moſt Ho- 
nourable Houſes can find out a way to Relieve the one, and punith the others, ir may fave 
the King and the Poor Seamen, peradventure, much loſs for time to come ; and if 1n any 
little hints I have given of any thing, it ſhall be thought worth while to Inquire more aſter 
ic, if the Lord our Gracious 'God and Merciful Father pleaſe to Freferve and Aſſt me, I ſhall 
be willing to give farther Light into ſome things,” and that withour Prejudice to any One 
Living : For I bleſs the Lord, Tam in'Charity with all Mankind, and do not know any bur 
areſo with me: And for my King and Countrey, 1 would ſerve them both faithfully for 
Love, and without any defign againſt either : For I do think, rhat they that would now be- 
tray the King and _: now that God hath by lis Miraculous Hand United us thus , 
are by their Treachery void of Grace and Reaſon, and Common Sence : And if His moſt Gra- 
cious Majeſty will, theſe Three Nations, and all the Confederates ſo heartily United, haves 
enough to do to deal with that common P'ague of his own Subjets, and the Chriſtian 
World, the Frezch King + I wonder who would defend our Treacherovs Dealers againſt the 
French, if like Spannels they were layd under the French Kings Paws, who hath Ruined all 
the Proteſtant Interelt in his own Nation, that helped him to keep in his own Throne : And 
he hath been a Plagueto Proteſtants and Papiſts round about him ; and ro think he would be 
kind to a Vroteltant Church here, is all Nonſenſe or Malice; and my Fathers Two Dogs in 
Kent had more Senle alwayes ; for though they did, it may be, fnarl ſometimes about a Bone, 
they alwayes did, and would Unite againſt the Tax,ers Dog, who would beat any one of 
them, but they alwayes joyned together, and beat him : This is a homely Compariſon, but 
a Real Truth ; I have ſeen it : And indeed it is laid by rhe Vropher, The Ox knowerth his Owner, 
and the Aſs his Maſters Crib : And think hardly any Beaſts or Aﬀles in theWorld would betray 
ſuch good Paſture as we have in Exz1and, into the hands of rhe worit fort of Beaſts of Prey ; 
And 1it I do not miſtake, in my Judgment, the Freach King and his People are like a Bod 

that hath the Rickets, that hath a great Head and great Arms, but poor Crooked Legs, hardly 
able to bear up the Head and Arms; and would hardly have ftood until this time ; but they 
have gotten many Treecherous Tools to help to Splinter them up : And I think the Trench in 
Ruining of his People , makes Soldiers as Naturally, as any Gentlemen can raake Tobacco» 
Stoppers at a Coftee-Houſe, by breaking of whole Pipes : So, It the rezch Ruine a Family, 
it may be, he makes T'wo Soldiers ; both Father and Son mult go tor Soldiers, or Starve : 
But Bleſſed be the Lord, that is not our Caſe: The Pooreſt People in Exe/4-4 live fo well 
molt of them, that they arc not forced ro go tor Soldiers z and they that go tor Love, it is 
pity that any of them ſhould be Cheated of part of their Fay : And another thing 
now at the end of the Chapter is this, That thoſe who get good Vicns Children by way ot 
wheedle, and Liſt them ; and after will ſell them to their Parents, or Friceds, or Wives for 
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Your Hovours, though I know how the King and Countrey may be abuſetl at Sea, I'am more 
I:-norant how he is Cheated by Land: But I do verily believe, there !s {o much of- that, as 
. ir will not be half found out this Seven Years : And indeed, I think we ſhould be the hap- 
picſt People under the Face of the Heavens, if we knew the worth of our Mercics, and were 
true to our King and Countrey : Weare, Bleſſed be the Lord , Happy in our King, whois a 
Lyon in the Field, with as True Courage, as ever any of the Brave Heroes of Old had ; and 
as much Mildneſs on the Throne, as ever any Exgliſh King had, and ſeems to bethe Darling 
of Heaven and Good Men : And we are happy in Loyal and Faithful Lords and Commons in 
Parliament, and might be ſo with our ſelves , if we did not ſtudy Wit and Knavery more 
than Wiſdom and Honeſty : And for my own part, I mult beg tor Pardon for all my Weak- 
neſs and Folly in Repreſcnting theſe things : And indeed, as St. Paul faith, Te ſuffer Fools glad- 
ly, ſeeing ye your ſelves are ws; Þ And it may be, ſome things that are fooliſhly Repreſented, 
may have Coft His Majeſty , and the Teople of the Nation, ſome Hundreds of Thouſands 
of lounds to Pay for in ſome Years paſt : And if that His Majeſty would Gracioully be pleaſed 
to Order out a Committee, and His Majeſty would ſend out His Proclamation, T hat all 
Seamen that have had their Pay Received wrongfully, and their Tickets Detained wrongfully ; 
and that if they have been ſo ſervedy they Thall have Redrefs ; Andif they have fince'this V. ac 
actually run away, and yet their [ay is Received by the Captains Clerks or others ; that the 
Seamen ſhall on their In'ormation of the Kings being Cheated thereby , have their own 
ſelves excuſed, and have Icave ro Sue tlicm that ve Cheated lo the King of their Pay : And 
that without Charge at Law, by being heard freely : And it alſo the ſaid Committee {hould 
have leave to hear how much Money hath been Received, as Bribes to excuſe Seamen from 
the i refs; and that the Seamen or Maſter ſhall have their Money «gain of the Officers or 
Commanders who took it ; and if Complaints were heard freely, it might be a likely mezns 
and way t - inform the Honourable Houſes, that it would be .worth while to make Laws 
againſt Cheating the King and Countrey, and againſt Buying and Selling the Kings Subjctts, 
either by Land or Sea, and alſo againſt many other Enormities that cannot be ecafily Repre- 
ſented: And for my Miſtakes in the manner of Repreſcnting, I beg Pardon : But for the Mar- 
ter of it, I fear this Age knows it to be miſerably true, And now I commir what I have 
written to the Bleſſing and ProteQtion of our Moſt Gracious. Lord God, from whom I do. 
kearrily beg Mercy tor His Majeſty and all Your Honours, and for all thefe Nations ;. and 
- thatin the oRny of God on theſe Nations, He, and all Your Honours, and. me, and all my

Abundance of People char ave 
a Title to Scamens Wages are 1gnorant when the Ship 1s fo recall'd, and it they do go 
down it is 4 great Charge to the Subject, belides the loſs of time ; ſo that thote thar 
have anv ſuch bulinels ace forced tro employ ſome Perſon who makes it his bufineſs eo 
receive Money, and he mutt have 12 4. tor every Pound he lo receives, betides the 
Charge of Returning the Money, and the Danger of truſting them with their Money ; 
for they are Perſons who give no Security for the Diſcharge of ſuch a Truit, and we 
ave Intances of thoſe that beve receiv 4 and net paid. 

The Recalls being made fuctt a dittance from the Metropolis, Londen, is a great 
Damage to the Ciry and Suburbs in their Trade, and inriches only one imall Town ; 
belides, thofe Perſons who, through Ignorance, or Want of Money, did or could not at- 
ren 2 Recall of Ships a: ſuch a dittance, mult, for ſuch their Negled, be forced to pe- 
rition the Navy-Board ; and it an Officer of a Ship or a Favourite, they may have the 
Books carried to the Treaſury-Office and paid; but if none of theſe, they mult have 2 
Ticket made our on the Lift of Arrears, as they call it, which, when obtain'd, mult 
lie in the Ticker-Office rill they pleaſe co pay ir. This laſt Liſt hath been almoſt Two 
Years, and little likelvhood of paying it ver. The obtaining ſuch a Ticket is at leaſt 
Frue $5;//ngs Charge one way or other, as the Clerk of the Petitions manages it ; foc 
thev may wit long enough betore their Butineſs ſhall be done, if :be [i Clerk of rhe 
Petitions, and his Clerk, beth ave 6! greaſed in ibe Fift, belides che Coarge of a Selicicor TW 
follow the Butineſs to ger it done. 

It promores and encourages a parcel of S:/icirors, Extorticners, Ticket-Bmyers, and their 
Fellewers, bv forcing the poor Seaman's Wite or Widow to have recourie'to them tor 
Money, being ignorant how to receive it themſelves. And abundance ot other Mis- 
fortunes attend thole fort of Payments which have lately been made, thar ic is not eatic 
for an ab!s, much leſs an ordinary Pen, to treat upon it ctherwite than at Random, 
And ſuch is; and hath beer, the Sloath and Avarice of the Generality employ d chere- 
in, that they choole rather to fiſh for the Profit that might be gain'd by it, chan ito make 
it their butinets ro promote the Honour and Profit of the Queen and Country by me- 
togdizing the Seamens Wages in their Payments and adrancing the CreCic of the ſame, 
which is the next thing I proposQ :

And for the Encouragement 
of thoſe in whoſe hands it is in laſt, and have the Trouble of Attendances in receiving,

Thar this Merhod be taken tor all Tickets granted or to be granted for any Wages 
thc commence lince the Firſt of Fly 1705. All the Old Wages and Tickers to be 
paid in the Method now uſed. | 

Thar nevertheleſs, che Men that continue on board, or ſtill belong to the Ship, be 
paid on board, as they are now, before their going out, &c. 


Great part of this Method was thought very convenient by the Lords of the Admi- 


ralry in the Year 1683. as may appear by an Order ot theirs, dated trom Darbz- Houſe, 
the 15th. of November 1683. to the principal Officers and Commiſhoners of the Navy at 
that time. | 


F.urth!;, Some of thoſe Advantages that will accrew by ſuch a Method. 

Every, Man will have his Wages tor his Service, or a Ticket tor the ſame, which, b 
this Merl.od, is made as gocd as Ready-Money, it nor better, as ſoon as his Work 1s 
done, which will be a great Credit to the Nation, and an Encouragement to the Sea- 
men : For it cannot be judgd very jult and reaſonable, that when a Man is legally dif- 
charg4 from his Ship, but that he ſhould have his Wages, and-I know no Inſtance but 
what they will want their Money in ; for, it he be diſcharg'd by reaſon of Sickneſs, 
hi: wants Money to affift him to eftet his Recovery the fooner, and the better and 
more ready he will be for the Service azain : If he be diſcharg'd for Preferment, then 
he wants Money for ſuch his Advancement ; It they arc turn d imo another Ship, then 
their former Ship's Service goes along with 'em, and afhits their Wives and Families 
during their Abſence : And, if diſcharg'd by Death, che Ticker will come up to the 
Allittance of the Widows and Orphans. And fo by not detaining the Wages of the 
Labourer, and by relieving the Widow and Fatherlels, the whole Nation may Cxpect 
a Bleſiing. 

By this Methcd the Ticket will be deliver'd to the Party himſelf, which will prevent 
a great muny Frauds that happen many times by che making them out, and delivering 
to Parties not concern d. 

The dead Party's Ticket being ſent to the Office, the Widow, Orphan, or other 
Perſon enticl'd to the ſame, may know where to find it, without much Trouble, aud 
the Title will be ketter examind. and prov'd there than by a lingle Caprain of a Ship, 
who, perhaps, may deliver ſuch a Ticker, for a Reward, to a Perſon thar is nor juſtly 
entitl'd to the fame; for, it any Diſpute ariſe, the Commithioners of the Navy are the 
beit and moſt impartial judges to determin it ; beſides, as it is now, any Captain may 
refuſe granting ſuch a Ticket. 

It being fo examin'd and ſer off by the Muſter-Books and other Books, it will plainly 
appear, whether it be right, and what Charge either to Purſer or Neglects, or any 
other matters whatſoever ; $0 that after it hath ſo paſs'd the Navy-Office, there will 
be no Deceir. 

The Tickets, being made ſo payable, will be as good as Ready-Money to any Perſon 
that hath them, ſo that they may buy Goods as cheap as if they had the Money in 
their hands, which will prevent the Exorbitant Rates that Slopſellers, Landladies, and 
Ticket-Buyers take of *'em for Credit, or the Advance of Money, which is now one 
Quarter part at leaſt. And indeed, the Seaman lofing ſo much, he contrives how to 


Run in Þebt to divers Perſons, till he can be truſted no longer, and makes over his 


Wages two or three times ; fo that the Tradeſman is cheated, the Seaman opprel5'd, 
run to Goal for Debt, or elſe leaves the Service, and fo looſes his Wages, knowing he 

ſhall be never the better for it, working for a Dead Horſe; Having ancIGIpergs his

Wages by Debts, leaves a Wife and Children upon the Pariſh, wich a-Hundred other 
Inconvenicnces more than I am capable ro enumerate, which this Method would

No Perſon that trades but would as readily take theſe Tickets, fo made our, 15 
- Money, or rather; and their Chapmen would take them agaim ot em for the Encou- 
ragement of receiving 3 4d: in the Pound advance tor their Trouble, when the marrer 
would be ſo ealily known when it is to be paid, by Notice given in the Gazette, as 
aforeſaid. 

It will be great Advantage to the Government, .and not the leait Damage, to have 
theſ: Tickets circulate from one to another, and not calling the Treafure out ſooner 
than it comes in by the Fund raiſed by Parliament for the Payment of Seamens Wages. 

It will encourage all manner of Tradeſmen, that have any Dealings with Seamen, 
which at this time is a great part of the Trade ſticring, and would be much more, it 
they could deal ſecurely. | 

A great many other Advantages might be mention'd, that will arife by this Method, 
inPayment of Seamens Wages. And as for thoſe Objections that may be made, I meet 
but with one that any Perſon makes againſt it, and chat is, Thar 

If the Perſon hath his Wages, or a Ticket for the fame { which, by this Method, is 
as good ) he will leave the Queens Service. ' 

To which [ anſwer, Thar if every Seaman had his Wages as foon 25 his Work is done, 
the Queen wou!ld never want Seamen ; for Her Wages, and the Advantages that go 
along with ir, is much better than the Merchant's Service ; and it only being kept to 
long out of their Money that makes Seamen fo unwilling to ferve. 

And as for any other Objections, I can raiſe none worth mentioning, but what 
may be eaſily an{wer'd. Bur if any other unbyaſs'd Perſon hath any thing co make, if 
he pleaſe to lay them down before this Honourable Houſe, I think they may be bett 
and moſt judicially conlider'd there: As for thoſe that have an Intereit or an Advan- 
tage in the preſent Management, I think their own Intereſt is an Anſwer to their Ob- 


jection : For a Publick Good ( which this mult appear to all to be ) 15 to be prefer'd 
before any private Perſons Intereſt. ek 


If this, my Propoſal, do any way prove ſerviceable to the Publick, or ſet a more 
ingenious Perſon at work, in compleating ſo good a Deſign, I have my Aim, which is 
wholly the Publick Gocd. TI am nor poſitive in any thing propounded, but this, That, 
as It 15 nww, it hach ruind many an honett Tradeſman and Seaman, and made 'em 
Rogues, that otherwite would nor be fo, and brought many a Family to Ruin; but for 
the reſt, I defire not to pin any Man's Faith upon my Opinion, bur ſhall ſubmic what 
is ſaid ro the Wiſdom of this Honourable Houſe. 

It what 1 have writ here, in order to the Advancing of the: Credit of our Seamens 
Wages, hath no more than a Tendency thereunto, yet | can fay truly, that I have 
don2 nothing but with a ſincere Intention to Her Majeity's Honour, and the Navy's 
Welfare ; tho', perchance, it may not anſwer the Expectations of fome, or yet con- 
Cur wich the Opinion of others, yea, tho' it may, infjtead thereof, anger and provoke 
many who are concern therein.

The Preamble of which Att ſays, that the Strength and Safety of His Majeſty's Pealms and Domt- 
nions, do very much aepend upon the furnilhing ad ſupplying if His Maj-jty's Royal Navy, with 2 
competent Number of able Marriners and Seamten ; n hich may be in a readineſs at all Times for that 
Service, and that Engliſh Seamen had for a long tine &1//inguithed themſelves throu hout the World, 
by their Induſtry and skilfulneſs 11 their Empl ynents, and by their Gourage ad Gonſtancy manifeſted 
the ſame in Engagements for the Dejence ana Hon ur of thetr Native Lountry and for an Encourage« 
ment to contiune this their Antient Reputation, aud tv mate great Aumbers of Hrs Majzſty's Su- 
bjefls to betake themſelves to the Sea, the Royal Hoſpital of Greenwich , was founded by His Majeſty. 

And in the ſaid A 6 4d. per Month out 0: all Seamens Wagcs in the Kings or Merchants 
Service is given for Ever towards the Maint-nance of Difſabled Seamen, &c. as alſo a Royal

which Ac is without Limitation of Tim?, and does commence from the 1ſt of January An-

Now ſeveral Sailors by this Encouragement have Regiftred themſelves in the Office for 
thatend appointed, and by that Act of th-it1s have bound and engaged themſelves in the Ser- 
vice of their Country, depending upon tliz Honour of Parliament, that the Encouragement 
ſpecity'd in the ſaid Act would be made good, ſince the Parliament al.owed that Bounty, 
commonly called Regiſter,Money upon the Account vi their good Services at Sea. But ſuch is 
their Mis:ortune that the Regiſter Bounty Money alowed them, has never been pid them, to 
the great Detriment and Diſencanr22ment of the Sailors, the Damage of the Royal Navy : 
For the want of the Payment »f this Regiſter Buunty Money, has Ditcouraged many Seamen 
from Reciſtring themſelves, and many ihat are Regiſtred are not willing to ſerve in His 
(Majeſty's Service ; by reaſon the Regiſtred Bounty Mony is not Pay'd according to the Acts 
which if Pay 'd, the Seamen would readily and willingly ſcrve His Majeſty without any other 
Bounty Money being alcwed. | 

Upon the Encouragement of this Regiſter Bounty Moncy, as being ſetled by the Legiſlative 
power of this Kingdom ; many Tradzrs and others have been encouraged to truſt Sailors 
anc their Families with th-ir goods, to the ruta of thcir Trades, and ſhould they Arreſt the 
Sailors for theit relpe&@ive Debts it would jet by» a further leflening the ſtrength of the Navy, 
for ſuch Sailo1s mult be kept in a Goal irom ihe forvice of their Country ; ſo that many Fa- 
milies are ruined by the N-glect of Payment of this Kegifired Founty Money, ;

Y which Laws the Lord Mayor and Aldermen (amongſt 
other things) were to Elect and Appoint Eight Watermen, 
Yearly, to be called Overſeers and Rulers; and they were 
to make ſuch further Rules and Orders, as ſhould to them 
ſeem neceſſary for the Government of the whole, but have 

no Power by the ſame Laws, to enforce due Obedience to fuch Rules 
and Orders, by which means the Intent of thoſe Laws are rendred in- 
effeCtual, and Rude and Diſorderly Watermen , take Advantage there- 
of, and daily commit Notoriovs Abuſes, to the hazarding Perſons Lives 
and Goods upon the River of Thames. 

For Remedy whereof, the ſaid Bill makes the Watermen and Ligh- 
termen one Society and Company, and Impowers the ſaid Lord 
Mayor, @*c. Yearly to Ele Eight Watermen and Three Lightermen 
to be called Rulers and Overſeers, who together with Aſſiſtants, (by 
the Watermen and Lightermen reſpeCtively to be choſen) are to make 
pood Rules, Orders, and Conſtitutions, for the better and more ſafe 
conveying Paſſengers and Goods by Water, and to annex reaſonable 
Penalties thereto ; which ſaid Rules are to be approved of, or al- 
tered by the Lord Chief Juſtices, Lord Mayor, and Court of Al- 
dermen, and the Forfeitures received of Offenders,td be applyed for the 
Relief of the Poor of the ſaid Company. 

Which ſaid Bill, the Court of Lord Mayor and Aldermen,have pe- 
ruſed and finding the ſame intended only for aPublick Good , have ap- 
poees thereof, and ſignified the ſame by their Order dated the 27th of 

eb. 1699. 

Neve For want of Power to make good Orders, and to enforce due 
Obedience thereto, the poor Watermen who have been Maimed in the 
Wars,as well as the Aged and Decayed.,are deprived of their daily Work 
and Labour, and Paſſengers daily diſturbed in taking Boat and Landing, 


by the Rude and UngovernablesWatermen, notwithſtanding all that the 


Rulers of the ſaid Com ny could do to ſuppreſs the ſame 3 as alfo for 
want of Power to infofce 


ne Obedience to good Orders,a molt ſad and 
deplorable Diſaſter of late happened, in that near Fifty Paſſengers were 
drowned in coming from Graveſerd in the Tilt-Boat, and ſmaller Acci- 
dents frequently happen ; as likewiſe for want of good Order and Go- 
vernment among(t Lightermen, His Majeſty's Cuſtoms and other Duties 
from Coals are leſſened, and Owners of Ships, Maſters, and Seamen, are 
frequently damnified 5 in as much as they often quarrel concerning ta- 
king their Turns in unlivering Coals and Merchandize from Ships, and 


refuſe to work, to the great Hindrance and ſtaying of Ships from pro- 
ceeding in their reſpective Voyages. 
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Encouragement of Seamet. 
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N the Bill for Encouragement of Seamen, the Regiſter tor them ismade ©> 
Voluntary, as fearing that an Act to force them into a Regiller would 2 
be ſo great an Infringement of Liberty, as might diſcourage and obviate 
the future Breeding of Seamen, and cauſe many of the preſent, either 
to decline going to Sea, or betake themſelves to the Service of ſome 

Foreign State, For which Reaſons 'tis Humbly hoped, That the faid Regiſter 

may be made Voluntary to the Watermen as well as others ; fince the forcing 

them thereinto, will much Diſcourage, and be the Ruine of many ot the pre- 
ſent Company of Watermen, That are more {ubje to, and have ſuffered more 
by the Sca-Service, than any other Society, and may put a great ſtop to the 
future Breeding of Watermen. Whereas the faid Company now is one of the 
beſt Seminaries for Breeding up Youth to the Sea, and is computed to have af- 
forded above 4000 Voluntiers and Prefſed Men tor the Navy,fince His Majeſty's 

Happy Acceſſion to the Crown. 

Ir's therefore Humbly ſubmitted to the great Wiſdom of this preſent Parlia- 
ment, Whether it might not highly conduce towards the Furniſhing the Navy 
with great Numbers of Able Men, and thereby better promote the good pur- 
poſes of the deſigned Regiſtring of Seamen. 

x. If the Watermen were allowed to continue their being Regiſtred in their 
own Company as they now all are. 

2. And all Lightermen, Bargemen, and others employed in Rowing on the 
River Thames ( Fiſhermen and Trinitymen excepted ) be Incorporated with the 
Watermen into one Body Politique, and be Regyttred in the ſame Manner, and 
under the ſame Penaltics, as the Watermen now are ; which Regiſter may from 
time to time (as required ) be trantinitted unto the Admiralty. Whereby'a 
more Exatt and full Liſt of all Waterm-n may be more ſpeedily had, and with 
lets Charge than others can procure, that do not know or are converſant amongſt 
the Watermen. 

3- And (everal Thouſands of Stout and Able Men, as Lightermen, Bargemen, 
tc. will be added, and made forth coming, more than the Regiſtring Bill com- 
prchends, or ſeems to have any notice of, Which Perſons being now ſubje& to 
no Order or Regulation, withdraw and ablent themſelves in times of Preſſing, 
and commit many other Irregularities on the River, which cannot by any means 
be ſo certainly and readily prevented, as by Uniting fuch perſons unto, and bring- 
ing them under the ſame Orders and Regulations with the Watermen, For the 
Barges now leave their luſty and able Men at Xingfon, &c. and are brought from 
thence to London with Old Men only. 

And the Young and Able Lightermen hide and withdraw from their Employ- 
ments, until the Preſs is over, which makes Wages very dear, obſtruts Trade, 
and raiſes the price of Proviſion, Fewel, &c. which tends to the prejudice of all, 
elnecially the poorer ſort. . 

4- A great many more Subſtantial and conſiderable Perſons will be then added 
to rhe Watermens Company ; for want whereof, and good By-Laws, with 
rcaſonable Penalties, for puniſhing Offenders, many Abuſes have formerly been 
committed, the Company's Stock milapplyed and embezelled, ( none being 
qualified to Sue for the ſame ) and the Charities of ſeveral diſcouraged or diver- 
ted. Which then it's hoped will be effeftually prevented and the Income thereby 
conſiderably increafed, and duly applyed for Relief and Support of the Decayed 
and Diſabled Members of the ſaid Company, and the Widows of ſuch, and in 
Educating and Breeding up their poor and helpleſs Children in the Art of Navi- 


gation, to the great Increaſe and Encouragement of Seamen, Advantage of 
Trade, and Security of the Kingdom. \

Meprimis, If one Third Part of the Seamens Wages were always in Specie, and applyer 
to pay the Seamens Pay-Tickets at ſight, the Poor Seamen need not ( as they have tor - 
merly done ) ſell their Pay-Tickets for Five, Six, Eight, and Ten Shilliazs per Pownd 
Loſs, and be forced to take Twelve Months Pay inſtead PF Thirteen Months : Where- 

by it plainly appears, that the Ticket-buyers and others, do zain at 5 5. per Pound I ofs, above 

32500 l. per anum out of the 15000 Mens Pay that are now fixt upon the Naval Fund. Be- 

ſides which, the Seamens Wives being forced to live long upon Credit, are force? to pay 

(we may boldly ſay) 18 4. for what they might havefor 1 4 4. ready mony.Now could the Men 

have ready Money for their Tickets, it would not only ſupport them, but make their Credit 

better, and free them from that iatolerable Oppreſlion they have a long time groan'd nider. 

There might be a Ticket Office maintain'd, viz. Every Seaman to allow 6 d. per Month ort 

of his Pay ; which being 1 5000 Six pence's, is per annum but — 4375 |. 

Which is far ſhort of - — 32505 7. 
It may be objeQed, That there cannot be always ſo much ready Money applycd to that 1!te, 
We anſwer, That the City of Zondon, or any other Perſons, will Lend the Kinz Moncy 
upon the Naval Fund ; it being as neceſſary a Fund, and as probable to continue, as any 920 
Fund in the Nation. 


It may be objegted, That it will be difficult to Ballance Accounts with the Exchequer, N..- 
vy Office, and Pay Office. | 

We anſwer, That an Aiphabetical Table of every Ships Name will do itz as by examnyl-, 
Suppoſe the Ships Name is Albem.rrle, Paid to John Scot as per Ticket dated Auguſt 10. 1555. 
141.198. c0d. So that all the Ships and Mens Pay may be ealily diſcounted for, and they 
may know eaſily what Sums of Money, and what Number of Men are unpaid, when they de- 
ſign to pay the whole Fleet. 

It may be objected, That Men may be turned over from one Ship to another in the Pornc-, 
at Spithead, or Buoy of the Nore, or elſewhere ; and ſo cannot have their Tickets paid. 

We aniwer, That Commiſſioners and Clerks may be always ready at Londen, to pay vwhat- 
ever Powers that are lawfv!, that ſhall be ſent to them from Spithead, or elſewhere ; and that 
theſe Commiſſioners and Clerks be ready upon Notice, to pay thoſe at the Nore, and Chatham, 
thoſe Places being near London. Theſe Commiſſioners or Paymaſters, to receive a Mouth; 
Account what Men are diſcharg'd from every Ship, and have Tickets for thar Pay; which 
may be eaſily done, and the Poor Seamen well paid, and their Wives and Children relic-el 
from Starving at home ; which we preſume, will be more ſerviceable to the Nation, than t5 
enrich thoſe Caterpillars the T icket-buyers, and others. For doubtleſs all Men will allow, 
that the Seamen juſtly deſerve their Full Pay. With ſubmiſſion, we preſum2 that all f1:-- 
Officers, and thoſe that delign the Welfare of the Kingdom, and the 700d of the Seam<:11, 
will agree in the ſame Opinion, That what is here propoſed will be a great Advantaze to the

We anſwer, That when a War breaks out ( which Gcd forbid ) one half of thoſe Men 
will be abroad at Eaff or Weft h:d:es, or the Streights, which will coaſequently hinder the 
Fleet from being expeditiouſly Manrd vithout the ſame Charges as before. Now the paring 
the Tickets being a genera! Benefit t9 all! Seamen that enter themſelves in his Majeſhies Service, 
we dare afficm ( as we ſaid betore ) the King might ſave one half of the yearly Charzes, and 
give an icexpreſlible Sati<raCtion to the Nation in general, ani the Seamen in particular. 

Had we an Order to take an Account trom every ons that hzve fold their 1 ickets, and that 
have Tickets unſold, we could maxe the Lots appear to b2 {© great, that vie have great reaſon 


to delieve, the Parliameat would preveut the ike Abuſe for the future.

| at other Ports, as is by the ſaid Clauſe propounded by the 

Undertakers , will not be above 5 or 6 per Cent. which is not 

more than their Charges have or will be, in going to receive 

their Money, after they have ſtaved 15 or 20 Months, or a longer time, ei- 

ther at the Buoy in the Nore, Chatham, Poriſmcuth, or other Ports, where they 

are generally paid: Whereas form: rly Scaincn have becn necctlicared to Dif< 

count their Pay {or Support of themſclves and Familics betore the Ships come 
to be paid , and have allowed from 3o to 40 per Cent. or more. 


2. The Scamen being well paid, it will encourage them to Serve His Maje- 
ty , ſo that a great pare of the Charge of Tenders, Impreſt Money , and 
Bounty Money , may be faved. | 


3. It will be of very great advantage, becauſe oftentimes the Sailer when 
he comes home ( and finds not Money to pay him) fells his Wages at very

6. It will prevent a great deal of Trouble by Recalls; tor the Manner

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H E Seamen being well paid their Tickets, will be encouraged 
to ſerve Her Majeſty, and by that means a great part of the 
Charge of Tenders, Impreſt Money , and Bounty Money , 
(which are Conſiderable Articles of the Nations Naval Ex- 


pence ) wall be ſaved. 


2. The Propoſed Method will be of farther advantage, becauſe oftentimes 
the Sailor, when he comes home, and finds not Money to pay him, -ſells his 
Wages at very great loſs; which loſs makes him uncapable of Paying his Cre- 
ditors their Whole Money : and then, for fear of a Goal, he takes away 
what he has, and with-draws himſelt into Foreign Service, and leayes his 
Family to ſtarve, or, at beſt, to the Pariſh ; which laſt is an Inconvenience 
Deplorable enough. 


3. Hcreby alſo Tradeſmen will be Encouraged to Truſt Mariners Wives 
when their Husbands are at Sea , and that upon much more reaſonable 
Terms ; fince the Tradeſmen will know, that at the Return of the Ships, they 
will be paid , without ſtaying Five or SIx Years, as ſome of the Tradeſmen 
have hitherto done, for their Money. 


4. And it will ſave this Kingdom a great deal of Money, both in Wages 
and Victuals, in regard they need not keep the Seamen longer in Pay than 
they ſerve; ſince the Seamen can receive their Pay upon their Tickets, with 
a moderate Allowance , when produced at any Port : Whereas oftentimes, 
for want of Money, it hath hitherto, by delay of Payment to the Seamen, at 
their Firſt Coming into Port , brought a greater Charge upon the Govern- 
ment than the whole Debt due to them art hrlt. 


«. Beſides the Tickets being thus paid, will prevent a great deal of trou- 


ble by Recalls; for the manner ot Transferring Men from Ship to Ship,

+ H E Purlers of Her Majeſties Ships give Security to the Govera- 


ment for their Employments, and are obliged to paſs an Account 
for all che Proviſions and Moncy committed to their Charge, 
They are allowed a ſmall Salary, as Four Pounds per Monch in a 


Firſt Rate Ship, and ſo leſs 1n proportion down to Forty Shilling pcy ' frgtiog: 


Month in a Fifth Rate, 


This Salary can'c be ſuppoſed to be the Profit or Benefic that ariſes from 
a Purſers Employment, he being at more than three times that Charge 
in providing Officers and Inſtruments under him, to take care of, and pre. 
ſerve the Proviſions from Embezlements, and to iflue the ſame to the 
Men according to the Queens Allowance. So that, Whereas in a Firſt 
Rate Ship the Purlers Salary is only Four Pound per Month, he generally 
gives hi, Steward ibeſides the Wages allow'd to a Steward by the 
Queen) Five Pounds per Month our of his own Pocket. To his Stevy- 
ards Mate, Forty Shillings per monch. To his Cooper, Three Pounds 
per month. To his Coopers Mate, Twenty Shillings pzr month. And 
ro many other their Aſſiſtants' in aver (as he and they c:n agree) 
ro engage, and encourage them to be tairhiul, and diligent ia their Duties, 
leſt he Kould ſuffer by their Diſhonelty or Negle&t. : 

A Purſer isalfo allow'd one eighth parte, which is deducted out of the 
mens allowance of Proviſions, for ifluing the Bread, Flower, Peas, Oat- 
meal, Butter and Cheeſe. And the reaſon of this allowance is, becauſe 
there is not only a Waſte by keeping all theſe Proviſions, as of Bread, 
very conſiderably, by irs breaking, and turning ro Da't ; of Butter, by 
that part next to the Firkin being not fit to be iſſued ; of Cheele, by ics 
Decaying with Mold and Rottennels, and being eaten with Mites, and o- 
ther Inſe&s; of Peas, Oatmeal and Flower, by their being eaten by Cock- 
roches, Weavels, and other Vermain, and by that parr at the top, bottom and 
ſides of the Cask being often lo damaged, as not being fic to be iſſued : 
beſides the general Lols ſuſtained in all chele Proviſions by Rats, which is 
very great, But there is yet a greater realon whyPur/ers are allow'd an eighth 
part for iſſuing the ſaid Proviſions, and that is, whea the Bread comes 
aboard, they receive it by ſo many Hundred Weights, in one Draught of 
the Scale to every Hundred, bur are obliged to weigh it out tothe men, by 
Four pounds, Two pounds, and very often by alingle pound at atime. 
T he Butter and Cheeſe are likewile charg'd tothe Purſer by ſo many Hun- 
dred weights, which he is oblig'd to iſſue by a quarter ofa pound, and 
ewo Ounces art a time, and (o of the meaſure of the other Proviſions in pro- 
portion. So.thatthis Allowance of the (aid eighth part for Waſte, and the 
difference of weight, by iſſuing the Proviſions in ſuch ſmall Quantities 
which were received in Grols, ſeldom proves ſufficient to indemaify the 
Purſer from being a Loſer thereby, : 

Every Man in the Ship is allow'd a certain portion of all Species of Pro- 
viſions, which is as much his due as his Wages, and when there is a nece(- 
ſicy to put them to a [horter Allowance they are paid by the Government 
for the lame, which is deducted from the Purſer on the paſling his Account.

Theſe Proviſions are daily ſerv'd out to them by the Steward and his AC. 
ſiſtants, bur ic has always been a Cuſtom not to lerve out che Beer, but to 
ler the Men drink what they pleaſe ; the Coopers, and their Alliſtants ar- 
rending continually both Night, and Day, to pump it ou: as the Yen come 
for it, and taking care to prevent its being walted, Ly this Care there is fore 
part of the Beer lay'd out of the ſaid Allowance, by which Beer lo fav'd, 
the Purſer is enabled to pay the Extra- wages he is obliged to give his Stew- 
ard, Cooper, and other laſtruments as atorelaid, and co detray other un - 
avoidable Expences. Whereas, on the contrary which lometimes hap- 
pens, when the Men drink more than their Allowance of Beer, the Purler 
1s the only ſufferer, being accountable to the Government for the ſame. 


It has been a Cuſtom in the Navy time out of mind for Purſess to (ell 
to the Breweis, what Beer they had ſay'd, at ſuch price as they and the 
Brewers could agree, but generally ac the rate of Thirty Shillings per Tuan, 
that, being the price allow'd by the Queen ta Purlſers, it Creditors 
for Beer on the Ballance of their Accounts; But about Twenty Years ago 
this Cuſtom being thought a Diſadvantage to the Governmenc, in order 
to prevenc ic, the Commiſſioners of the Victualling by their Agents in 
every Port, paid the Purſers for what Beer or other Proviſions were 
thought fic to be left behind ; which was alſo done many Years before 
that, by the Contractors for Viqualling, who were ſome of them after- 
wards Commiſſioners, Nay it was then Cuſtomary to Advance Mon 
to the Purſers for Three Weeks, or a Months Proviſion beforehand, of all 
Species, that thereby they oy be enabled to pay their Captains and Oft- 
ficers Meſles, for what Proviſtions they left in their Hands, and buy what 
they could of the Men, by which the Government ſav d very conſidera- 
bly, the Putſers being allow'd but a low price for the lame, as Eight 
Pence for a piece of Beef, which would bave otherwiſe coſt Fourteen 
pence ; Six pence for a piece of Pork, which would have coſt Eleven 
pence or a Shilling. And ſo of the other Proviſions in pr: portion. Bur 
lince this Cuſtom of the Agents (or Commiſſioners ot the Victualing) 
cheir paying the Purſers for Beer, &c. has been dilus'd, (which was 
continucd till about the Year 1699.) Ir is again become a practice for 
Purſers to ſell what Beer they ſave or are otherwiſe Creditors for, to the 
Brewers, as before, and indeed they are now under a neceſliy of [o doing, 


For when their Ships are ordered co be fitted for the Sea, it is the Pur- 
ſers duty to provide ſuch a quantity of Wood, Coals, Caniles, and many 
other things call'd by the general Term of Neceſlaries, as are proper for 
the Voyage. And towards the Detraying this Charge, the Queen allows 
a certain Sum of Money, call'd Neceſſary Money, which ought co be paid 
co the Purſer before the Ship proceeds to Sea, bur now is not paid in 
eight or nine Months after, and if ic were, is not near ſufficient for that 
Sevice. The Putfer is nevertheleſs obliged to providethe laid Neceſ[z- 
ries, or the Ship cannot go to Sea without them, and in cale of Default 
the Captain complains againſt him, and he is liable to be Ciſmiſt of his 
Employment. The Putler theretore that he may be enabled to carry on 
the Service; is obliged to ſell his Neceſſary Bill (which is given him inſtead 
of Money) at a great Diſcount, towards furniſhing the laid Neceſlaries, 
:nd then co defire the Brewet to ler him have Money for part of his Cre- 
dit of Beer to provide the reſt. Bur

tut if it be enquired why ſome. Purſers have ſo very large Credits for 
Beer, it is by lupplying their Ships abroad with Wiae, Rum or Brandy, 
a: their own charge, in foreign Countries, where there are no Agents, 
107 Brewers to lupply them with Beer; and by this means the whole 
quantic, of Buer, tor which the Men have Drank Wine, ec, in lieu, be- 
comes dueto the Purſer, and he was formerly paid for the ſame imme- 
d:a:iy on the paſſing his Accounts. But now Payments are (o backward, 
that when Puwilers have lupplyd their Ships Abroad, and given Credic to 
the Government to the utmolt of their ſubſtance, they have Bills made 
ou: for the ſame to be paid in Courſe, without any Intereſt, and theſe 
Bills remain three Years unpaid ; by which ſome Purlers have been necel- 
ſtrated to icll the ſame for leſs than half their Value, to ſupporr their Fa- 
milies. Andit Naturally follows when others [ee {uch Dangerous Rocks, 
they endeavour to avoid them, by taking what Money they can from the 
Þrewers to Extenuate cheir Credits on the Government. 

But what above all induces Purlers to (ell Beer to the Brewers, is that 
Method, or Rule in the Navy and Victualling Offices, not to permic a 
Purler to pals his Accounts if the Ship ſhould happen to be Loft or Taken, 
unlels he will ttand to the Damage of all the Provitions and Casks that 
were then aCually on board her, when ſo loſt or taken : by which it has 
frequently happend that lome Putſers who have ſupply'd their Ships 
abroad to the utmoſt of their Stocks and Credits, have ruin'd themſelves 
and their Families thereby, being allow'd nothing for the ſame ar their 
return. VVhereas if Purlers were allow'd to draw Bills on the Commil- 
ſioners of the Victualling, for what they become Creditors by lupplying 
their Ships abroad ; or were permitted to take up Money from the Agents, 
as formerly; or were the Purlers Ballance Bills paid upon paſling their 
Accounts ; or allow'd Intereſt as other ViRualling Bills are; they would 
be encouraged to ſupply what part of the Vi&ualling they are able, would 
have no realon to endeavour to ſolve themſelves any other way, and the 
Government would reap a very great Advantage thereby.

One Fobn Bridgar, a Cooper, inform'd the Com- 
mittee, that he had ſeen ſome of the Queen's Butts 
in Sir Charles Cox's Brewhouls, 


The Truth of the Caſe is this ; 

One Fohn Ridge (who had been Maſter of a 
Prels-Yacht, under the Marquils of Carmarthen) 
did, about Awguſt laſt, order three Butts (containing 
one Tun and a halt ) ro be ſent to the laid Brew- 
houſe, to be fill d with Beer, and laid he would give 
notice when they ſhould b< fill d ; bur he delayus 
to come according to his Promile, thole three Butrs 
were not filld, bur returnd empty to Ridges Quar- 
ters, and were never {cen by Sir Charles Cox. 

Theſe three are the only Butts belonging to the 
Queen, which upon a {trict Inquiry amoneſt his Ser- 
vants, he can find to have been within his Brewhoule 
ſince May 1709. when he ceasd to brew tor the 
Queen, until Fanuary laſt, when he enterd into a 
new ContraCQt to brew for Her Maicſty, 

Sir Charles Cox having in September lalt taken in a 
Partner, all the Casks both in his Brewhoulz: and 
Cuſtomers Cellars were numberd and valud by r:vo 
Coopers, vis. fobn Bridgar, the preſent Informer, 


and William Pritchard ; when none of the ()aeens 


Casks, except the ſaid three Butts, were found a: 
mongſt them, and thoſe three Eutts were not pur 
into the Account or Valuation of his Casks. Fort 
te Truth of which he appeals ro the 1aid wo 
Coopers.

Honourable Patriots, Tour Reſolution to Carry on the War, untill it Terminate in a ha 
Peace, doth Encourage Tour Petitioner, Humbly to beg Leave, to lay before the Houfe 
his Propoſals, for Providing Funds for Raiſmg Money for this Years Service, and Pay- 
ing all the National Debts Contrafted by the War, and ſaving many Millions to the 


Kingdom, and making the Exchequer Credit of greater Repute than the Bank, or any 
Credit what ſoever. 


OR laying down Methods for providing Funds to Raiſe Money for the 

Charges of this Years War, without any New Taxes. Thus, ſince by 

an AQt in the laſt Sefſions of Parliament, there are ſeveral Duties on 

Wines, Vinegar, Tobacco, Eaſt=Indie Goods, &c. All continued to 
the iſt of Augn/t, 1720, for Raiing Money by Way of Loan, and Paying the 
Pebts Borrowed on the ſame, which tho* Mergaged to the aid time, Money 
may be raiſed out of the ſame Funds by new Morgages, if the Parliameat ſhould 
think fit to continue them, untill the Morgages ſo ky made be Redecmed, viz. 
For every 63 l. 5 s. borrow'd the 1ſt of Augn## 1711. at 6 per Cezr lutreſt, the 
Creditor is to have the lntreſt to the 1ſt of Auguſt 17520, added to the 631. 5 5. 
which with the Compound Lntreſt makes 1001. Principal z and is to bear latreſt 
from that time, payable Yearly out of the ſaid Funds, or to agree with the pre- 
ſent Creditors of thoſe Morgages which are g Years to run. To convert their A- 
nuities or Yearly Payments to a principal Sum, allowing them the Intreſt with Di- 
ſcompt of Compound and Rebate Iatreſt, and to have Security on ſo much of 
theſe Funds as will pay them what there Yearly Intreſt Amounts to. Their Mo- 
ney being thus made a principal Sum, there will be a great over-plus tor the 
Governments Service, which will prove a good Security for Borrowiag Moncy, 
the Creditors having the latreſt duly paid them. 

To laydown Ways to pay all the National Debts Contracted by this War, 
both Principal and latreſt in 33 Years ; if the Goverameat will allow ſix per Ceye 
Intreſt. and one per Cent more Yearly for paying the principal Sums, by half 
Years Payments, as may be demonſtrated by a Table of Intreſt, and if the In- 
treſt be more than 6 per Cent the Debts may be paid in a ſhorter time, always al- 
lowing one per Cent more than the Intreſt, for paying the principal Sums. 

There may be many Millions ſaved of the Debts that are on the loag Annyi- 


* ties of 99 Years, for ſinking the Principal, which Debts may be paid in $3 Years, 


according to the Table, to the ſatisfaftion of the Creditors, as well as the Na- 
tions Benefit. Since after they have poſleſſed 30 or 4o Years, they will be more 
deſirous to have the principal Sum ſecured to them and their Succeſſors for e. 
yer ; then to have a little more then the ordinary Intreſt for the remaining Years 
of their Morgages and loſe the Principal. 

To pay ſeveral Millions of the Debts without any Charge, if the Government 
ſhould think ir it proper to buy the Blank Lorterry Tickets at 7 !. per Ticket, 
which is their higheſt Price, there would remain off the Lottery Fund for thoſe 
Tickets more than 40090 l. per Ann. over and above 6 per Cent Intreſt Yearly, 
for the ſame, that ſhall be paid for purchaſing theſe Tickets, which will pay more 
than 4 Millions of the Nations Dcbts, according to the Table, 

To increaſe the Publick Credit by making the Exchequer Notes more Valuable in 


' Payments then Bank Notes, or any Credit whatſocver, and more Acceptable than 


ready Money, viz. By making ſure Funds for paying the Intreſt every Quarter, 
at four Pence per Day tor each 1001. in Exchequer Notes, unto the preſent poſ- 
ſeſſor of them. And a Strict and Obliging Way of Management will Engage e- 
very Mans good Opinion of the Exchequer Credit ; by which they exceed Mony in 
producing Intreſt without Hazard, Trouble or Expence. And if any deſires to 
have Money for them, it may be reaſonably ſuppoled, that every Perſon who has 
Money by them, will he ready to give it for them becauſe of tiic Intreſt. And 
if the Parliament ſhall judge it proper to continue the Malt-Tax, until the xft of 
Auguſt 1720, at which time the Morgages mentioned in the firſt Propoſal expires, 
it will anſwer any Demand that may be neceſlary tor carrying on theſe Propoſals. 


May it therefore pleaſe the Honourable Houſe, to take the ſaid Propoſals 
into Confideration. And if any Difficulty appears, to appoint 
Your Petitioner to be heard in ſuch a Way as You ſhall think pro- 
per, for clearing the Difficulties, as well theſe for preſent Occa- 
ſions as thoſe for futor Services. Andif found prattifable as well 
as profitable, it is hoped by Your Petitioner, that the Honourable 
Houſe will give him a ſuitable Reward, according to the Merit of 
his Services: And Tour Petitioner, as in all Duty Zound, . ſhall ever 
Pray, &c.

That the Ship in which Captain Norris Sailed, and 
other Men of War then under his Command, were 
ſo crowded with Prize-Goods, that were removed 
out of the Prize-Ships, and taken into the Men of 
War, that they were notable to Fight. 


That Captain Norris ſent into the Streights a Prize- 
Ship, which he then cauſed to be Laden with Filh, 
and Vicual'd and Man'd with the King's Men, Stores 
and Proviſions ; and that the King's Stores were alfo 
expended in Fitting Boats, and Building Stages for 
Catching Fiſh, and Curing of Fiſh.

And (as I was informed on board the Guarnzey, Captain Ropbey Commander, 
where I was a Priſoner with many other French) Captain Norris Commanded, that 
ſome ſhould go a Cruizing on the Great Bank, in order to take ſome Prizes, it poſ- 
ſible. The Captain of the Mary Galey went thither, where he met Monſieur 
Neſmond's Squadron, which was a Cruizing in thoſe Parts; and having avoiced it. he 
came and made his Report to Captain Norris, at the aforeſaid St. Jobn:,. bringing 
back with him a ſmall Prize, which he took from the French.. 


I farther declare, that after the Arrival of the Mary Galley, the ſaid Captain Nor- 
144, in order to excuſe himſelf of the Fault he had committed in not purſuing che 
ſaid Monſieur Ports, and lay it on the Captain of the Mary Galley, precending he had 
not given him all the neceflary Informations, he called his Council of War toge- 
ther, and broke the ſaid Captain of the Mary Galley, and put Captain Clesby in his 
room , in Teſtimony whereot, I have fee my Name to this Preſent, being a 
tafthful and true Account.

T is humbly hoped, That this Certiticate will convince all Perſons, that there 

was no reaſonable Ground for Captain Nerris to ſuppoſe that Monſieur Neſmond 

intended to go to St. Fohn's Port, unlefs he had Intelligence that che Squadron Com- 
manded by Captain Norris, was to be there. | 


For it appeared by the Intelligence from Priſoners, who were pare of Monſieur 
Neſ/mond's Squadron, that he was to convoy the Ships bound for Canada and 
Placentia, to ſtrengthen and ſupply thoſe Places with what was wanting : and the 
Priſoners did not ſo much as mention, that Monſieur Neſmond intended for St. Fobns, 
and until his Arrival at Placentia, he could not know that St. Fobr's Port was again 
quitted by the French, ſince that was not done until he was actually failed from 
France ; nor did we know it, until our Arrival there. 


And there was no imaginable Ground to ſuppoſe that the French had Notice of 
our Deſign for St. Fobhns : For all the Orders given by Captain Norris to Captain 
De:berow, and others, did only mention a Foreign Voyage, and not whither we 
were bound ; nor did we know till after we were at Sea, 


But if Monſieur Neſmond had known of our being at St. Fobr's, it is highly im- 
probable that he ſhould ſeparate his Squadron, and ſend only Five cf his Ships to 
lye Eight Days before St. John's, and in Conſumption Bay ; which, in all probability, 
would have been taken or dettroyed, before the relt could have come to their Re- 
lief, if all our Ships had been in Condition, and we had had Reſolution to have 
attackt them. 


Therefore ie is humbly ſubmitted, whether Monſieur Neſmond's being Bound 19! 
Placentia, (which is about Fifty Leagues from St. Jobn's) could be a ſufficient Rea- 
ſon to dis-believe and invalidate all the plain Advices and Evidences that thi:

þ H E Report was made or at leaſt compoſed without hearing the 
Petitioner's Complaints. 

I. The Petitioner hopes to prove the Report is not ſo much in the Scamen's 
Favour as the Merits of their Caſe wu vwuld bear. | 

III. Three Hardſhips only, as the Caule of the Seamen's Miſeries are 
cautiouſly confeſſed, (viz. Turning them over, Lending them, and Want of Pay) 
bur many more and weighty ones are omitted. ; 

IV. The Petitioner doubts not but to make it appear that the Diſcipline of 
the Navy has greatly diftered trom the ſaid Report. 

V. The Petitioner's Complaint was not againſt Q's and R's only, or prin- 
cipally, bur the Intent of his Petition was, That this Honourable Houſe would 
be pleaſed to conſider whether it is not neceſſary to eſtabliſh (by good and 
wholelome Laws) the Diſcipline of the Navy, that the Strength, Wealtlt 
and Honour of the Nation may be preſerved thereby. 

V1. The Petitioner believes it may be worthy the Conſideration of this 
Hcnourable Houſe, whether the £'s as deſcribed in the Report are not great 
Harcſhips : Ir being acknowledged, That all Men ſer on Shore fick before the 
23aot March 1699, were thereby diſcharged from the Service, and Tickets 
were principally intended for that purpole (Viae Article 16. of the Lord High 
Admirals Inſtructions to Captains) but by this new Order, when they are ſet 
Sick on Shore, unlels they return to the Ships from whence they came, or to 
{cme other cf His Majzlty 's Ships, immediately after they are diſcharged from 
ſick Quarters, they are and (as the Report expreſles It) have been eſteemed 
25 Deferters, and as ſuch by the Act of Parliament mentioned in the faid 
Report, are liable to be puniſhed with Death, which AQ has ſeveral times 
been put in Execution againit Deſerters during the late War. 

VIE. The Report cf the Petitioners baving bought the Money of ſeveral 
that are Queried and Run, and his encouraging the Women to attend this 
Honourable Houſe, are equally grounclels ; he never having bought, or is now 
intereſted oae Penny in the one, nor did ever aflociate himſelf with, or en« 
courage the others : But on the contrary hath adviſed them to be moderate; 
and allured them that their Clamorous Proceedings would prejudice their

V ſuch a part of the watry Globe, that the Land-men cannot be ſecure 
without tic aſſiitance of the Sailors; nor can the Nation {ſublilt under its 
own Laws and Fundamental Rights, without a good underſtanding betwixt both. he 
Sea not only affords you floating Cattles, which are the Walls and Bullworks of your 
Nation, but it ſupplies you with the greatclt part of the Money raiſed for the De- 
fence of the Kingdom, for which Reaſon, the Abulcs of the Sailors ſeem yer the more 
hard in point of Pay ; for thus they ſeem to have a Natural as well as Riglttal Claim 


to their Wages. Had the Money raifed upon Land, heen the only Sum appropriated 
for the payment of the Army, and the Tonnage and Foundage vpon Shiping, with 


E know your Honours are not inſenſible of the great Advantage of the 
Fleet to the ſecurity of the Realm, Nature having placed your illand itt 


all Duties laid on Merchandize, outward and inward, appropriated tor the Navy, the 


Sailors would have had a very generous Allowance, 


We do not complain of the Allowance made us by this Honourable Houſe, it 1s in- 
deed generous enough ; we are content with our Wages, had we any way to come 
at our own; and we aro perſwaded that your Honours, when you gave us ſuch 
Allowances for Proviſion and Pay, did intend it: ſhould be equally diſtributed accord- 
ng to the true Intent and Meaning of your Ads. We cannot find in any of your 
Acts the Commiſſioners of the Admtraltry or Navy empowered © ſtop our Wages, under 
prerence of C's and R's. We yet believe our ſelves to be Exgliſh Men, entituled to 
our Franchiſes and free Birthrights, and muſt judge our ſelves to be ſo, until ſuch time 
as we are Baſtardiſed by A& ot Parliamenr. 

The Soldiers have Judicatures appointed them, whether they may appeal, when abuled 
in point of Pay; . But the Sailors, who are bold to aſſert, that they have done the Na- 
tion as much Service, and earned their Money as hard as any, can appeal no where but 
to ſuch Perſons as have done them the highett Injuſtice, and are folcly lett to the Judg- 
ment of their Enemies. 

We are here unwilling to recriminate and urge the Hardſhips we have met with at 
Sea, by being put to ſhort Allowance in the Channel, a thing unknown to former Ages ; 
we are willing to forget our bad Proviſions, the Peale, Bread, and ſtinking Beet and 
Pork we have eaten, wliftn this Honourable Houle allow'd us all Species good in their 
kind. But the want of our Pay, after thele Hardſhips, is a Greivance intollerable, when 
after ſo tedious an abſence from our Wives and Families, we mult have the unhappy 
entertainment to ſee them Starve at Home, and be curit by the Variſhes to which they 
are now burdenſome, | 

We hope this Honourable Houſe is throughly ſ{cniible of our Hardſhip, in having our 
Wages detain'd from us, under the - pretence of L's and R's, and the deplorable Con- 
dition of our necefſitous Families, occalioned by this Greivance, 1s worth the Conlidera- 
tion of this Honourable Houle, as allo of their Compailion. A Sailor is able by his 
Employment to kcep his Family from the Pariſh, when his Wages are duly paid 
him ; but when detained from him atter this manner, not only he, bur thole char 
have truſted him with their Stocks, in expeCtation of juſt Payment, muſt be burden» 
ſome to their Neighbour . 

We would therefore humbly urge our deplorable Circumſtances as highly worthy the 
Conſideration of this Honourable Houle: We hope our good Service may plead tor us, 
and that the loſs of our Blood and Limbs in the Service of our Country, ſhall be no 
occaſion of the loſs of our Pay. The Story of /a Hogue will be a ſtanding Monument 
of our Bravery to future Ages, and we had no ſhare in the Aﬀair of Monficur Pointy, 
I2r that of Tholoan, ' yet kept out of our Pay, when ſuch Commanders as run away 
with their Ships had no R put upon their Names in the Navy-Books. We envy them 
not the Bounty allow'd them ; we are contented with our Wages when we can get it. 
All we deſire is the Payment of what we ventured our Lives to get; and we in all 
Humility hope we ſhall not incure the Diſplealure of this Honourable Houſe, when we 
complain of our loſs of Pay, and of our being whipt and pickled into the Bargain.

management thereof, who has made the ſame rot only expenſive but tedivus and dovbriul. 1 do not interd to 

make repetitoins of what Sums has been given by Parliament to profecute the War with Vigorr, ard what 

Sums has been given to carry on the War with Frace, this Honorable Houſe hath no need of Intelligerce thereof;

The CASE of Captain John Powell, Commander of a 
Private Man of War called the Experiment of Dover. 
Humbly Offered to the Conſideration of the Honourable 
Houſe of COMMONS. 


742 12th. Jan. 1694, Aptain Powell by Vertue of Letters Mart and Repriſal duely granted unto him to ſeize the Ships and Goods 
of the French King and his SubjeQts, did ſeize the Ship called the Saint Mary of Srockho/m, whereof George 
Croffan Engliſh-man was then Maſter (in Dover Road about three Miles from the Shore), Laden with Rye, 
Tron, Flax, Hemp, Sail-Cloth, and other Goods, and carried her into the Downes. This Ship was pretended to be 
bound for Ltsbon, though in Truth Deſigned for France, and part of the Goods, on Board the ſaid Ship, are Coun- 
terband Goods, and by Treaty not to be Carried to Fraxce by the Sweeds. 


And by the 12th. Article of the Treaty between Eng/and and Swedez all Swediſh Ships are to have a Paſs to be obs 
tained in this Manner, viz. The Maſter and Owners of every Ship and Cargo are perſonally to appear before the 
Governours or Magiſtrate of the Town or Place where ſuch Paſs is to be granted and make Oath, That the Ship and 
Cargo for which the Paſs is deſired belongs to them alone being SubjeQts of the King of Swedez, and no others, and that 
the Ship is Laden and to be Laden with no other Goods than ſuch for which the paſs is deſired. 


19th, Jan. 169%, Croff the Maſter being Examined Swears that Hance Neilſon Tourn, and ſeveral others, Merchants and Burghers of 
| Stockholm, being Eight in Number, are all of them Owners of the ſaid Ship, each of them one Eighth part, and that 
the Lading was put on Board for their Account, 


7th. Feb. 169%, This Cauſe coming to be heard before the Judge of the Admiralty, he again Examined Croff, When he was laſt at 
Stockholm ? Who Swears that he was laſt at Stockho/m in November then laſt was Twelve Months ; and the Paſs on 
Board the ſaid Ship, Dated the 12th. of December, 1694. mentions that Croff the Maſter was Owner of a Ninth Part 
of the {aid Ship and Cargo, and that he was at Srockholm at the Granting of the {aid Paſs, and that the {aid Ship was 
Laden with Rye, Iron, Hemp and Sail-Cloth, and no other Goods, when in Truth the Ship was laden with 
ſeveral Goods not menti in the ſaid Paſs ; whereupon the Judge finding that the Paſs was utterly Falſe, and there 
being no proof of Property he did condemn the ſaid Ship and Cargo as Lawtul Prize to the ſaid Captain Powell, Afﬀter 
the Condemnation, Captain Powell for preſervation of the Ships C250, carries her into Dover Harbour, and Unlades 
part of her Lading into Warehouſes, and had the ſame well looked after, the Charge whereof came to near 200 /, 
which if the ſaid Captain Powell had not done, moſt of the Lading would have been utterly ſpoiled. 


eb. 1695, Fence Neilſon Tourn and the reſt of the pretended Owners Appeal from the Sentence givea in the Admiralty Court, 
to the Lords of Appeal, and pending the Appeal, give in Allegations and plead their Property ; and take out Com- 
miſſions to Stockholm and Labeck to prove the ſame ; but not being able to make any Proof, never return the ſame ; 
but being ſenſible that they could make no Proof of their Property before the time was Expired for the returning their 
Commiſſions they ſet up the Kings Title upon the Statute of rhe Fourth and Fifth of Wiljam and Mary for preventing 
all Commerce with France, and for the Incouraging of Privateers,- and alledged that the Ship was taken in Port ; 
and that if ſhe was Prize, ſhe was Prize to the King within that Statute, and- Witneſſes were Examined thereto. 


zoth.Oftob.16gg, This Cauſe coming to be heard yefore the Lords of Appeal, there being but Four. of them preſent at the hearin 
they Reverſe the Sentence given in the Admiralty, and Reſtore the Ship*and*Cargo to the Claimers, Notwithſtand- 
ing the ſaid Paſs was fully proved to be Falſe, and that the ſaid Croff Indeaypyred to; get into Daxkirk with the ſaid 
Ship ; and notwithſtanding the Claimers did not prove their Property thereto without allowing Captain Powell either 
his Charges in preſerving the Goods, which would have been utterly ſpoiled if he had not taken Care of them, or his 
Expences in Defending the Law Suit, which in the whole came to near 400 /. 


'That ſince the hearing of the Appeal, Captain Powell has found out that the ſaid Croff has kept a Correſpondence 
with France moſt part of this War ; and that ſince the Seizure of this Ship, and before her Condemnation, the ſaid 
Croff would have hired a Perſon to go his Mate in the ſaid Ship to F rance, his Mate and Seven Men having left him 
on the Seizure of the ſaid Ship. And that the Agent for the pretended Owners has declared that they had laid out 
and Expended in Law Charges and otherways, about the ſaid Ship ſince her Seizure, Two Thouſand Pounds and 
upwards : Which Cauſes great Suſpition that the ſaid Ship and Cargo were procured to be Cleared by undue and indi- 
req means, they having not Expended above Two Hundred Pounds in I.aw Charges. 


Captain Powell ſince the finding out theſe PraQtices, Petitioned the King and Council to have the faid Appeal Re- 
viewed ; which was not Granted. | 


That if theſe PraQtices are not DiteQted and Puniſhed, they will cotally Diſcourage Privateering ; which is Humbly 
Conceived very Uſeful and Advantageous to this Kingdom. 


Note, This Ship and Goods are now in Dover Harbour, and will go (as believed) to France as ſoon as the Embar- 
g0 is taken off unleſs ſome way prevented.

HEREAS an Invention of Ship-Pumps, and Inſtruments appertain- 
ing to them, was the laſt Seſſions, by me, Repreſented to the Parlia- 
ment, which, upon ſtrict Examination and Tryal, had the Approbation, 
Favour and Encouragement, of the Honourable the Houſe 0 ons, 
as appears by their Votes of May the Sixth, 1698. 


UPON which, a Bill was accordingly ordered to be brought in, and twice Read, and 
Committed ; but for want of Time, by reaſon of the Diſſolution of the Jaſt Parliament, 


was conſequently dropt. 


WHEREFORE I moſt humbly lay the ſame Ship-Pumps and Engines before Your 
Honor's, to do therein as in Your Great Wiſdom ſhall ſeem meet, they having appro- 
ved their Uſefulneſs and Serviceableneſs in theſe Reſpects. 


TO HIS MAJESTY, whoſe Revenue of the Cuſtoms is greatly diminiſhed by the 
Allowances he makes for Damaged Goods by Leakage. And tho' thele Leaky Damages 
ſeem to be made up, His Majeſty bearing ſome in Abatement of his Cuſtom, the Mer- 
chants bearing ſome, and the Mariners Wages the reſt, yet it is ' an unqueſtionable Loſs 
and Detriment to the general Good of the Nation ; for it is evident, That ſo much Mer- 
chandize as is Damaged out and home, ſo much the Nation loſes Yearly, which if Com- 
puted, would appear a very Surprizing Summ, and with the Conſequences confidered, 


much more Surprizing, 


TO THE MERCHANT, his Efedts will, by the Service of theſe Pumps, be better 
preſerved from Damage, by Leakineſs ; from T otal Loſs, (as it frequently happens) when 
Ships prove very Leaky ; from Fire, by the Inſtrument provided for that purpoſe ; from 
the Enemy, being able at pleaſure to wet their Sails, whereby a Ship may Run Three Foor 
for Two. Moreover, 'tis apparently demonſtrable they are more uſctul in Fight, than any 


other Expedient yet Invented. 


TO THE OWNERS, in ſeveral Reſpects z for wherein it is Serviceable to the Mer- 
chant, it is ſo to them ;, and beſides, Ships may Sail with Fewer Hands, by Means of their Great 
Diſcharge of Water, and Eafie Working, whereby one Man, in ſome Extremities, is able to 
deliver as much Water, as three in the common Way, and more ſafely too, And confider- 
ing the Opportunity of Wetting thcir Sails at Pleaſure, which Expedites the Ships Way in 
Sailing, they will, by a Reaſonable Computation, ſave One Month in Six, which, by a 
proportionable Abatement in Victuals and Wages, will highly Encreaſe their Gain. 


TO THE COMMANDERS, upon many Accounts, too numerous for a diſtin 
Specification, as being neceſſarily Concerned in the Lois and Profit of every Particular Per- 
ſon ; ſo that I ſhall only Recommend the difference, b:twixt being wel, and being i/- 
provided againſt Accidents, with the Conſequences that may attend them, to the Serious 
Conſideration of thoſe Gentlemen, who, by the Advantage of their Profeſſion, ſhou'd be 


ſufficiently qualified to determine it. 


Laſtly, TO THE MARINERS, thoſe Thouſands of Men, beſides their Families, 
and ſo Conſiderable a Part of the Nation's $:curity.

for if all the Wages due unto them on board the laſt Ship on which they ſerved be 
dilcharg'd, there can be no Arrears tor them to forteit. 

Atter this Claule follows a Proviſo not inferred in the Articles: Provided neverthe- 
leſs, that nothing in this At contained, ſhall extend to take away or alter the Puniſhment ap- 
pointed by an Att made in the thirteenth Tear of Rjzng Charies the Second, for ſuch Captains, 
Officers or Mariners as ſhall deſert the Service of his Majeſty, his Heirs or Succefſors, in his 
Ships, or entice others ſo to do: And the Clauſe referr'd to, 13 Car.

Bills of Sale are ſuppreſſed, but Letters of Attorney are conſtituted in their Stead, 
and the Treaſurer of the Navy made Judge whether the Sailor ſhall be paid his 
Wages or not. Doubtlels the” Sailor ought, like other Subjects, to have the Liberty 
of Receiving his Wages, and let the Creditor be left to his Remedy at Law.

XII. Seamen may diſpoſs of their Tickets by Sale, which ſhall be paid to the lawful Purchas 
ſer, even though the Party deſerts afterwards, 


This ſeems to be an Encouragement to Deſertion. 


XII. Seamen applying for thetr Wages after the Ships Books are made up and cloſed, ſhall 
have Tickets made out for their Wages, payable in a Month. 

Tickets are continued but ordered to be paid withia a Month, but no Provilion is 
made for the Paying of them. 


XIV. If a Land Officer enlifts a Seaman, upon Proof made that he is ſuch, he ſhall be 
diſcharged. 

If this Clauſe paſſes, all the Captains in the Land Service may be undone; for af- 
ter they have been at great Expence in lifting a Man, and bringing him to the Regi- 
ment, he may, even the Day betore the Mutter, be demanded as having ſerved on 
Board a Ship. 


XV. Governoars, Miniſters, Conſuls, and Merchants abroad, ſhall ſubſiſl poor ſiraoglins

That upon the Incouragement of having Letters of Mart, which were not dc- 
nied till lately, the Merchants ltave built many very fine Frigats and Gallics, the

That on the Firit of Ju; One thouſand Seven hundred Forty - 
two, proceeiing on the Ditcovery, they failed from Church;/l, 
in Lautude 59*, tteering North-catterly, till they came up with 
Mard/- Ifland, or Brook Cobham, in Latirude 63*. 


From whence, filing on by the Eaſtward of the North, ge- 
neraily Six or Seven Leagues diſtant from the Land to the Weit- 
ward, without any remarkable Occurrence, they arrived in La- 
titude 65*; where, finding much floating Ice, and perceiving 
a!

N the Tear 1605, after deliberate Confideration of” the then 
I | Lord High Admiral of England, and the Princizal Offi 
cers and Commiſſioners of the Navy, and the then Maſter 
Builders, and other Skillful Maſter-Shipwrights, all Perſons, 
being Engliſh es ew and Calkers, were by Charter Incor- 
porated by the Name of Shipwrights of England, and far the bet- 
ter Accommodation of Engli Navigation and Safety *Ship- 
ping, were Impoweres to practiſe their Trade in all Rivers and 
Ports of England «nd Wales. And in the Tear 1612, ot the 
Deſire of the ſaid Company, that Charter was Renewed to them 
with Amendments, by the Name of The Company of Ship- 
wrights of Rederiff, in the County of Surry , and had the 
fame Power of Prattifing their Trade in all Rivers and Ports of 
England and Wales, Continued to them : And for their better 
Government , Forty four Rules and Ordinances were by them 
Prepared and Approved of, and Signed by the then Lord Chan= 
cellor, and Lord Chief Juſtice of either Bench, agreeable to a 
Statute of the 19th. of Henry VII. in that behalf? 

I. The firſt Intent of Incorporating the Shipwrights of 
England was for a Nurſery, to Encourage a Number of Able 
and Skillful Workmen in that Art and Myſtery, on whom Relies 
the Performance of Workmanſhip in Building, Repairing, and 
Fitting out of Ships and other Veſſels ( and more efpecialh their

: When they had heard ſeveral Ships had been ſheathed with Wood, for which, Age, Weakneſs, or ſome 
reaſon or other was pretended, but never that they had wholly laid it aſide: So that the Company re- 
mained in continual ExpeRation of Demands at one time or other, till they were ſurprized with the 
} faid Report, by which means they were abuſed and deluded out of above tour years of their time, all 
which 1s ſet forth in their Reply, Pag. 10. 24, 25+ 

The Milf d-Lead Company having put in their Reply to the ſaid Report,and the Lords of the Admiralty 
T having order'd the Commiſſioners of the Navy to attend, read the ſame to them, telling them, they 
muſt in ſome convenient time put in their Anſwer in Writing, to which they excuſing themſelves, fay- 
ing, they had not leiſure nor $kill to write ſuch fine Diſcourles, but were well aſſured there was Cauſe 
enough for the Complaints they had exhibited. My Lord Notringham told them, the thing importing 
ſuch great Pretenſions to His Majeſty's Service, it was too hot for their Fingers, they 
would lay it before the Council-Board, let them get what time they could, or do as they pleaſcd there; 
which his Lordſhip, being one of the Members of that Board, as well as of the Admiralty, accordingly 
did ; and the Council upon hearing both ſides, Dec. 22. 1682. (the Particulars being tnany) referred 
the ſame back again to the Admiralty to examine and report, as in Pag. 5t. Whereupon the Company 
made their farther Addreſs to that Board, printed, Pag. 54. but were kept in hand by delays, and one 
pretence or other, not being able to obtain any Report according to the Reference, before their Com- 
miſſion was determined, which was in May 1684. ſo that here there was above a year and an halt's 

time more loſt, . 

'  Afﬀterwards King Char/es took the Office of Lord High Admiral into his own hands, managed by the 
Duke of 7ork, and Mr. Pepys his Secretary, of which the Mi//d-Lead Company had great hopes to 
# find the good effeAts, he having always approved their Sheathing, and himſelf having penned theit 
; Reply abovementioned, and Mr. Hewer his Chiet Clerk being, as he knew, one of their Partners, re- 
' commended by King Charles under his Sign Manual, to avoid Envy, with particular Directions to take 
care that their Work ſhould be duly promoted in the Navy ; but the ſame Navy-Board being continued in 
Commiſſion the remainder of King Charles's and beginning of King James's. Reign, they pretended not 
® to have Power enough, but doubted not in convenient time to ſee the Lead-ſheathing reſtored, 
T which the Company might be ſure they would take all opportunity to promote, ſo that almoſt two 
W years more was ſpent in theſe ExpeQations. 


But now that the @aconomy and method of the whole Afﬀairs of the Navy, and even the 
Navy-Board it ſelf were new modelled and managed , according to Mr. Pepys his Propoſal to 

| Kivg James, upon a Commiſſion, dated April 17. 1496. (as appears by his Memoirs printed 
” in the. year 1690.) when himſelf was in effeft Lord High Admiral, and Sir Anthony Deane 
”, a profeſſed Friend to the Zead-hheathing from the beginning, and Mr. Hewer, and others, who 
Mr. Pepys approved, were made Commilltoners of the Navy : Upon this Proje&t of Reformation and 
good Husbandry to the Crown, one ſhould have thought that this Lead-ſheathing had not been far 
from its Reſtauration ; but whatever occult or corroding Quality there may lye conceal'd in the Mil7'd- 
Lead Sheathing, in reſpect of the Ruddar-7rons, there ſeems to be ſomething extraordinary in the very 
Eſſence and Conſtitution of a Commiſſioner or Officer of the. Navy, in reſpect of that ; for after this 
new Commiſſion, the Company thought themſelves ſure of a ſpeedy diſpatch, and therefore made 
little Application for ſome time, depending upon their Partner Mr. Fewer (and his known , and their 
: ſeeming Friends, eſpecially it now becoming their Duty, 2s they knew it to be a great Service to the 
* King) tor encouragement to apply themſelves formally to their Board, bur were kept in hand, by one 
; * pretence or other ſtill, for nine months more ; when Mr. ZZewer, being able to excuſe the delay no 
onger, adviſed his Partners to make a new Propoſal to their Board, to ſheath at a rate certain per yard 
ſquare, and to wave the eld Contract, and all Diſcourſe about the Complaints, ſaying, he believed 
thoſe that had been concerned therein were now better ſatisfied they had been miſled, and would take

' Hale waiting upon Sir Anthony at his Return, which was about a fortnight aſter, asked him u 
they had made their Report ? What Report, fays he, (ſeeming ſtrange!) Why, yours, fays Hale, and 
Sir Phineas Pett's, wpon the Boards Reference to you of our Propoſal : That, fays he, 7 have reported 
forty and forty times, That I am ſatisfied your Sheathings an excellent thing and beſt for the King's 
Service , but you muſt ſpeak to Natbrough and Berry, you know that I am always ready to promote it. 
They mind not (ſays Hale) what we ſay; you muſt ſatisfie them with the Reaſons you are ſatisfied your 
ſelves, or the Board muſt proceed without them ; but if you dont report your Opinions in Writing, how 
can the Board go on with their Reference to contratt with us > Why, ſays he, you would not have us report 


Mr. Hewer, and your Self found by Calculation, with reſpef to its duration, from the Navy-Books, T 
being preſent. Ay, duration, ſays he, (ſheering off) you muſt ſpeak to them, you may be ſure I'll do 
what I can. Thereupon Hale having writ to Sir Phineas Pett, received his Anſwer, That Sir A»thony 
Deane had the Papers from the Navy-Board in his keeping, ſaying, Tou muſt get Mr. Hewer to ſpeak 
ro him to diſpatch it ; for my part, I am ready to fign a Report at any time. Mr. Zewer was told this; 
and Sir Anthony ſaid, he would acquaint the Board with what they had to fay, as well as if 'twere in 
Writing, all pretending fairly, blaming others, but ſtill with promiſing hopes, whilſt thoſe concerned 
began now to diſcern how they had been deluded for about two years more, which will appear farther 
confirmed in the next Paragraph. 

The Company now thought it adviſeable to apply themſelves to ſome Perſon of Quality at Court for 
their aſſiſtance, in hopes of tairer Quarter, as they found at the beginning, while my Lord Car/i/le was 
their Partner, which my Lord Mar/brough having accepted of, they mentioned it ro .his Lordſhip to 
preſent a Petition to the King, that whereas they had ſuch a Propofal that had lain 10 long before the 
Navy-Board, His Majeſty would be pleaſed'to order them to admit thereof, or to give their Reaſons 
in Writing why they did not ; which his Lordſhip approved, and accordingly ſuch a Petition was pre- 
pared, and by him put into the hands of Mr. Pepys to be delivered, not doubting Succeſs if He ſhould 
but appear ſincere at laſt, who had taken fuch pains throughly to inform himſelf therein, and had fo 


often declared his approbation thereof, upon full ConviAtion (to uſe his own Words) that it was a 


great Service to the King, and promiſed the Company at his firſt Return to his Office to promote the 
Uſe of it, whenever it came in his way to do't ; and ſure that could not be queſtion'd now. _ 

But even he alſo appearcd plainly to have another Intereſt now to preterr, pretending difficulty to 
reſtore, it having been ſo long laid afide, and the Commanders ſo much ” gras againſt it, fearing 
the loſs of their Ruddars, and conſequently the King's Ships and SubjeAs. He propoſed alſo a new 
Trial upon two Ships, tobe ſheathed one with Wood, the other with Lead, and new Ruddar-Irons put on 
together,to ſee which proved beſt, which had been formerly mentioned.To all which he received Anſwers: 
To the firſt, That *twas not their fault,but their loſs, as well as the King's, that it had been diſcontinued fo 
long,as he well knew. Secondly, That it was not likely a Captain would refuſe his Commillion,or be un- 
willing to go in a Lead-ſheathed Ship (which he had ſhewn would fail better) if once thar Sheathing 
had paſſed Approbation above. Thirdly, That it was not reaſonable now aftcr ſeventeen orei 


years Trials already, to wait three or four years more ſor the Succeſs of another ; which, as he had | 


formerly obſerved himſelf (the Ruddar-7rons being liable to ſo much Uncertainty) could not deter- 
mine the truth of the thing with any certainty at laſt ; though when it was firſt propoſed, the Com- 
pany was willing enough to make Trial thereof, the courſe of their Trade being not intended to ſtop 
till the Trial-made: He replied that if thoſe Fears prevailed with the Captains, *twas no matter how 
ſelf-convinced foever we were that there was no cauſe for't; but he would take ſome opportunity to 
preſent the Petition, for which he ſhould have time enough, before there could be occaſion for any 
ſheathing, but never did, nor did they expect (with any advantage to- them after theſe Ervaſions) he 
ever would : So that the other Parties concerned ſeeing their whole Intereſt, which they had fo long 
depended on, and which was now in power, turned againſt them, rhey in ſome time afterwards par- 
ted with their Concerns to Mr. Z7ale ( who had the greateſt ſhare therein, and having exhauſted his 
Fortune by it, moſt of all depended thereon) upon Terms agreed between them. 

From thenceforwards ale being only concerned, he applies himſelf to the World in Print, by 
Publications of the great Uſe, Excellency, and preference of the Mil”d-Lead, as well for covering of 
Houſes, &c. as ſheathing of Ships, the Plumbers and their Friends having alſo decried it, as the Ship- 
wrights and theirs do. And, in the year 1691. in a ſmall Book, amongſt other things, he printed 
the ſaid Reply to the Navy-Board's Report, andthe Proceedings that had been thereon before the then 
Lords of the Admiralty and Council-Board, as the fame were in Fact, for the fatisfaction and encou- 
ragement of Merchants, and others, as they ſhould judge thereof. 

Amongſt many that had read the Book, and approved of the Lead-ſheathing, ſome eminent Mer- 
chants having within fe two years ſheathed ſeveral Ships with it, and Hale hearing there were about 


half a ſcore Ships odered to be ſheathed for laſt Sui 's Service, addzeiſce higad the 

Navy-Board, that they would be pleaſed to Ne oY of theſe hips (at Wy II) 
that they might within their own Time, and under their own Order and Obſervations, make ſome 
Trial thereot themſelves, and encourage the farther uſe of it, as they found it deſerved, . and not to de- 
pend altogether upon the old Complaints and Objections, which ſome think have been fully enough 
anſwered. Their Anſwer was, that the thing had been long agoe contraſted at that Board by their 
Predeceſlors, who they believed, being Men of Judgment and Underſtanding in their Buſineſs, had fully 


examined and conſidered the Matter, and laid aſide the uſe thereof, upon very good grounds, which 
they had reaſon to be ſatisfied in, and not to queſtion their Proceedings,

As for the Pintels and Braces of the Ruddar that lay naked to the Wa- 
ter, they are, as uſual, ſomewhat eaten with Ruſt, but nothing extra- 
ordinary, and with only new nailing the Braces all may be made 
good again for further Service : and had theſe Braces, as well as thoſe 
on the Sterne-poſt , been parcelPd and cover'd with the Lead, doubt- 
leſs they would have been preſery*d ſound as thoſe others were. The 

will find ſome {mall Cracks in the Sheathing, .occaſion'd by the Ship's 
opening her Seams in working, which cloling when ſhe comes to 
rights again, are little damage, no Worm having enter'd there ; as ap- 
pear'd upon the Commiſſioners ſearching and dubbing about ſeveral of 
them. There was one place off on her, Larboard fide (by ſome un- 
known Accident) about the bigneſs of a Crown-piece, where the Worm 
having eaten, the Commiſſhoners cauſed the Plank to be dubbed, but 
it went fo little a way in, and not further than the bare place, that the 
Worm-holtes, which were but ſmall, were quickly dubbed out : and 
*tis obſervable, whenever any Lead happens to be off, the Worm eats 
but little in, and never goes under the Sheathing beyond the naked 
place. There is alſo one place rubb'd off at the end of the Keel, 
where the Worm had eaten, which happen'd at her firit going out of 
the Dock ; and another about a hands breadth, on the Larboard fide, 
at her return in, no Worm having touched there ; and ſeveral ſmall 
places torn by the Anchor ; all which Gf not by Care prevented, where 
{uch Accidents happen) would cn_ a Wood-jheathing as bad, and pro- 
bably much worſe, by rending and ſhattering the Boards. They will find 
ſeveral places indeed off above, where the Wood-ſheathing was naiPd 
over it, upon Pretence to defend it from Boats and Lyters, which being 
much Worm-eaten , ſhatter'd, and torn off, ſome of the Lead-ſheath- 
ing that lay under it came off with it. Moreover, they will find this 
Lead-ſheathing fouls but very little ; and when foul, eaſily clean ; 
which with its ſmooth and thin lying on, muſt be an advantage to a 
Ship's failing. 


As to the Cheapneſs; Suppoſe ſuch a Ship as the Aztelope to meaſure 
5400 foot, which at 144. a foot amounts to 315 /. of which, it a fourth 
part 78 /. 15 5. be allow'd for the Old Sheathing when ftripp'd, the 
Charge of this Lead-ſheathing would be but 2367. 55. Suppoſe alſo 
that this 5400 foot, to be ſheatt'd with Wood, would coſt but 7 d. a 
foot, which amounts to 1 57 /.

This Nicety, I fay, 
to prove its Cheapneſs, one would think, were needleſs ; but that it 
hath ſo long labour'd under Prejudice, by the falſe Suggeſtions of its 
Adverſaries, againſt which it could be reliev'd only by Patience to wait 
for new Tryals, and viſible Demonſtrations of its Goodneſs, from new Ex- 
periments to be made, the former being long ſince put out of the reach 
of Evidence, and its Enemies thereby encourag'd to raiſe Stories to for- 
tifie their Clamour againſt it, till this Tryal upon the Artelope, which 
proves to the World the yon of this Sheathing, and clearly an-

Old way in ry. Seamen for, and Maintaining them in, the Sea-Service, To 
which alſo I ſhall ſubjoyn the very Great and Numerous Advantages that accrue 
to the Nation in General, and to every Individual' Seamay in Particular, by this 
New Model of Eſtabliſhment.

- a Degree, as they ought to be, and paid without the leaſt trouble, charge or 
moleſtation for their Service, when over, as is poſſible to be done, with fome 
other things requiſite to deter the Bad from doing ill, as well as reward the 
Good for doing well, much augment the Difficulties and Hardſhips aforeſaid. 


As to the Publick, or General Concern of the Naticn, that is uſually taken care 
of by Good and Wholeſom Laws made by our Parliaments, who are the Conſer- 
vators of our Liberties and Properties, entruſted with the Rights, and Eſtates of 
every Subje& to charge them ſo for the Publick Good, as may beſt ſecure the Sub- 
ject in the peaceable and quiet enjoyment of what he poſſeſſes. When ſuch Laws 
are ſilent, or defeCtive, neceſſity of State then according to the Civil Law Maxim, 
Salus Populi Suprema Lex, makes Laws for our common Defence and 
and the King or Queen for the time being, by virtue of the Royal ive 
can and doth iſſue out Proclamations, and Warrants are granted from the Lord 
High Admiral, to force Men by Impreſiing them into the Sea Service z or by pro- 
miſſing them Bounty Money, and other Rewards and Priviledges, to entice them Yo- 
luntarily to embrace the Service in ſome one of Her Majeſty's Ships of War. 

One of the Firſt ACts of Parliament relating to the Raiſing Seamen, I find to be 
made xv1. Car. l. entituled an AQt for the raiſing Mariners and Sailors for the guard- 
ing the Seas, and his Majeſty's Dominions ; which appears to have been renew'd again

| Now one would think that an 4 of Parliament with ſuch Encouragements and 


ſuch Advantages propounded, would prevail upon any Ingenuous Temper to em- 
brace the Condiions ia the ſame expreſsd, yet by Lapealines we find that theſe 
Motions ſeldom work upon Seamen to make them m_ come into the Service 
of the Fleet; which I take to be fruſtrated upon particular By-intereſts, and -Ad- 
vantages aum'd at, or in Profpe& from the Benefit they hope to gain in other Ser- 
vices ; together with ſome Dete&ts in the ſaid 4F,which at preſent hinder the through 
Execution of the ſame, as I will ſpeak of by and by. 

The next Publick way of endeavouring to bring in Seamen, and induee them to 
enter intv the Publick Service, is by Proclamations, and ſome other Collateral Acts 
of Parliament in aſſuring them of Rewards immediately upon thir a&tual Eatring 
into Service; or Dividends, or Shares allotted them out of Prizes taken from our 
Enemies ; which notwithſtanding ſo many gracious promiſes of Signal Rewards 
hag been as unſucceſsful as the former Methods; as the Judicious Mr. Burchet, pre- 
ſent Secretary of the Admiralty,, very well obſerves in his Late Memeires of Tranſ- 
ations at Sea. The Reward of Bownty-money is uſually two Months Pay and no more,

when deficient, whereby we learn thoſe Advantages he by his Abſolute Power has 
above us in Raifing Seamen, ſuitable to the Nature of thoſe Subje&s, which are un- 
der his Government ; in order to find out perhaps ſome Methods to Raiſe 
Seamen as ſoon, or ſooner if poſſible, without that Deſporick Power he Rules by : 
Which if ever any Merhod ſo agreeable to our E-g/iſh Tempers, and fo likely to 
be as effeCtual as his, is, with Mildneſs and Humanity can be devis'd, I think this 
I ſhall propoſe will be. The French X7 

r* Summons in all Seamen ata lidited time to enter on Board his Ships of War, 
and upon Failure thereof, at a place prefix'd alſo, condemns them to Death, or the 
Gallys, or cauſes them to be Immured, if apprehended, by his ſole Unlimited Will 
and Authority. 

2* He caules all Privareers'to be his Nurſeries of Seamen, by taking on Board 
many Landmen ; and when they hvac been ſometime in Service, He trips them 
ſomerime of their whole Complement at once, or at leaſt of ſo many as he wants, 
and obliges them to provide freſh Men, as they can get them. 

3* He places ſometimes Souldiers. in ſeveral Ships of War, above the uſuai Com- 
_ thoſe Ships carry, who upon the death of Men in other Ships, or want of 

n to ſupply New ones built, are taken out of thoſe Men of War, and imploy'd 
as his Officers ſhall direct. 

4* There is another way not mentioned by that Judicious Author, and PraCti- 
cable enough here ; iz.

If ſuch an Hoſpital were ereted 
here in every County, to receive all ſuch, I believe it would be very ſerviceable, and 
eaſe many Pariſh of their Poor and Baſtards, This I give you, as the Relation of a 
Frenchman. 

Now altho* thoſe Methods are all too violent to be praftic'd amongſt Us, yet I 
doubt not but that ſome Gentleman or other may from rhoſe hints find out ſome 
more eaſy, and feifable Terms to att by, in order to do our own Engliſh Nation 
a Service, as a Man may apply fire to good uſes, tho? others delight in ir to the 
Deſtrudion and Ruine of their Neighbours Habitations, and the burning of Towns 
is made their Paſtime. 

And before I proceed any further, I humbly beg leave to offer my Reaſons, why 
I think That A# of Parliament for regiſtring Seamen, Deficient, at leaſt why ſo at 
preſent.

nuous Education , upon which the Motives from Rewards promis'd uſually prevails 
, only) very frequently a Natural Surlineſs, or Moroſeneſs of Temper, whereby the 
Fear of Puniſhment is or ought to be ſer before then as their Principal, tho*"nor 
Their Whole, Governour. Now this At of yParliament limiting 40 $h:2. per An.to 
Thirty Thouſand Men e»/y,andto thoſe too Firſt Regi/tred,as they all think themſelves 
able equally to ſerve in the Fleet (and there may be Sixty Thouſand Men more 
in the Nation than what are Regiſtred) as Regiſtred Men are; conſequently this 
Opinion a Seaman has of his own Abilities, makes him uneaſy that the Place is 
full, as they call it, before perhaps he came to be capable of being Regiſtred. 
This makes them cry, Regiſter One, Regiſter All; Pay One, Pay All; for we muſt all 
. ! go into the Service, if preſſed: never conſidering at the fame time, that this Reward 
, is propounded as an Excouragement, but they claim it as Deſert ; and that not upon 
the account of Good Reaſon, but becauſe their Underſtanding in the Generality of 
them, is in their Tongue or Ears, nor in their Brains ; and indeed, if poſlible, they 
will be humour'd in 7beir ewn way, or not at all. ;

As to the 6 4. per Month our of 
every Seaman's Pay, I preſume it is neither grambled at or envied: But I hum- 
bly conceive ſome other Annual Fund may be found out, and appropriated to that

Theſe are the main Points which feem to argue ſome DefeCts in that Law, fer 
altho' | have heard Regiſtred Meu complain that they never had their 4o Sh/. per 
An. yet I attribute not that to a Defett in the Law, but the Manegemert, if their 
ſuſpicious Complaints happen to be true.

Next to this Dificulty comes Impreſſing ; by the Charge of Liewtenants, Tatches, 
and Preſs Gangs, together with the hire of the afore-ſaid Tatches : I have not as yer 
had the Opportunity to calculate exaMy what theſe Charges amount to,but do make 
this Obſervation from the Judicious Mr. Burcher,7 hat they often prove of very chargeable 


- and unſucceſsful. And | have been told,” that ſeldom leſs than 1 50, nay ſometimes 


200 of them at a time have been hir*d and employ'd. And this I know by my 
own Knowledge, that a Preſs-Gang has lain ſometimes 9 or 10 days in a Town, 
about 12 or 14 in number, which muſt require great Charges ; and after all have 
gone off with bur two or three Men at moft, and ſometimes but one. 

Now I will not trouble my ſelf to ſearch the Office to be inform'd of every par- 
ticular Charge for Yiitualling, for Firing the faid Tatches, for the Wages and Ex- 
pences of thoſe Preſ5-Lieutenants, but I cannot judge it leſs than twice as much as 
the former, to get the laſt Twenty Thouſand Men.—— which amounts to One 
Hundred and Sixty Thoufands — Beſides the Eighty Thouſand Pounds, —which 
makes in all Two Hundred and Forty Thoufand Pounds.

62 As for the Hoſpital at Greenwich, it is a Noble and Uſeful Work ; but as yet 


not cone to ſuch Perfeftion, 1 fear, as to be capable of all maim'd Seamen and their 
Widows, and to ſupply them a Maintenance. If it be, 1 am glad of it, and wiſh 
there were Ten more ſuch in the Nation; for I am of the Opinion it is one of the 
moſt uſeful Charity in our Sea- fearing Nation. As to the 6 4. per Moth out of 
every Seaman's Pay, I preſume it is neither grambled art or envied: But I hum- 
bly conceive ſome other 4»n«a! Fund may be found out, and appropriated to that 


uſe, to carry on that Deſign with more vigour, than at preſent it can be. 


Theſe are the main Points which feem to argue ſome DefeCts in that Law, for 
altho' I have heard Regiſtred Mex complain that they never had their 4o S$h/. per 
An. yet I attribute not that to a Defett in the Law, but the Manegemerr, if their 
ſuſpicious Complaints happen to be true. However, if there can be' a Method 
found out to obviate even their unjutF and falſe Clamours, and convince them in 
the Face of the World, That they are in the Wrong, and their Calumnies -have 
no Truth in them; I think fuch a Method ought to be embraced before any other. 
This leads me to conſider in the next place the Diffcu/ries that attend the preſenc 
Ways of Raiſing Seamen, and the 7/ſual Objettions ( tho? 1 know ſome of them not 
fuch, but bare Suggeſtions and meer Falfities ſometimes) which are brought by 
them, and others, againſt rhe common Method now prattic'd. And theſe Difical- 
ties are of two ſorts. ay

but Twenty Thouſand of thefe Men come in, and Liſt and Regiſter them- 
ſelves by the times limited by the afore-faid 4 of Parliament, andthe Proclamation, 
the Charge of each Man in Bounty- Money and Regiſter-Money, is four Pounds. 
Twenty Thouſand Raiſed Seamen, each Four Pounds,amounts to Eighty Thou- 
ſand Pounds for one Half——and *tis well if it ſo ſucceed too U. 
Next to this Difficulty comes Impreſſing ; by the Charge of Liewtenants, Tatches, 
and Preſs Gangs, together with the hire of the afore-faid Tatches : I have nor as yer 
had the Opportunity to calcalate exaMy what theſe Charges amount to,but do make 
this Obſervarion from the Judicious Mr. Burchet,7hat they often prove of very chargeable 


- and unſucceſsful. And | have been told, that ſeldom leſs than 1 50, nay ſometimes 


200 of them at a time have been Hir'd and employ'd. And this I know by my 
own Knowledge, that a Prefs-Gang has lain ſometimes 9 or 10 days in a Town, 


about 12 or 14 in number, which muſt e great Charges ; and after all have 
gone off with bulb two or three Men at thei, @ he but one. 

Now I will not trouble my felf to ſearch the Office to be inform'd of every par- 
ticular Charge for Yiualling, for Hiring the ſaid Tatches, for the Wages and Ex- 
pentes of thoſe Preſ5-Lieutenants, but I cannot judge it lefs than twice as much as 
the former, to get the laſt Twenty Thoufand Men.—— which amounts to One 
Hundred and Sixty Thoufands—— Beſides the Eighty Thouſand Pounds, —which 
makes in all Two Hundred and Forty Thoufand Pounds.

| _— a good Opportunity ferves to eſcape : As we uſually fay, 4» Engliſh 
Man will eafily Leatl, but is %ery difficultly Driven ; fo that if any Method can be 
found out which will ſuperſede the Neceſſity of Impreſſiug, 1 think it ought to be 
embraced. If not, let it be Back*d by an A# of Parliament to impower Such, 
as they think fit, to Impreſs in order to reduce the Stubborn, and RefraQory, 
whom no other Obligations can. 


Theſe Difficulties 1 have ſumm'd up, as being the moſt Material Relating to a 


National Concern in Raiſing Seamen ; others there are no leſs Material in Maintaining, 
Encoaraging, and Supporting thoſe Seamen you have Raiſed. Which the Judicious Mr. 
Burchet has Publiſh'd 


to the World, as fit to: be highly conſider'd. 


x® That Seamen be look*d well after at Sea, in reſpect of their Szate of Health : So 
uſeful a Race of Men to our Nation, being abſolutely neceſſary'to be taken care of in 
a peculiar Manner. 


22 That Seamen be taken care of by Good Phyſicians on Board, and alſo, if fet 


' aſhoar Sick or Wounded, by able Surgeons, where Phyſicians cannot be had. 


That Nurſes and convient Lodgment be provided for them. All this is under 
the Particular care of the Commiſſioners of the Sick and Wounded. 

3® That wholſom Medicines, and wholſom Diet be provided for them on Board. 
Thar they may have a ſupply of freſh Meats, as oft as could be to prevent the 


Scuryy 
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Scurvy and Feavours, which generally attend thoſe Men from the continual 
Eating of Salt Meats. * 4 
4* That Officers diſcharge them from one Ship to another in caſe of Promotion 
or Preferment offered, and treat them /Zumayely, and ſuitable to their Gerius, and 
by their good Examples encourage them in Noble Atts and Virtue. 


Theſe are Extraordinary Good Rules to be obſerv'd: And to that end, I would © 
have the Commander of every Ship of War to take with him by DireQtion of the 
Phyſicians of the Fleet, or ſome others, an Hogſhead of good Purging Diet-Drink, 
made with wholeſom Herbs, more or leſs, according to the Complement or num- 
ber of Men each Ship carries; made fo, as it may eaſily be, that a Pint will purge 
any Seaman or other, once in a Month perhaps, as much as may be requiſite to 
carry off the Scurvy Humours the frequent Eating of Salt Meats neceſſarily breeds. 
Ingredients ſufficient for 3 Months, or more if requiſite to make ſuch a Diet-Drink, 
may with great Eaſe, little Trouble and Charge be convy'd on Ship- board at firſt 
ſetting our of the Fleet, proportion'd to the number of Men every Ship carries. 

in the next place, for Men of a Sanguine, Hot, and Cholerick Diſpoſition, a ſort 
of a Purging Water may be ecafily made by Art, to ſupply the other Diet-Driak, if 
thought requiſite: But I take the other moſt requiſite and neceſſary. 

A third Univerſal Medicine fit in this cafe to be us'd very properly, may be the fre- 
quent uſe of Sa/ Prunellz, with ſome proper InſtruQtions from Phyficians how to 
take it, which will abate Thirſt, and attemperate all Feavouriſh Heats, and ſome- 
times carry off a Feavour by Stool, or Urine of it ſelf alone. Now what it may 
do after the Body is firſt cleans'd by a Diet-Drink, a Phyfician may rationally gueſs. 

Theſe Inſtructions for the ſake of the Publick good, I thought tit to ſuperadd, 
that it may be a Guide to thoſe who know little in Phyfct, tho? they may know 
ſomewhar in Chirurgery, yet muſt practiſe on the Bodies of thoſe poor Men, whom, 
perhaps thoſe General Medicines prudeatly obſery'd and taken, may preſerve fall- 
ing into ſuch Hands, as the neceſſity of a Sickneſs ſometimes 4rives them into. 

Thoſe Dificulties, how far they may be amended by what I ſhall —_ [ 
leave the Reader to judge hereafter : Thoſe Criminations and Iuggatoone ere men- 
tioned of Miſu/fng the Power of Impreſing, [ defire the Gu/:leſs to deſpiſe ; and the Coy- 
ſeious to amend, leaſt an At of Parltament force them to comply to be Honeſt 
in all poiats of Truſt, eve» againſt their Wills, and inflict a Puniſhment on them, 
as long deſerved, as they have eſcaped it. 

The next Head of Grievances, Real or Pretended, are thoſe which in an imme- 
diate manner ſeem to affect the Seamay, at leaſt he will complain that they do fo. 


1® That their Commanders uſe them hardly, either by frequent Puniſhments, or 
hindring their Promotion or Advancement, or ſome way or other clog, ſtop, cr 
defraud them of their Pay.

42 If they are ſure to be pay'd, it ſeldom happen but that they muſt wait ſome 
days at leaſt in London [A chargeable Place to live in, beſides the trouble and 
charges of a.

80 The Pay of the Government is ſo very ſmall, in reſpe&t of that of an E/t-

ages to Newcaſtle, than he can on Board one of Her Majeſty's Ships in an whole 

umnmer. 


This laſt is the moſt Weighty ObjeCtion of all, and as things are now 
upon the Old Bottom, is a Demonſtration too true to be deny'd : A Collier now 
giving 7 or 8 /. a Voyage to a Common Sailor, who ſerves but a Summer ; and 
an Eaſt-India or Weſt-India Merchant 5o 5.0or 3 4, per Month the whole Year round. 
The other ObjeTions alſo carry undeniable Evidence with them, and if a Man has 
Money due to him, and muſt ſpend one half for to get the other, beſide Loſs of 
Time, in which he might perhaps earn as much by other means, whilſt he was 
out of Service; he will rather quit his Pretenſions to the Whole, and decline the 
Publick Service with Murmuring and Diſcontent. Now by the Method I ſhall pro- 
poſe, I think I have Wholy in a manner taken away all theſe Objeftions, and left 
no room for them to be urged either upon the Publick, or the Seaman's own Pri- 
vate Account. At leaſt I have mitigated the laſt Grand Objetion, as to put the 
Service of a Seaman in the Fleet in equal Balance with another, if not above it, 


as I will by and by make appear.

But beſides the Advantages in Raiſing Seamen, they gain by this Method of E- 
ſtabliſhment, a berter -+ ph in their Ships on Board, than as yet I ever read or 
heard of in any Medicinal way pradtiz'd; which I much wonder no Phyfician yet 
tempted to regulate before. 

One thing | ſhould have added to the better Execution, or Management of this 
Eſftablifhment, vis. That all Conſtables of any Maritime or Inland Towns, have a 
Power to Search after, and Dete&t, and Bring to the Deputy Marine-Ofice any Yo- 
luntary Abſconding Seaman, with a Reward of aſcertain*d for his Service, 
fo be pay'd by the Deputy, and deduQed out of ſuch Seaman's Pay, for his Ob-

VA Fine it is by Experience found, That the Safety of this Kingdom depends on 
and con/iſts principally in' the Strength of Shipping And that it has been the 
Conſtant and Peculiar Care of ſeveral Good Kings Queens of this Realm during 
a War to have a Navy of Ships well Maw'd, and ſupplyd with able Seamen and others, 
whoſe Glorious Aftions have not only been the Security, but alſo have very much re- 
dounded to the Honour of the Engliſh Nation : And whereas to the ſame Good End 
and Purpoſe Her Preſent Majeſty Our Gracious QUEEN ANN has been frequent- 
ly pleas'd by divers Proclamations to offer ample Rewards, and great Encouragements to 
all ſuch Seamen, and Able-bodied Landmen, who ſhould enter and liſt themſelves to ſerve 
on Board ſome one of Her Majeſty's Ships of War, on, or before a certain limited time 
by the ſaid Proclamations : Notwithſtanding all which Gracious Invitations and Promiſes 
of Her Moſt Sacred Majeſty, /everal Seamen, Mariners and Watermen, &c. do to the

harbour, conceal, proteft, and ſecretly keep any ſuch Seaman, Mariner, Shipwright, or 
Waterman, not having a Ticket of Leave for Abſence from his Commander, or the 
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Deputy-Regiſter, any longer than days after Her Majeſty's Proclamation for ſum- 
moning them in to appear, as aforeſaid, unleſs apparent tauſe of Sickneſs be upon Oath 
before a Juſtice of the Peace notified, ſuch Perſon or Perſons ſo concealing them ſhall 
forfeit the ſumme of one moiety to the Informer, and the other to the uſe of 
Greenwich- Hoſpital, to be levy or recover'd : And that ſhall be deemed and accounted a 
Concealment, if the ſaid Abſconder doth wot upon Demand produce his Cocket, together 
with,bis Ticket of Leave for Abſence ; and yet nevertheleſs that Fouſekeeper, or others 
do continue ſtill to detain privately, harbour and conceal the ſaid Offender, and not cauſe 
him by. Information to be brought before ſome: Magiſtrate in order to be conveyd on Board 
ſome one of Her Majeſty's Ships of War : And all Conſtables of any Inland County, or 
any other Civil Officers, ſhall diligently make ſearch in every Village, or Hamlet, G&c.

And whereas many Captains, and Commanders of Ships of War, do aft ſometimes to- 
wards Seamen and others under their reſpeaive Commands ſuch things as are not war- 
rantable by the Laws of this Kingdom, and contrary to the Good and Gracious Intentions 
of Her moſt Sacred Majeſty ; Therefore for the Encouragement F4 all ſuch Seamen and 
Mariners, be it farther enatted, aid declared, That as it is intended and bereby required, 
that every Seaman, Shipwright, and Mariner, &c.” employ d in Her Majeſty's Service 
upder each their Commands aforeſaid, do quietly and peaceably keep and poſſeſs to them- 
ſeives their: own Cockets, as being the only Security for receiving their Wages, when 
they become due ; ſo ſhall every Commander, or Capt. of every Ship of War, with two, 
or more of the Principal Officers thereof fign and attes+ the ſaid Cocket of every Sea- 
man or Shipwright, as well at their being received on Ship board, as at their Diſmiſſion 
from preſent Service, ſpecifying the Day and Tear under each their reſpeflrve Hand: 
writing- And if there be neceſſity of transferring ſome Seamen from one Ship to another, 
or if any- Perſon Die, or be K:lled, or Diſmiſſed the Service, Three of the Chief Officers 
at leaſt receiving ſuch a Seaman or Shipwright, ſhall attei? his Cocket in manner as 
above-mentioned ; or if auy Seaman die on Board, or on Land, ſo he be in aftual Ser- 
vice, or he killed, the ſurviving Comrade ef ſuch deceasd Mariner ſhall demand the 
ſaid Cocket to be atteſted as aforeſaid, and reſerve the ſame to be delivered to the 
Widew, or his Children, if ſuch, or next Heir or Aſſigne, if by Will deviſed, in order 
to recerve the Arrears due thereupon; at the place "i oh the ſaid Decea&d caus'd him- 
ſelf to be Regiſtred and Entred into Her Majeſty's Service. And if any Officer or Com- 
mauder, Capt.or other Principal Officers ſhall make default therein, he or they ſo offend- 
ig, ſhall incur the Penalties above-mentioned by loſs of their Commiſſions, @c. upon 
Complaint and Proof. made before of ſuch Default. 

And that the Widow, or Child or Children, if any ſuch, may be farther aſcertain'd of 
Arrears due unto Her or Them, in Right of her deceasd FHusband, There fpall be kept 
at the Navy-Office a Dead-Regiſter, to which ſhe may repair, &c. This is uſually done
